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INTRODUCTION 

The  present  bulletin  is  the  first  of  a  series  to  be  issued  containing  tabulated 
results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  June  1,  1921,  in  connection  with 
thev  Census  of  Population  of  the  same  date.  This  bulletin  deals  with  the 
field  crops  of  the  three  Prairie  Provinces,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and 
Alberta.  All  the  tables  are  comparative,  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921 
being  presented  together  with  those  of  previous  census  years  where  available. 
For  the  individual  provinces  (Tables  5-13)  the  comparison  embraces  all  field 
crops  and  is  confined  to  the  decennial  censuses  of  1921,  1911  and  1901.  In 
presenting  the  figures  for  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  combined  (Tables  1-4), 
only  the  principal  crops  have  been  listed,  but  the  quinquennial  returns  of  1916 
and  1906  have  been  included  as  well  as  those  already  mentioned.  In  the  Census 
of  1906  the  value  of  crops  was  not  reported.  In  the  Census  of  1901  the  value  of 
all  field  crops  but  not  of  the  individual  crops  was  given.  These  two  censuses 
have  therefore  been  omitted  from  the  tables  on  values. 

In  each  census  under  review,  except  that  of  1901,  the  areas  of  field  crops 
were  obtained  for  two  successive  years,  the  current  and  the  past.  In  the  case 
of  grains  cut  for  hay,  whether  listed  separately  or  included  amongst  "forage 
crops,"  the  acreage  for  the  census  year  is  always  less  than  for  the  preceding 
year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  quantity  of  grain  cut  for  hay  is  largely 
determined  by  the  seasonal  conditions  which  obtain  at  a  period  later  than  that 
at  which  the  Census  is  taken.  The  production  reported  in  each  census  is  for 
the  year  preceding  the  census. 

The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  final  revision. 


INTRODUCTION 

Le  present  bulletin  est  le  premier  d'une  s6rie  qui  doit  6tre  publi^e,  donnant 
les  r6sultats  du  recensement  agricole  pris,  conjointement  avec  celui  de  la  popu- 
lation, le  ler  juin  1921.  Ce  bulletin  a  trait  aux  r6coltes  des  champs  dans  les 
trois  Provinces  des  Prairies:  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  et  Alberta.  Tous  les 
tableaux  y  sont  comparatifs,  les  chiffres  du  recensement  de  1921  6tant  mis  en 
regard  de  ceux  des  recensements  pr6c6dents  la  ou  il  est  possible.  Quant  aux 
provinces  individuelles  (Tableaux  4-13)  les  comparaisons  comprennent  toutes 
les  r6coltes  des  champs  et  se  limitent  aux  recensements  d^cennaux  de  1921, 
1911  et  1901;  tandis  que  les  chiffres  pour  l'ensemble  des  trois  Provinces  des 
Prairies  (Tableaux  1-4)  ne  s'appliquent  qu'aux  principales  r^coltes  et  com- 
prennent les  rapports  quinquennaux  de  1906  et  1916  %ajout6s  a  ceux  d6ja 
mentionn6s.  Le  recensement  de  1906  tenait  aucun  compte  de  la  valeur  des 
r^coltes,  et  celui  de  1901  donnait  seulement  la  valeur  totale  et  non  pas  la  valeur 
individuelle  des  r£coltes.  Ces  deux  recensements  n'ont  done  pas  6t6  compris 
dans  les  tableaux  des  valeurs. 

Dans  chaque  recensement  pris  en  consideration,  excepte"  celui  de  1901, 
l'6tendue  en  r6coltes  des  champs  a  6t6  obtenue  pour  les  deux  ann£es  successi- 
ves:  l'ann^e  courante  et  l'annee  pr6c6dente.  Dans  le  cas  des  grains  coupes 
en  Vert  comme  fourrage,  soit  qu'ils  aient  6te"  donnas  s6par£ment  ou  inclus  avec  les 
"r^coltes  fourrageres,"  l'£tendue  pour  l'annee  de  recensement  est  toujours  moin- 
dre  que  pour  l'annee  pr6c6dente;  ceci  est  du  au  fait  que  la  quantity  de  grain 
coupe1  en  vert  est  determinee,  en  grande  partie,  par  les  conditions  de  saison  exis- 
tantes  a  une  p6riode  post6rieure  a  la  date  du  recensement.  La  production  rap- 
port^e  dans  chaque  recensement  est  pour  l'annee  qui  pr£c6de  le  recensement. 

Les  chiffres  dans  ce  bulletin  sont  sujets  a  une  revision  finale.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  present  bulletin  is  the  second  of  a  series  containing  tabulated  results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  June  1 ,  192 
in  connection  with  the  Census  of  Population  of  the  same  date.  In  Tables  I-XII  comparison  ib  made  between  the  results 
the  present  Census  and  that  of  1911,  while  in  some  cases  the  Census  of  1901  is  also  included  in  this  comparison.  Retun 
of  fruit,  live  stock  and  live  stock  products  not  on  farms  were  obtained  separately  in  1921 ,  and  are  so  shown  in  these  table 
They  are  also  added  in  with  the  farm  statistics  to  form  a  total  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in  which  they  were  i 
eluded  but  not  separately  tabulated.  Tables  XIII-XVIII  present  farm  returns  by  counties.  The  figures  contained  i 
this  bulletin  are  subject  to  final  revision. 

The  number  of  occupied  farms  in  Prince  Edward  Island  containing  an  area  of  at  least  one  acre  (the  minimum  area  take 
in  the  present  Census)  was  12,883  in  1901  and  14,113  in  1911,  as  against  13,701  occupied  farms  in  1921.  There  was  thus 
decline  of  412  in  the  number  of  occupied  farms  during  the  ten-year  period  from  1911  to  1921.  A  comparison  of  acreage  oi 
cupied,  however,  shows  an  increase  during  both  decades,  the  figures  being  1, 194,508  acres  in  1901,  1,202,354  acres  in  191 
and  1,216,483  acres  in  1921.    The  average  size  of  farm  was  92-7  acres  in  1901,  85-2  acres  in  1911  and  88-8  acres  in  1921. 

The  area  of  improved  farm  land  increased  from  726,285  acres  in  1901  to  769,140  acres  in  1911,  but  showed  a  very  sligi 
falling  off  during  the  next  ten-year  period,  the  figure  for  1921  being  767,319  acres.  The  area  under  field  crops  was  447,73 
acres  in  1901,  484,274  acres  in  1911  and  458, 644  acres  in  1921.  There  was  thus  a  decrease  of  25 ,  630  acres  from  1911  to  192: 
On  the  other  hand,  19,084  acres  were  returned  as  "Idle  or  fallow"  in  1921,  as  against  891  acres  of  "fallow"  in  1911. 

The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  (See  Table  III)  decreased  from  409  in  1911  to  277  in  1921 ,  but  the  numb( 
occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  increased  from  226  to  326  during  the  decade.  The  area  occupied  by  tenants  showe 
a  decline  from  42, 177  acres  in  1911  to  34,328  acres  in  1921,  but  was  comparatively  small  in  both  years,  being  only  3*5  p« 
cent  of  total  farm  area  in  1911,  and  2-8  per  cent  in  1921.  In  the  latter  year  the  average  size  of  farms  occupied  by  ownei 
was  88-4  acres,  by  tenants  75-8  acres,  and  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  115-0  acres. 

From  1911  to  1921  the  value  of  farm  property  (Table  IV)  increased  by  39-8  per  cent.  The  largest  increase  (91-9  pe 
cent)  was  in  implements  and  machinery;  the  smallest  (22-0  per  cent)  in  live  stock. 

A  comparison  of  the  areas  under  the  various  field  crops  from  1900  to  1921  (Table  VI)  shows  hay  as  the  leading  crop  i 
this  respect',  with  oats  second  and  potatoes  usually  third.  Out  of  the  five  years  listed,  the  wheat  acreage  surpassed  that  c 
potatoes  in  1900  and  1911,  but  fell  behind  in  1910, 1920  and  1921.  The  acreage  of  potatoes  showed  comparative  stabilit; 
during  the  period  while  the  area  in  oats  increased  about  10  per  cent  from  1900  to  1910  and  showed  a  decrease  during  th 
following  decade  which  made  the  1920  figure  slightly  lower  than  that  of  1900.  Hay  acreage  underwent  an  advance  c 
about  18  per  cent  from  1900  to  1910  and  a  slight  decline  (about  2\  per  cent)  from  1910  to  1920.  Changes  from  19-0  to  192 
were  small  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  figures  involved.  In  the  latter  year  the  returns  show  212,133  acres  of  cult; 
vated  hay,  162,625  acres  of  oats,  31,716  acres  of  potatoes  and  26,828  acres  of  wheat. 

In  Tables  VIII  and  IX  respectively,  the  yield  and  value  of  field  crops  are  shown  for  1910  and  1920.  In  point  of  valu 
the  three  leading  crops  in  both  years  were  hay,  oats  and  potatoes,  in  the  order  named.  In  1920  these  three  crops  togethe 
formed  81*5  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  field  crops.  The  value  of  all  field  crops  was  86,613,172  in  1910  and  §10,440,059  in  192C 
thus  showing  an  increase  during  the  decade  of  §3,826,887  or  about  58  per  cent.  This  increa.--e  was  due  to  the  rise  in  price 
and  took  place  in  spite  of  smaller  yields  in  the  more  important  crops,  excepting  potatoes. 

Amongst  the  fruits  produced  apples  are  easily  first  in  importance.  In  spite  of  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  appl 
trees  (chiefly  in  the  non-bearing)  from  1911  to  1921,  the  production  in  1920  was  167,855  bushels,  as  compared  with  160,37 
bushels  in  1910.  The  yield  of  strawberries  was  188,762  quarts  in  1910  and  92,622  quarts  in  1920.  Other  small  fruits  are  c 
little  importance.  The  value  of  all  fruits  (including  a  small  quantity  of  maple  syrup)  was  $157,894  in  1910  and  $189, 7S5  i 
1920. 

The  value  of  live  stock  slaughtered  on  farms  in  1910  was  given  as  $860,285  and  in  1920  as  $1,568,781.  The  numbers  < 
each  kind  were  not  given  for  1910.  Animals  sold  alive  cannot  properly  be  compared  for  the  two  years,  as  the  returns  fc 
1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited  to  animals  raised  on  the  farm .  The  value  of  live  stock  products  (Table  XI] 
which  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool  and  honey  and  wax,  increased  from  $2,270,770  in  1910  to  $5,042,996  in  1920,  thi 
increase,  however,  being  the  result  of  enhanced  prices  rather  than  greater  quantities.    The  value  of  dairy  products  has  bee 


taken  as  that  of  the  milk  produced,  the  value  of  which  has  been  calculated  Irom  that  ot  the  dairy  products  sold.  In  1920 
the  value  of  milk  was  64  •  1  per  cent  of  all  live  stock  products .  The  value  of  eggs  produced  was  34  •  0  per  cent  of  the  total . 
From  1910  to  1920  there  was  a  decrease  of  4-2  per  cent  in  the  quantity  of  milk  produced.  The  number  of  eggs  showed 
an  increase  of  6-5  per  cent. 

The  total  number  of  horses  enumerated  in  Prince  Edward  Island  in  1911  was  35, 935,  while  the  Census  of  1921  showed 
only  32,969,  a  decline  of  2,966,  or  8-3  per  cent.  Cattle  decreased  during  the  decade  from  113,443  to  111,004,  a  loss  of  2,439, 
or  2-2  percent.  Sheep  showed  a  notable  increase,  advancing  from  91,232  in  1911  to  105,884  in  1921,  a  gain  of  14,652,  or  16-1 
per  cent.  On  the  other  hand  the  number  of  swine  decreased  from  56,377  in  1911  to  39,675  in  1921,  a  loss  of  16,702,  or  29-6 
percent.  The  number  of  hens  and  chickens  increased  by  135,107,  or  19-4  per  cent,  being  697.295  in  1911  and  832,402  in 
1921.  Of  the  other  fowl,  geese  fell  off  from  42,752  in  1911  to  only  19,611  in  1921,  and  turkeys  and  ducks,  the  numbers  of 
which  were  small  in  1911 ,  were  slightly  less  in  1921.    Hives  of  bees  enumerated  increased  from  161  in  1911  to  296  in  1921.

Au  point  de  vue  de  h 
valeur,  les  trois  principals  recoltes  furent,  en  l'une  et  l'autre annee,  le foin,  l'avoine  et  les  pommes  de  terre  places  dans  ce 
ordre.

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INTRODUCTION 


This  bulletin  is  the  third  of  a  series  containing  tabulated  results  of  the  Census  of  Agricultuj 
taken  in  connection  with  the  Census  of  Population,  June  1,  1921.  In  Tables  I-XI  compariso 
is  made  between  the  results  of  the  present  Census  and  that  of  1911,  while  in  some  cases  th 
Census  of  1901  is  also  included  in  the  comparison.  Returns  of  fruit,  live  stock  and  anims 
products  elsewhere  than  on  farms  were  obtained  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown  in  thea 
tables.  They  are  also  added  in  with  the  farm  statistics  to  form  a  total  for  comparison  wit 
the  1911  Census,  in  which  they  are  included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII-XVI 
present  farm  statistics  by  counties.  The  figures  contained  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  fins 
revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  in  1921  (Table  I)  was  36,'65i 
as  compared  with  37,755  in  1911,  and  37,006  in  1901,  omitting,  for  purposes  of  comparison,  farm 
under  one  acre  in  the  two  earlier  years,  as  no  smaller  area  than  this  was  considered  in  192] 
There  was  an  increase  of  749,  or  20  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  farms  from  1901  to  1911,  and  ; 
decrease  of  1,100  or  2-9  per  cent  from  19J.1  to  1921.  Fann  acreage  in  1921  was  4,269,560,  a 
against  4,537,999  acres  in  1911  and  4,443,400  acres  in  1901.  There  was  a  gain  of  94,599  acre 
or  2-1  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  a  loss  of  268,439  or  5-9  per  cent  from  19il  to  1921.  Th 
average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was  116-4  acres,  as  compared  with  120-2  acres  in  1911  and  120- 
acres  in  1901.  The  average  size  of  farms  occupied  by  owners  or  managers  in  1921  was  116- 
acres,  by  tenants,  89-8  acres  and  by  part  owners  part  tenants,  145-2  acres.  The  followin 
statement,  based  on  Table  II,  shows  the  per  cent  distribution  of  farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921

Tenure  of  Farms.— The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was  81. 
as  compared  with  1,415  in  1911,  showing  a  decrease  of  about  45  per  cent,  although  the  decreas 
in  the  total  number  of  farms  during  the  ten-year  period  was  only  2  •  9  per  cent.  Farms  occupiet 
by  tenants  formed  only  3-9  per  cent  of  all  farms  in  1911  and  2-2  per  cent  in  1921,  The  numbe 
of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners  part  tenants  was  630  in  1921,  as  compared  with  574  in  1911 
showing  an  increase  of  9-8  per  cent.  These  farms  formed  1-5  per  cent  of  the  total  number  n 
1911,  and  1-7  per  cent  in  1921.  To  obtain  acreage  rented  the  total  acreage  of  farms  occupie* 
by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners  par 
tenants.  This  gives  a  total  of  105,983  acres  in  1921  as  compared  with  169,175  acres  in  1911 
Rented  acreage  formed  only  3-7  per  cent  of  total  farm  acreage  in  1911  and  2-5  per  cent  h 
1921.  The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  managers  in  1921  was  244  and  the  acreage  54,239 
Owing  to  their  slight  importance  and  the  fact  that  no  comparison  with  1911  was  possible,  thes 
figures  have  not  been  separately  given  in  Table  III. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  farm  property  in  1921  was  $131,825,675  as  agains 
$84,895,906  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  55-3  per  cent,  but  in  considering 
this  increase  the  large  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept  in  mind 
The  largest  increase  (121  -8  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery,  the  smalles 
(32-3  per  cent)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  64-2  per  cent  and  build 
ings  by  43-5  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $54,166,433,  or  41-1  per  cent  of  all  farn 
property:  the  value  of  buildings  was  $45,157,560  or  34-2  per  cent;  implements  and  machinery 
$13,544,592  or  10-3  per  cent;  and  live  stock,  $18,957,090,  or  14-4  per  cent.  In  1911  the  valu< 
of  land  was  $32,989,546  or  38  •  8  per  cent  of  all  farm  property;  buildings  were  valued  at  $31,476,42' 
or  37-1  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at  $6,106,826  or  7-2  per  cent;  an( 
live  stock  at  $14,323,107  or  16-9  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921  was  1,368,023  acres,  as  com 
pared  with  1,444,567  acres  in  1911  and  1,409,720  acres  in  1901.  The  gain  from  1901  to  191: 
was  34,847  acres  or  2-5  per  cent,  and  the  loss  from  1911  to  1921  was  76,544  acres  or  5-3  per  cent 
The  area  of  field  crops  in  1921  was  897,375  acres,  as  against  978,876  acres  in  1911  and  897,411 
.acres  in  1901.  The  acreage  under  orchard,  which  was  8,924  in  1901  and  8,976  in  1911,  wai 
.7,799  in  1921,  showing  a  decrease  from  the  previous  census  of  1,177  acres  or  13-1  per  cent. 


Areas  of  Field  Crops. — In  the  Census  of  1921,  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown 
to  the  various  crops  for  that  year,  and  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops  for  1920. 
The  same  method  was  followed  in  1911.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1st, 
information  as  to  the  areas  sown  for  the  Census  year  was  not  available.  A  comparison  of  the 
acreages  of  the  variousfield  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921  (Table  VI)  shows  hay  as 
the  outstanding  crop  in  this  respect,  with  oats  second,  while  buckwheat  was  third  in  1900, 
1910  and  1911,  but  was  surpassed  by  potatoes  in  1920  and  1921.  In  1921  the  respective  acreages 
of  these  four  crops  and  the  percentages  which  they  formed  of  the  total  area  under  field  crops 
were  as  follows:

The  acreage  of  hay  increased  between  1900  and  1911  from  549,538  to  635,281,  but  dropped 
back  to  552,467  in  1921.  Oats  increased  from  186,932  acres  in  1900  to  207,618  acres  in  1911, 
and  212,274  acres  in  1921.  Potatoes  increased  from  40,330  acres  in  1900  to  41,021  acres  in  1911 
and  to  62,769  acres  in  1921.  Buckwheat,  on  the  other  hand,  declined  from  73,521  acres  in  1900 
to  65,094  acres  in  1911  and  38,440  acres  in  1921. 

Yield  of  Field  Crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various  field 
crops  in  1910  and  1920  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in  each 
of  these  years.  The  hay  production  in  1920  was  591,248  tons.  This  was  a  decrease  of  77,351 
tons  or  11-6  per  cent  from  1910,  when  the  yield  was  668,599  tons.?  The  smaller  production  in 
1920  was  due  to  reduced  acreage,  the  average  yield  in  both  years  being  1  ■  1  tons  per  acre.  The 
production  of  oats  in  1920  was  5,444,179  bushels,  as  compared  with  5,538,605  bushels  in  1910, 
the  acreages  for  the  two  years  being  nearly  alike.  The  average  yield  per  acre  was  27  •  5  bushels 
in  1910  and  27-2  bushels  in  1920.  The  most  notable  differences  in  production  of  important 
crops  were  the  decrease  in  the  yield  of  buckwheat  from  1,150,522  bushels  in  1910  to  725,784 
bushels  in  1920,  and  the  increase  in  potatoes  from  5,219,025  bushels  in  1910  to  8,401,094  bushels 
in  1920.  The  reduction  in  buckwheat  thus  amounted  to  36-9  per  cent,  and  the  advance  in 
potatoes  to  61  per  cent.  These  changes  were  mainly  due  to  variations  in  acreage,  as  the  average 
yield  of  buckwheat  was  19-7  bushels  in  1910  and  18  ■  6  in  1920,  while  the  average  yield  of  potatoes 
was  129-1  bushels  in  1910  and  129-4  bushels  in  1920. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $24,637,970,  as 
compared  with  811,030,237  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  123-4  per  cent,  due  mainly  to  higher 
prices.  Hay  was  the  most  valuable  crop  in  each  year.  Oats  was  second  in  this  respect  in  1910, 
but  was  surpassed  by  potatoes  in  1920.  Buckwheat  was  the  fourth  crop  in  value  in  1910,  but 
owing  to  the  falling  off  in  its  acreage  gave  place  to  turnips  in  1920.  The  values  of  these  five  crops 
and  the  percentages  which  they  formed  of  the  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920,  were  as  follows:

Fruit  and  Maple  Syrup. — The  fruit  reported  in  the  Census  of  1921  was  the  production  of. 
1920:  the  maple  syrup  and  sugar  for  the  spring  of  1921;  and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing 
at  the  time  the  census  was  taken,  in  June,  1921.     The  figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected 
on  a  similar  basis. 

As  will  be  shown  in  considering  values,  the  apple  is  the  most  important  fruit  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, with  strawberries  next  and  other  fruits  of  little  importance. 

The  number  of  apple  trees  in  1921  was  554,424,  as  compared  with  623,702  in  1911,  but  the 
decrease  was  wholly  in  non-bearing  trees,  which  formed  a  much  smaller  proportion  of  the  total 
in  1921.  This  change  in  proportion  between  bearing  and  non-bearing  trees  may  be  partly 
accounted  for  by  a  difference  in  the  schedules,  that  of  the  Census  of  1921  making  it  clearer  that 
the  distinction  was  one  of  age.  The  production  of  apples  in  1920  was  377,987  bushels,  as  against 
272,884  bushels  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  38-5  per  cent.  The  production  of  strawberries 
in  1920  was  628,666  quarts.  This  was  a  falling  off  of  19-3  from  the  1910  production,  which 
amounted  to  779,301  quarts.  Maple  syrup  gave  S,066  gallons  in  1921  as  compared  with  19,410 
gallons  in  1911,  while  the  production  of  maple  sugar  was  only  40,784  pounds  in  1921  as  against 
143,779  pounds  in  1911. 
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The  value  of  orchard  fruits  in  1920  was  $400,921  as  compared  with  $221,104  in  1910.  0 
the  1921  value  no  less  an  amount  than  $377,680,  or  91  -5  per  cent  of  the  whole,  was  constitute! 
by  the  value  of  apples-.  The  value  of  small  fruits  and  maple  syrup  and  sugar  was  $222,763  h 
the  year  1920-21  as  against  $101,029  in  1910-11.  In  1920-21  strawberries  accounted  for  $168,78£ 
or  73  -9  per  cent  of  the  total  for  that  year,  while  the  value  of  maple  syrup  and  sugar  amounted  t 
$42,989,  or  19-3  per  cent  of  the  total. 

Stock  Sold  Alive  and  Slaughtered. — The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  on  the  farm  in  1920  wa 
given  as  $3,236,315,  as  compared  with  $1,435,550  in  1910,  showing  a  gain  of  125  -4  per  cent.  Th 
number  of  each  kind  was  not  given  for  1910.  The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  in  1920  was  $1,942,434 
The  figure  for  1910  was  $2,275,795,  but  a  comparison  for  the  two  years  cannot  properly  b 
made,  as  the  returns  for  1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited  to  animals  raised  o: 
the  farm  from  which  sold. 

Animal  Products. — These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool  and  honey  and  wax.  Th 
quantity  of  milk  produced  was  given  as  399,232,325  pounds  in  1920,  as  compared  with  344,888,05! 
pounds  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  15-8  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms  in  1920  wa 
384,838,225  pounds,  constituting  96-4  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  number  of  cows  milked  oi 
farms  was  reported  as  105,054,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  3,663  pounds.  Th 
value  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $8,025,910,  or  an  average  of  2-01  cents  per  pound.  Thi 
value  was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an  increase  of  124-9  pe 
cent  over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $3,568,221,  averaging  1-03  cents  per  pound. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  4,221,097  dozen  as  compared  with  3,887,36- 
dozen  in  1910,  an  increase  of  8-6  per  cent.  The  value  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  $2,055,25C 
or  48-7  cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $677,205  for  1910,  averaging  17-4  cents  per  dozen 
The  increase  in  the  total  value  was  203  •  5  per  cent. 

There  were  109,983  sheep  shorn  in  1920,  and  the  production  of  wool  totalled  574,299  pound* 
This  quantity  showed  an  increase  of  17-8  per  cent  from  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  487,69 
pounds.  The  number  of  sheep  shorn  in  1910  was  not  obtained,  but  the  percentage  increasi 
from  1911  to  1921  in  the  number  of  sheep  enumerated  corresponds  closely  to  the  gain  in  woe 
production.  The  value  of  the  wool  in  1920  was  $191,316,  or  33-3  cents  per  pound,  as  comparei 
with  $124,701  for  1910,  averaging  25-6  cents  per  pound.  The  increase  in  total  value  was  53- 
per  cent. 

There  were  26,211  pounds  of  honey  and  402  pounds  of  wax  produced  on  farms  in  the  yea 
1920.  The  production  of  honey  and  wax  elsewhere  than  on  farms  was  20,869  pounds,  makini 
the  total  production  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  47,482  pounds,  of  which  56  per  cent  wa 
on  farms  and  44  per  cent  elsewhere.  The  production  in  1910  was  42,644  pounds.  The  valu< 
of  honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $13,654,  as  compared  with  $6,004  in  1910. 

Live  Stock  on  Hand. — The  number  of  horses  and  mules  enumerated  in  1921  was  67,825  a 
against  65,409  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  2,416  head  or  3-7  per  cent.  The  number  of  mule 
is  negligible.  The  value  in  1921  was  $9,857,365,  as  compared  with  $8,087,425  in  1911,  an  increas 
of  21-9  per  cent. 

Cattle  numbered  234,995  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  5  -7  per  cent  from  1911  when  thi 
number  was  222,228.  The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  58-0  per  cent,  from  $4,683,840  in  1911  ti 
$7,398,387  in  1921.  Milch  cows  numbered  110,087  in  1921,  as  against  108,557  in  1911.  O 
the  total  number  in  1921,  there  were  106,486  on  farms  and  3,601  elsewhere  than  on  farms. 

The  number  of  sheep  in  1921  was  187,536  as  compared  with  158,316  in  1911.  The  valu 
was  $1,004,602  in  1921  as  against  $533,158  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number  was  18-5  pe 
cent  and  in  the  value  88-4  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  78,503  in  1921.  This  was  a  decrease  of  8,890  or  10-2  per  cent  from  thi 
1911  figure,  which  was  87,393.  Owing  to  higher  prices,  however,  the  value  in  1921  was  $1,050,636 
as  compared  with  $654,704  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  60-5  per  cent. 

The  number  of  hens  and  chickens  in  1921  showed  a  substantial  gain  over  the  precedini 
census,  being  1,125,593  as  compared  with  915,000  in  1911.  The  increase  amounted  to  210,591 
or  23-0  per  cent  of  the  number  in  1911.  Turkeys  decreased  from  30,175  in  1911  to  22,469  i) 
1921;  ducks  from  14,196  in  1911  to  6,278  in  1921;  geese  from  23,283  in  1911  to  10,634  in  1921 
The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was  $821,711  as  against  $350,853  in  1911,  an  advance  of  134-2  pe 
cent. 

There  were  2,606  hives  of  bees  in  1921.  This  was  not  far  removed  from  the  1911  number 
2,680.     The  value  in  1921  was  $22,598,  as  compared  with  $13,127  in  1911. 


INTRODUCTION 


Le  present  bulletin  est  le  troisieme  d'une  serie  eontenant,  sous  forme  de  tableaux,  les  resultats 
du  reeensement  de  l'agrioulture  effectue'  le  premier  juin  1921.  concurremment  aveo  le  reeensement 
de  la  population.  Les  tableaux  I-XI  6tablissent  une  comparaison  entre  les  resultats  du  dernier 
reeensement  et  celui  de  1911  et  m&ne  parfois  oelui  de  1901.  On  y  fait  figurer  les  fruits  et  le 
b<§tail  se  trouvant  ailleurs  que  dans  les  exploitations  agricoles,  ainsi  que  les  produits  animaux 
entrant  dans  la  meme  nomenclature,  lesquels  ont  6t6  denombres  separement  en  1921.  Tout  natu- 
rellement  ces  chiffres  ont  6t6  ajoutes  a  ceux  des  exploitations  agricoles,  de  maniere  a  former  un 
total  qui  se  puisse  comparer  au  reeensement  de  1911,  lequel  englobait  le  tout  sans  distinction.  Les 
tableaux  XII-XVII  sont  consacres  aux  produits  agricoles,  par  comtes.  Toutes  les  donnees  du 
bulletin  sont  sujettes  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricoles 
en  1921  (tableau  I)  etait  de  36,655,  comparativement  a  37,755  en  1911  et  37,006  en  1901,  laissant  de 
cot6,  en  ces  deux  dernieres  annees,  les  exploitations  de  moins  d'une  acre,  lesquelles  n'ontpas,6t6 
denombrees  en  1921;  l'augmentation  de  749  ou  2  p.c.  qui  s'6tait  produite  entre  1901  et  1911  s^est 
transformed  en  une  diminution  de  1,100  ou  2-9  p.c.  entre  1911  et  1921.  La  superficie  totaledes 
exploitations  agricoles  en  1921  dtait  de  4,269,560  acres,  contre  4,537,999  acres  en  1911  et  4,443,400 
acres  en  1901;  ici  encore,  au  lieu  d'un  gain  de  94,599  acres  ou  2-1  p.c.  realist  entre  1901  et  1911, 
on  constate  une  perte  de  268,439  acres  ou  5-9  p.c.  de  1911  a  1921.  Leur  superficie  moyenne 
6tait  en  1921  de  116-4  acres,  au  lieu  de  120-2  acres  en  1911  et  120-1  acres  en  1901.  Les  exploi- 
tations agricoles  dirigees  par  leurs  proprietaires  ou  des  regisseurs  avaient,  en  1921,  une  superficie 
moyenne  de  116-6  acres;  celles  occupies  par  des  locataires,  de  89-8  acres;  enfin,  celles  dont  les 
exploitants  sont  partiellement  propriiStaires  et  partiellement  locataires,  de  145-2  acres.  Les 
chiffres  qui  suivent,  tires  du  tableau  II,  indiquent  la  repartition  proportionnelle  de  ces  fermes, 
selon  leur  e'tendue,  en  1911  et  1921.

Tenure  des  fermes. — En  1921,  les  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  (tableau  III)  £taient 
au  nombre  de  815,  comparativement  a  1,415  en  1911,  soit  une  diminution  d'environ  45  p.c, 
quoique  le  declin  du  nombre  total  des  fermes  durant  la  periode  decennale,  f ut  seulement  2  ■  9 
p.c.  En  1911,  les  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  reprfeentaient  3-9  p.c.  du  total  des  exploi- 
tations agricoles  et  2-2  p.c.  seulement  en  1921.  Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricoles  dont 
l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  propri^taire  et  l'autre  partie  a  titre  de  locataire,  6tait 
de  630  en  1921,  comparativement  a  574  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  9-8  p.c;  il  formait

105,983  acres  en  1921,  au  lieu  de  169,175  acres  en  1911.  Cette  cat6gorie  repr&entait  3-7  p.c. 
de  la  superficie  totale  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1911  et  2-5  p.c.  en  1921.  Le  nombre  des 
,ermes  dirigfes  par  des  regisseurs  en  1921,  n'dtait  que  de  244  et  leur  superficie  se  limitait  a  54,239 

cres.     En  egard   a  leur  peu  d'importance  et  a  1'impossibilite'  de  toute  comparaison  avec  1911, 
aes  chiffres  n'ont  pas  6te  donnes  separement  dans  le  tableau  III.

Valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles. — La  valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921  atteignit 
$131,825,675,  au  lieu  de  $84,895,906  en  1911  (tableau  IV).  C'est  done  une  augmentation 
de  55-3  p.c,  largement  attribuable  d'ailleurs  a  la  grande  difference  des  prix  entre  1911  et  1921. 
La  majoration  la  plus  considerable  (121-8  p.c.)  se  trouve  dans  la  valeur  de  la  machinerie  et  de 
1'outillage  agricoles  et  la  plus  minime  (32-3  p.c.)  dans  la  valeur  du  bewail.  La  valeur  de  la  terre 
s'est  accrue  de  64-2  p.c.  et  celle  des  batiments  de  43-5  p.c  En  1921,  la  valeur  de  la  terre  6tait 
de  $54  166  433   soit  41  •  1  p.c.  de  la  valeur  totale  des  exploitations  agricoles,  celle  des  batiments 
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$6,106,826  ou  7-2  p.c.  et  le  bewail  $14,323,107  ou  16-9  p.c. 


Composition  des  fermes. — En  1921,  on  a  denombre'  1,368,023  acres  de  terre  am^lioree,  com- 
parativement a  1,444,567  acres  en  1911  et  1,409,720  acres  en  1901;  entre  1901  et  1911,  cette  super- 
ficie s'^tait  accrue  de  34,847  acres  ou  2-5  p.c,  mais  entre  1911  et  1921,  elle  subit  une  reduction 
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de  76,544  acres  ou  5-3  p.c.  Les  terres  emblavees  en  1921  couvraient  897,375  acres,  contre 
978,876  acres  en  1911  et  897,417  acres  en  1901.  Les  vergers  qui  s'etendaient  sur  8,924  acres 
en  1901  et  8,976  acres  en  1911  ne  couvraient  plus  que  7,799  acres  en  1921,  soit  une  diminution 
depuis  le  dernier  recensement  de  1,177  acres  ou  13-1  p.c. 

Superficie  des  cultures. — En  proc6dant  au  recensement  de  1921,  les  enumerateurs  ont  releve' 
les  e'tendues  des  differentes  cultures  de  l'annee,  ainsi  que  les  emblavures,  la  production  et  la  valeur 
des  recoltes  de  1920;  la  meme  me'thode  avait  6t6  suivie  en  1911,  mais  le  recensement  de  1901 
ayant  e'te'  fait  au  premier  avril,  il  6tait  impossible  de'  connaitre  a  cette  date  les  emblavures  de 
l'annee  en  cours.  Une  comparaison  des  superficies  des  principales  recoltes  en  1900,  1910,  1911, 
1920  et  1921  (tableau  VI)  demontre  que  le  foin  tient  la  tete,  l'avoine  arrivant  seconde  et  le  sarrasin 
troisieme  en  1900,  1910  et  1911,  mais  c<5dant  la  place  aux  pommes  de  terre  en  1920  et  1921.  Les 
chiffres  suivants  nous  indiquent  l'6tendue  respective  de  ces  quatre  cultures  en  1921  et  le  pour- 
centage  qu'elles  representaient  de  la  totality  des  recoltes:

La  superficie  en  foin  cultiv<5  est  passee  de  549,538  acres  en  1900  a  635,281  acres  en  1911, 
mais  est  retombee  a  552,467  acres  en  1921.  L'avoine  est  montee  de  186,932  acres  en  1900  a 
207,618  acres  en  1911  et  a  212,274  acres  en  1921.  La  culture  des  pommes  de  terre,  qui  couvrait 
'40,330  acres  en  1900  et  41,021  en  1911  atteignit  62,769  acres  en  1921;  par  contre  le  sarrasin  est 
descendu  de  73,521  acres  en  1900  a  65,094  acres  en  1911  et  38,440  acres  en  1921. 

Production  des  recoltes. — Le  tableau  VII  presente  une  comparaison,  entre  1910  et  1920,  de 
la  production  des  differentes  recoltes  et  indique  aussi  le  pourcentage  d'augmentation  et  la  moyenne 
du  rendement  a  l'acre,  pour  chacune  de  ces  annees.  On  y  voit  que  la  production  du  foin  en 
1920  6tait  de  591,248  tonnes,  en  d£croissance  de  77,351  tonnes  ou  11 -6  p.c.  sur  1910,  dont  la  pro- 
duction avait  atteint  668,599  tonnes;  le  rendement  a  l'acre  fut  le  mgme  pendant  ces  deux  annees 
(1  •  1  tonne  a  l'acre)  et  la  reduction  de  production  en  1920  est  due  a  Ja  diminution  de  l'etendue 
cultivee.  En  1920,  l'avoine  a  produit  5,444,179  boisseaux,  comparativement  a  5,538,605  bois- 
seaux  en  1910,  les  emblavures  de  ces  deux  annees  6tant  a  peu  pres  semblables;  quant  au  rendement 
a  l'acre  il  6tait  de  27  •  5  boisseaux  en  1910  et  27  •  2  boisseaux  en  1920.  La  difference  la  plus  remar- 
quable  que  l'on  constate  dans  la  production  des  principales  recoltes  fut  la  diminution  de  la  pro- 
duction du  sarrasin,  tombee  de  1,150,522  boisseaux  en  1910  a  725,784  boisseaux  en  1920;  non 
moins  remarquable  est  l'accroissement  de  la  culture  des  pommes  de  terre,  qui  ont  donne'  5,219,025 
boisseaux  en  1910  et  8,401,094  boisseaux  en  1920.  Le  deficit  du  sarrasin  atteint  36-9  p.c,  tandis 
que  le  gain  r6alis6  par  les  pommes  de  terre  est  de  61  p.c.  Ces  changements  sont  surtout  attribua- 
bles  a  la  fluctuation  des  cultures,  car  le  rendement  moyen  du  sarrasin  6tait  de  19-7  boisseaux  en 
1910  et  18-6  boisseaux  en  1920  et  la  moyenne  du  rendement  des  pommes  de  terre  <?tait  de  129-1 
boisseaux  en  1910  et  129-4  boisseaux  en  1920. 

Valeur  des  recoltes. — La  valeur  de  1'ensemble  des  rScoltes  de  1920  (tableau  VIII)  s'est  elevee 
a  $24,637,970,  comparativement  a  $11,030,237  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  123-4  p.c, 
attribuable  principalement  a  la  hausse  des  prix.  Tant  en  1910  qu'en  1920,  le  foin  se  placait  en 
t©te;  l'avoine  arrivait  en  second  lieu  en  1910,  mais  elle  fut  depassee  par  les  pommes  de  terre  en 
1920.  Le  sarrasin  se  placait  quatrieme  en  1910,  mais  la  superficie  ensemencee  6tant  moindre 
en  1920.,  il  dut  e<5der  sa  place  aux  navets.  La  valeur  respective  de  ces  cinq  produits  et  le  pour- 
centage qu'ils  representent  de  1'ensemble  des  recoltes  de  1920  sont  donnes  ci-dessous:

Fruits,  sucre  et  sirop  d'erable. — Les  fruits  dont  il  est  question  au  recensement  de  1921 
sont  evidemment  ceux  recoltes  en  1920,  tandis  que  le  sucre  et  le  sirop  d'erable  ont  6t&  fabriques 
au  printemps  de  1921;  quant  aux  arbres  fruitiers,  leur  denombrement  se  place.au  moment  du 
recensement,  juin,  1921.     Lors  du  recensement  de  1911  on  a  proceed  de  la  m§me  facon. 

Ainsi  qu'on  le  verra  par  leur  valeur,  les  pommes  tiennent  la  tfite  de  la  production  fruitiere 
au  Nouveau-Brunswick,  les  fraises  v'enant  ensuite,  puis  d'autres  fruits  de  minime  importance. 

En  1921,  on  comptait  554,424  pommiers.comparativement  a  (323,702  en  1911,  mais  cette 
diminution  se  rapporte  exclusivement  aux  arbres  non  en  rapport,  lesquels,  en  1921,  represen- 
taient une  proportion  beaucoup  moindre  de  1'ensemble.     Ce  changement  dans  les  proportions 


des  arbres  en  rapport  et  les  autres  est  attribuable  dans  une  eertaine  mesure  a  une  difference  de 
redaction  des  formules,  celles  ayant  servi  au  recensement  de  1921  expliquant  plus  clairement 
que  la  distinction  reposait  sur  l'age.  En  1920,  la  recolte  de  pommes  a  donne  377,987  boisseaux 
au  lieu  de  272,884  boisseaux  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  38-5  p.c.  On  a  cueilli  628,666 
pintes  de  fraises  en  1920,  soit  19-3  p.c.  de  moins  qu'en  1910,  annee  dont  la  recolte  a  produit 
779,301  pintes.  Le  sirop  d'erable  fabrique  en  1921  representait  8,066  gallons,  au  lieu  de  19,410 
gallons  en  1911  et  la  production  du  sucre  d'erable  s'est  limitee  a  40,784  livres  en  1921,  contre 
143,779  livres  en  1911. 

La  valeur  des  fruits  des  vergers  cueillis  en  1920  atteignait  $400,921,  comparativement  a 
$221,104  en  1910;  $377,680  ou  91  -5  p.c.  de  la  totalite  de  la  production  fruitiere  de  1920  etaient 
represented  par  les  pommes.  La  valeur  des  petits  fruits,  du  sucre  et  du  sirop  d'erable  en  1'annee 
1920-21  s'est  elevee  a  $222,763,  au  lieu  de  $101,029  en  1910-11;  a  elles  seules,  les  fraises  ont 
absorb^  $168,785  ou  73-9  p.c.  du  total  et  les  produits  de  l'erable  y  figurent  pour  $42,989  ou 
19-3  p.c.  du  total. 

B6tail  vendu  sur  pied  et  abattu. — Le  b6tail  tu6  dans  les  fermes  en  1920  avait  une  valeur  de 
$3,236,315,  comparativement  a  $1,435,550  en  1910,  soit  une  avance  de  125-4  p.c;  le  detail  des 
especes  nja  pas  et6  donnS  pour  1'annee  1910.  Le  bewail  vendu  vivant  en  1920  avait  une  valeur 
$1,942,434,  comparativement  a  $2,275,795  en  1910,  mais  il  est  impossible  d'6tablir  une  compa- 
raison  judicieuse  entre  les  deux  annees,  etant  donne  que,  dans  le  but  d'eviter  un  double  emploi, 
le  denombrement  de  1920  a  6t<§  limite  aux  animaux  nes  et  eleves  dans  la  ferme  d'oil  ils  ont  ete 
vendus. 

Produits  animaux. — Ils  comprennent  les  produits  laitiers,  les  ceufs,  la  laine,  le  miel  et  la  cire. 
La  production  du  lait  en  1920  est  portee  a  399,232,325  livres,  au  lieu  de  344,888,058  en  1910, 
soit  une  augmentation  de  15-8  p.c.  Sur  la  quantity  produite  en  1920,  384,838,225  livres,  cons- 
tituant  96-4  p.c.  du  total,  provenaient  des  fermes.  Le  nombre  des  vaches  traites  dans  les 
fermes  atteignait  105,054,  d'ou  il  suit  que  la  production  moyerine  d'une  vache  serait  de  3,663 
livres.  La  valeur  du  lait  produit  en  1920  est  estimee  a  $8,025,910,  soit  une  moyenne  de  2-01 
centins  par  livre,  cette  moyenne  6tant  calculee  sur  le  prix  des  produits  laitiers  vendus;  elle  presente 
une  augmentation  de  124-9  p.c.  sur  la  valeur  de  1910,  laquelle  6taitde  $3,568,221,  soit  1-03  centin 
par  livre  en  moyenne. 

On  evalue  a  4,221,097  douzaines  les  ceufs  produits  en  1920,  comparativement  a  3,887,364 
douzaines  en  1910,  la  difference  en  plus  6tant  moindre  de  1  p.c.  Les  ceufs  produits  en  1920 
valaient .  $2,055,250,  soit  48-7  centins  la  douzaine,  comparativement  a  $677,205  en  1910,  soit 
une  moyenne  de  17-4  centins.     L'augmentation  de  valeur  represente  203-5  p.c. 

En  1920,  on  a  tondu  109,983  moutons  dont  la  laine  pesait  574,299  livres,  soit  une  augmenta- 
tion de  17-8  p.c.  sur  la  tonte  de  1910  qui  pesait  487,691  livres.  On  ne  connalt  pas  le  nombre  des 
moutons  tondus  en  1910,  mais  le  pourcentage  d'augmentation,  entre  1911  et  1921,  du  nombre 
des  moutons  denombres,  correspond  de  tres  pres  a  la  majoration  de  la  production  de  la  laine. 
La  laine  tondue  en  1920  valait  $191,316  ou  33-3  centins  par  livre,  au  lieu  de  $124,701  en  1910, 
soit  en  moyenne  25-6  centins  par  livre.     La  valeur  totale  s'est  accrue  de  53-4  p.c.

Animaux  domestiques. — En  1921,  on  a  denombrS  67,825  chevaux  et  mules,  au  lieu  de  65,409 
en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  2,416  unites  ou  3-7  p.c;  le  nombre  des  mules  est  insignifiant. 
En  1921,  les  animaux  de  l'espece  chevaline  valaient  $9,857,365,  au  lieu  de  $8,087,425  en  1911, 
soit  une  augmentation  de  21-9  p.c. 

Quant  aux  betes  a  cornes,  il  en  existait  234,995  en  1921,  au  lieu  de  222,228  en  1911,  ce  qui 
constitue  une  augmentation  de  5-7  p.c.  Leur  valeur  en  1921,  estimee  a  $7,398,387,  excede  de

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  fifth  of  the  series,  gives  for  Manitoba  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Agri- 
culture, taken  as  of  June  1,  1921.  In  Tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are 
compared  with  those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  Returns  of  fruit,  live 
stock  and  animal  products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown 
in  these  tables.  They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in 
which  they  are  included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm 
statistics  by  census  divisions.     The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  size  of  farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  or  over  in  1921 
(Table  I)  was  53,252,  as  compared  with  44,328  in  1911  and  32,252  in  1901.  There  was  an 
increase  of  12,076  or  37-4  per  cent  in  the  number  of  farms  from  1901  to  1911,  and  an  increase 
of  8,924  or  20-1  per  cent  from  1911  to  1921.  Farm  acreage  in  1921  was  14,600,058,  as  against 
12,228,233  in  1911  and  8,843,347  in  1901,  which  represents  a  gain  of  3,384,886  acres  or  38-3 
per  cent,  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of  2,371,825  acres  or  19-4  per  cent,  from  1911  to  1921.  The 
average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was  274-2  acres,  as  compared  with  275-9  acres  in  1911  and  274-2 
acres  in  1901.  The  following  statement  shows  the  per  cent  distribution  of  farms  by  size  in 
1911  and  1921:—

Tenure  of  farms. — The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was 
6,053,  or  11-4  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  4,536,  or  10-2  per  cent  of  all  farms  in 
1911.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  during  the  decade  was  33-4 
per  cent.  The  incease  in  the  total  number  of  farms  during  the  same  period  was  only  20-1  per 
cent.  The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  3,549,  as 
compared  with  2,710  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  31  per  cent.  These  farms  formed  6-1 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  in  1911  and  6-6  per  cent  in  1921.  To  obtain  acreage  rented  the 
total  acreage  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms 
occupied  by  part  ownei-s  part  tenants.  This  gives  a  total  of  2,609,173  acres  in  1921,  forming 
17-9  per  cent  of  total  farm  acreage  in  that  year,  as  compared  with  1,893,766  acres  in  1911, 
forming  15-5  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage.  The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  managers  in 
1921  was  481  and  the  acreage  262,196  (Table  XII). 

Value  of  farm  property. — The  value  of  all  farm  property  in  1921  was  §656,500,961  as 
against  $463,243,591  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  41-7  per  cent  but  in  con- 
sidering this  increase  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept  in 
mind.  The  largest  increase  (142-7  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery, 
the  smallest  (20-7  per  cent)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  29-4  per 
cent  and  buildings  by  78-6  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $401,110,411,  or  61-1  per 
cent  of  all  farm  property;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $111,811,195  or  17-0  per  cent;  implements 
and  machinery  $67,847,699  or  10-3  per  cent;  and  live  stock  $75,731,656,  or  11-6  per  cent. 
In  1911  the  value  of  land  was  $309,960,153  or  66-9  per  cent  of  all  farm  property;  buildings  were 
valued  at  $62,607,036,  or  13-5  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at  $27,956,212 
or  6-0  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $62,720,190  or  13-6  per  cent. 

Conditions  of  farm  land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921  was  S,042,037  acres,  as 
compared  with  6,746,169  acres  in  1911  and  3,995,305  acres  in  1901.  The  area  of  field  crops 
in  1921  was  5,857,635  acres,  as  against  5,161,S58  acres  in  1911  and  2,756,106  acres  in  1901. 
The  area  in  orchard  was  93  acres  in  1921  as  compared  with  1,933  acres  in  1911  and  652  acres 
in  1901. 

Areas  of  field  crops. — In  the  Census  of  1921,  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown 
to  the  various  crops  for  that  year  and  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops  for  1920. 
The  same  method  was  followed  in  1911.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1st, 
information  as  to  the  areas  sown  for  the  Census  year  was  not  available. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921 
(Table  VI)  shows  wheat  as  the  crop  chiefly  sown  in  each  of  these  years,  with  oats  second 
and  barley  third.  The  respective  acreages  of  these  three  crops  in  1920  and  1921,  and  the  per- 
centages which  they  formed  of  (he  total  area  under  field  crops  were  as  follows: —

The  changes  in  acreage  of  these  three  crops  from  the  Census  of  1901  to  that  of  1921,  indicate 
a  tendency  towards  more  diversified  grain  growing.  The  increase  in  acreage  has  been  more 
rapid  in  barley  than  in  oats,  and  in  oats  than  in  wheat.  Thus  acreage  under  barley,  which 
was  only  24-3  per  cent  of  the  acreage  under  oats  in  1900,  advanced  to  34-4  per  cent  in  1910 
and  44-9  per  cent  in  1920,  while  oats  acreage  in  turn  which  was  only  29-2  per  cent  of  the  acreage 
under  wheat  in  1900,  increased  to  43-8  per  cent  in  1910  and  66-6  per  cent  in  1920.  The  same 
tendency  appears  to  be  manifested  in  the  increasing  importance  of  rye,  the  area  of  which  was 
inconsiderable  in  1900,  1910  and  1911,  but  amounted  to  125,833  acres  in  1920  and  175,262 
acres  in  1921,  ranking  it  in  the  latter  year  as  the  fourth  crop  in  acreage  sown.  Flax  shows 
marked  fluctuations  in  acreage  between  successive  years.  The  area  under  this  crop  was  129,365 
acres  in  1920  and  54,139  acres  in  1921.  The  previous  Census  showed  34,684  acres  in  1910  and 
79,765  acres  in  1911. 

The  area  sown  to  forage  crops  was  221,201  acres  in  1920  and  156,337  acres  in  1921.  The 
corresponding  acreages  of  the  previous  Census  were  216,618  in  1910  and  192,993  in  1911.  In 
1920  cultivated  hay  contributed  61,074  acres,  corn  for  forage  6,174  acres,  grains  cut  for  hay 
122,201  acres  and  other  forage  crops  31,752  acres.  The  decrease  in  the  acreage  of  forage  crops 
from  1920  to  1921,  as  from  1910  to  1911,  is  largely  owing  to  a  drop  in  the  acreage  of  grains  cut 
for  hay,  whether  listed  separately  or  included  amongst  "  other  forage  crops."  This  is  due 
to  the  fact 'that  the  quantity  of  grain  cut  for  hay  is  largely  determined  by  the  seasonal  con- 
ditions which  obtain  at  a  period  later  than  that  at  which  the  Census  is  taken.  The  com- 
paratively small  acreage  sown  to  forage  crops  in  any  of  the  years  listed  is  explained  by  the 
large  quantity  of  prairie  hay  cut  in  the  province. 

There  were  26,841  acres  sown  to  potatoes  in  1920  and  30,396  acres  in  1921.  The  former 
figure  closely  resembles  the  acreage  in  1910,  which  was  26,210.  The  potato  acreage  in  1900 
was  16,042. 

Yield  of  field  crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various  field 
crops  in  1910  and  1920  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in 
each  of  these  years.  The  yield  of  wheat  in  1920  was  33,442,280  bushels,  as  compared  with 
34,127,498  bushels  in  1910.  The  slight  decrease  was  due  to  the  smaller  acreage  sown,  the 
average  production  being  13-4  bushels  per  acre  in  1920,  as  against  12-4  bushels  in  1910.  There 
were  39,533,917  bushels  of  oats  produced  in  1920.  This  was  an  increase  of  9,187,038  bushels 
over  the  yield  in  1910,  due  wholly  to  increased  acreage,  as  the  average  yield  in  1920,  23-7 
bushels,  was  less  than  in  1910  when  it  was  25-1  bushels.  Barley  produced  12,868,973  bushels 
in  1920  as  against  6,516,634  bushels  in  1910.  This  large  increase  is  also  due  primarily  to  a  much 
greater  area  sown,  748,085  acres  in  1920  as  compared  with  416,015  acres  in  1910,  but  the  average 
production  per  acre  was  also  larger,  being  17-2  as  compared  with  15-7  in  1910.  The  production 
of  rye  in  1920  was  1,390,385  bushels  or  an  average  of  11-0  bushels  per  acre.  The  production 
in  1910  was  only  29,045  bushels  from  a  small  acreage.  There  were  2,029,370  bushels  of  potatoes 
grown  in  1920,  as  compared  with  2,865,839  bushels  in  1910.  The  average  production  in  1920 
was  75-6  bushels  per  acre  as  compared  with  109-3  bushels  in  1910. 

Value  of  field  crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $104,489,184, 
as  compared  with  $45,509,520  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  129-9  per  cent,  to  which  the 
greater  production  of  barley  and  oats  contributed,  although  the  increase  is  mainly  due  to  the 
higher  prices.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  the  value  of  prairie  hay,  which  was  $4,613,009  in 
1920,  was  not  taken  for  1910.  Wheat  was  the  most  valuable  crop  in  each  year,  with  oats  second 
and  barley  third.  The  values  of  the  principal  crops  and  the  percentages  which  they  formed 
of  the  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  were  as  follows: —

Fruit. — Fruit  is  of  little  importance  in  Manitoba.  The  total  value  in  1920  being  $13,497, 
of  which  orchard  fruits  contributed  $5,454  and  small  fruits  $8,043.  In  spite  of  higher  prices, 
these  figures  show  a  decrease  from  those  for  1910  when  the  value  of  all  fruits  was  $21,836,  com- 
prising $7,146  for  orchard  fruits  and  $14,690  for  small  fruits.  The  number  of  trees  reported 
in  1921  shows  a  large  decrease  as  compared  with  1911,  corresponding  to  the  notable  decline  in 
acreage  under  orchard  already  mentioned. 

Stock  sold  alive  and  slaughtered. — The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  on  the  farm  in  1920 
was  given  as  $4,602,714,  as  compared  with  $1,875,890  in  1910,  showing  a  gain  of  145-4  per 
cent.  The  number  of  each  kind  was  not  given  for  1910.  The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  in  1920 
was  $9,235,822.  The  figure  for  1910  was  $10,933,747,  but  a  comparison  for  the  two_ years 
Cannot  properly  be  made  as  the  returns  for  1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited 
t6  animals  raised  on  the  farm  from  which  sold.

Animal  products. — These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool  and  honey  and  wax.  The 
quantity  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  given  as  577,788,179  lbs.,  which  shows  an  increase  oi 
6-2  per  cent  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  the  previous  Census  of  543,889,750  lbs.  The 
production  on  farms  in  1920  was  574,799,862  lbs.,  constituting  99-5  per  cent  of  the  total.  The 
number  of  cows  milked  on  farms  was  reported  as  158,824,  so  that  the  average  production  per 
cow  was  3,638  lbs.  The  value  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $10,083,841  or  an  average  of  1-7 
cents  per  lb.  This  value  was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an 
increase  of  51-4  per  cent  over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $6,661,653,  averaging  1-2  cents 
per  pound.  There  were  8,370,607  lbs.  of  home-made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared 
with  10,937,864  lbs.  in  1910. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  9,768,386  dozen,  as  compared  with 
9,646,823  dozen  in  1910,  the  increase  being  only  1-3  per  cent.  The  value  of  eggs  produced 
in  1920  was  $4,122,960  or  42-2  cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $1,763,322  for  1910,  averaging 
18-2  cents  per  dozen.     The  increase  in  the  total  value  was  133-8  per  cent. 

There  were  69,496  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  the  production  of  wool  totalled  490,347  lbs. 
This  quantity  showed  an  increase  of  423-7  per  cent  from  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  only 
93,621  lbs.  The  value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $80,423,  or  16-4  cents  per  pound,  as  compared 
with  $14,980  for  1910  averaging  16-0  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  in  total  value  of  436-9  per 
cent. 

There  were  66,047  lbs.  of  honey  and  600  lbs.  of  wax  produced  on  farms  in  the  year  1920. 
The  production  of  honey  and  wax  elsewhere  than  on  farms  was  45,795  lbs.,  making  the  total 
production  of  honey  and  waxfor  the  province  112,442  lbs.,  of  which  59-3  per  cent  was  on  farms 
and  40-7  per  cent  elsewhere.  The  production  in  1910  was  62,067  lbs.  The  value  of  honey 
and  wax  in  1920  was  $37,271,  as  compared  with  $8,958  in  1910. 

Live  stock,  June  1,  1921. — The  number  of  horses  enumerated  in  1921  was  366,262  and 
the  number  of  mules  1,523,  making  a  total  of  367,785  horses  and  mules,  as  compared  with 
280,374  in  1911.  This  shows  an  increase  of  87,411  head  or  31-2  per  cent.  The  value  in  1921 
was  $49,480,734,  as  compared  with  $47,189,063,  in  1911,  an  increase  of  only  4-9  per  cent  in 
3pite  of  the  greater  number,  due  to  lower  average  value.  It  is  impossible  to  state  to  what 
extent  this  decrease  in  average  value  is  attributable  to  difference  in  age  composition. 

Cattle  numbered  681,411  in  1921,  as  against  435,568  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  56-4 
per  cent.  The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  86-2  per  cent,  from  $12,558,221  in  1911  to  $23,380,589 
in  1921.  Milch  cows  numbered  234,373  in  1921  as  against  155,328  in  1911.  Of  the  total  number 
of  cows  in  1921  there  were  225,699  on  farms  and  8,674  elsewhere  than  on  farms. 

The  number  of  sheep  in  1921  was  112,885,  as  against  37,322  in  1911.  The  value  was 
$798,437  in  1921  as  against  $224,214  in  1911,  the  increase  in  the  number  reported  being  202-5 
per  cent,  and  in  the  value  256-1  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  204,408  in  1921,  as  against  188,416  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  8-5 
per  cent.     The  value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $2,403,922,  which  compared  with  the  1911  value, 

81,604,277,  showed  an  increase  of  49-8  per  cent. 

The  number  of  hens  and  chickens  in  1921  was  3,622,580.  This  was  an  increase  of  48-3 
per  cent  when  compared  with  the  1911  Census,  which  showed  2,442,381  hens  and  chickens. 
Turkeys  increased  from  79,639  in  1911  to  154,751  in  1921;  ducks  from  28,472  in  1911  to  51,296 
:n  1921;  geese  from  35,411  in  1911  to  42,423  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was 
more  than  double  that  in  1911,  being  $2,269,870,  as  compared  with  $1,121,772. 

There  were  5,275  hives  of  bees  in  1921,  as  against  2,844  in  1911.  Their  value  in  1921  was 
$59,064,  as  compared  with  $22,643  in  1911. 


INTRODUCTION 

Le  present  bulletin,  cinquieme  de  la  serie,  est  consacr£  au  Manitoba.  II  resume  les  resultats 
du  recensement  de  1'agrieulture  effectue  au  premier  juin  1921.  Dans  les  tableaux  I  a  XI,  les 
chiffres  du  recensement  de  1921  sont  compares  a  ceux  de  1911  et  parfois  a  ceux  de  1901.  En 
1921,  on  a  denombr6  separement  le  be'tail,  les  produits  animaux  et  les  fruits  non  sur  les  fermes; 
c'est  pourquoi  ils  ne  figurent  pas  dans  ces  tableaux,  mais  ils  sont  compris  dans  les  totaux  pour 
permettre  la  comparaison  avec  le  recensement  de  1911,  qui  embrassait  cette  production  toute 
entiere,  sans  distinction.  Les  tableaux  XII  a  XVII  contiennent  la  statistique  des  exploitations 
agricoles,  par  divisions  de  recensement.     Les  chiffres  de  ce  bulletin  sont  sujets  k  revision. 

Nombre  et  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — En  1921,  il  y  avait  53,252  exploi- 
tations agricoles  d'une  acre  ou  plus  (Tableau  I),  comparativement  a  44,328  en  1911  et  32,252 
en  1901,  soit,  par  consequent,  une  augmentation  de  12,076,  ou  37-4  pour  cent,  de  1901  a,  1911, 
et  de  8,924,  ou  20-1  pour  cent,  de  1911  a  1921.

1911  a  1921.  Au  dernier  recensement,  la  superficie  moyenne  6tait  de  274-2  acres,  comparati- 
vement a  275-9  acres  en  1911  et  274-2  acres  en  1901.  Nous  donnons  ci-dessous  la  repartition 
des  exploitations  agricoles  sur  leur  superficie,  en  1911  et  1921:

Tenure. — Le  tableau  III  demontre  qu'en  1921,  on  comptait  6,053  exploitations  agricoles, 
ou  11-4  pour  cent  de  la  totality,  occupies  par  des  locataires,  comparativement  a  4,536,  ou  10-2 
pour  cent  de  la  totality,  en  1911.  Pendant  la  decade,  le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricoles 
occupies  par  des  locataires  s'est  accru  de  33-4  pour  cent,  tandis  que  1'augmentation  des  exploi- 
tations agricoles  s'est  limitee  a  20-1  pour  cent.  3,549  autres  6taient  exploiters  par  des  culti- 
vateurs  qui  6taient,  partiellement  propri£taires  et  partiellement  locataires,  comparativement 
a  2,710  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  31  pour  cent :  ces  exploitations  formaient  6  •  1  pour 
cent  de  la  totality  en  1911  et  6-6  pour  cent  en  1921.

En  1920,  le  foin  cultive  y  contribuait  pour  61,074  acres,  le  mais 
fourrager  6,174  acres,  les  cereales  coupees  vertes  122,201  acres  et  les  autres  fourrages  31,752 
acres.  La  diminution  de  la  superficie  des  cultures  fourrageres  constatee  en  1921  sur  1920,  de 
m&ne  qu'en  1911  sur  1910,  est  Jargement  attribuable  a  la  reduction  des  cereales  coupees  vertes, 
soit  qu'elles  aient  6t6  enumerees  separement  ou  qu'elles  figurent  parmi  "  autres  fourrages  ". 
Ceci  est  du  au  fait  que  la  quantite  de  grain  coupe1  vert  est  surtout  dSterminee  par  les  conditions 
atmospheriques  de  la  saison,  qui  surviennent  posterieurement  a  la  date  du  recensement.

La  culture  des  pommes  de  terre  en  1920  s'6tendait  sur  26,841  acres  et  30,396  acres  en  1921, 
ne  differant  guere  des  chiffres  de  1910,  qui  atteignirent  26,210  acres;  en  1900,  cette  culture 
couvrait  16,042  acres. 

Production  agricole. — Le  tableau  VII  etablit  une  comparaison  entre  la  production  des 
differentes  recoltes  en  1910  et  1920,  indiquant  aussi  l'augmentation  proportionnelle  et  la 
moyenne  du  rendement  a  l'acre  en  chaeune  de  ces  annees.  En  1920,  le  ble  a  donne'  33,442,280 
boisseaux,  contre  34,127,498  boisseaux  en  1910,  cette  legere  diminution  6tant  due  a  la  reduction 
des  emblavures,  la  moyenne  du  rendement  6tant  de  13-4  boisseaux  a  l'acre  en  1920,  au  lieu  de 
12-4  boisseaux  en  1910.  L'avoine  a  produit  39,533,917  boisseaux  en  1920,  soit  une  augmen- 
tation de  9,187,038  boisseaux  sur  la  production  de  1910,  entierement  attribuable  a  l'accroisse- 
ment  des  emblavures,  puisque  la  moyenne  du  rendement  en  1920,  23  •  7  boisseaux  a  l'acre,  6tait 
inferieure  a  celle  de  1910,  qui  etait  de  25  •  1  boisseaux.  En  1920,  on  a  recolte'  12,868,973  boisseaux 
d'orge,  au  lieu  de  6,516,634  boisseaux  en  1910,  cette  enorme  augmentation  etant  egalement 
due  a  l'agrandissement  des  emblavures,  qui  couvraient  748,085  acres  en  1920,  contre  416,015  acres 
en  1910,  mais  la  moyenne  du  rendement  a  l'acre  e'tait  egalement  plus  elevee,  ayant  atteint  17-2 
au  lieu  de  15-7  en  1910.  La  recolte  du  seigle  en  1920  s'est  traduite  par  1,390,385  boisseaux 
a  raison  de  11-0  boisseaux  a  l'acre;  en  1910,  elle  n'avait  6t6  que  de  29,045  boisseaux  moissonnes 
sur  une  tres  petite  Vendue.  Enfin,  la  recolte  des  pommes  de  terre  en  1920  s'est  elevee  ft 
2,029,370  boisseaux,  au  lieu  de  2,865,839  boisseaux  en  1910,  la  moyenne  du  rendement  en  1920 
s'6tant  limitee  a  75-6  boisseaux  a  l'acre,  au  lieu  de  109-3  boisseaux  en  1910. 

Valeur  des  recoltes, — La  valeur  de  l'ensemble  des  recoltes  de  1920  (Tableau  VIII)  atteignit 
$104,489,184,  comparativement  a  $45,509,520  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  129-9  p.c, 
partiellement  attribuable  a  une  forte  recolte  d'avoine  et  d'orge,  mais  causee  surtout  par  l'ele- 
vation  des  cours.  On  doit  aussi  faire  remarquer  la  valeur  du  foin  de  prairies,  qui  representait 
$4,613,009  en  1920,  mais  avait  6t6  negligee  en  1910.  En  chaeune  de  ces  annees,  le  Me1  constitue 
la  recolte  principale,  l'avoine  venant  ensuite,  puis  l'orge.  Nous  donnons  ci-dessous  la  valeur 
des  principales  recoltes  et  leurs  pourcentages  de  l'ensemble  en  1920.

Fruits. — Le  fruit  n'a  gulre  d'importance  au  Manitoba,  la  cueillette  de  1920  ayaiii,  valu 
$13,497,  constitutes  par  les  fruits  des  vergers,  a  concurrence  de  $5,454  et  par  les  petits  fruits, 
a  concurrence  de  $8,043.  Nonobstant  1' elevation  des  cours,  ces  chiffres  sont  interieurs  a  ceux 
de  1910,  qui  indiquaient  une  rgcolte  fjruitiere  de  $21,836,  dont  $7,146  pour  les  fruits  des  vergers 
et  $14,690  pour  les  petits  fruits.  Le  nombre  des  arbres  fruitiers  denombrds  en  1921  est  consi- 
de>ablement  infdrieur  a  celui  de  1911;  il  correspond  a  la  quasi  extinction  des  vergers  deja 
signaled. 

Retail  vendu  vivant  et  abattu. — On  eValue  a  $4,602,714  la  valeur  des  animaux  abattus 
dans  les  fermes  en  1920,  comparativement  a  $1,875,890  en  1910,  en  augmentation  de  145-4 
pour  cent;  en  1910,  on  ne  s'est  pas  preoccupe1  de  la  distinction  des  especes  animales.  La  valeur 
des  animaux  vendus  vivants  en  1920  s'est  elev£e  a  $9;235,822;  en  1910,  cette  valeur  6tait  estim^e 
a  $10,933,747,  mais  l'on  ne  peut  6tablir  de  comparaison  entre  ces  deux  amines,  car  dans  le  but 
d'iviter  le  double  emploi,  les  ehjffres  de  1920  se  rapportent  exclusivement  aux  animaux  eleves 
dans  les  fermes  d'ou  ils  ont  6t6  vendus. 

Produits  animaux. — Ils  comprennent  les  produits  laitiers,  les  ceufs,  la  laine,  le  miel  et 
la  cire.  Le  volume  du  lait  produit  en  1920  est  estime'  a  577,788,179  livres,  soit  une  augmentation 
de  6-2  pour  cent  sur  les  chiffres  du  precedent  recensement,  qui  6taient  de  543,889,750  livres. 
La  production  des  fermes  en  1920  representait  574,799,862  livres,  soit  99-5  pour  cent  de  la 
totality.  Ce  lait  4tait  fourni  par  158,824  vaches  laitieres,  de  telle  sorte  que  la  production 
moyenne  d'une  vache  dtait  de  3,638  livres.  Le  lait  produit  en  1920  avait  une  valeur  de 
$10,083,841,  soit  en  moyenne  1-7  centin  par  livre,  cette  valeur  £tant  calcul€e  d'apres  le  prix  de 
vente  des  produits  laitiers.  On  constate  une  augmentation  de  51-4  pour  cent  sur  la  valeur 
de  1910,  qui  6tait  de  $6,661,653,  soit  en  moyenne  1-2  centin  par  livre.  En  1920,  il  a  6t&  fait 
dans  les  fermes,  8,370,607  livres  de  beurre,  au  lieu  de  10,937,864  livres  en  1910.  La  production 
des  ceufs  en  1920  s'est  dlev^e  a  9,768,386  douzaines,  contre  9,646,823  douzaines  en  1910,  l'augmen- 
tation  n'6tant  que  de  1-3  pour  cent.  La  valeur  des  ceufs  produits  en  1920  atteignit  $4,122,960 
ou  42-2  centins  par  douzaine,  comparativement  a  $1,763,322  en  1910,  la  moyenne  totale  6tant 
de  18-2  centins  par  douzaine.    Quant  a  la  valeur  totale,  elle  s'est  accrue  de  133-8  pour  cent. 

En  1920,  on  a  tondu  69,496  moutons,  qui  ont  donn6  490,347  livres  de  laine,  soit  une  augmen- 
tation de  423-7  pour  cent  sur  les  chiffres  de  1910,  qui  accusaient  seulement  93,621  livres.  La 
valeur  de  la  laine  tondue  en  1920  atteignit  $80,423,  soit  16-4  centins  la  livre,  comparativement 
a  $14,980  en  1910,  soit  une  moyenne  de  16-0  centins  la  livre,  l'augmentation  de  la  valeur  totale 
se  traduisant  par  436-9  pour  cent. 

Les  ruchers  des  fermes  ont  donn6  en  1920,  66,047  livres  de  miel  et  600  livres  de  cire;  de 
plus,  ailleurs  que  dans  les  fermes,  les  abeilles  ont  ggalement  produit  45,795  livres  de  miel  et  de 
cire,  formant  une  production  totale  pour  la  province  de  112,442  livres  de  miel  et  de  cire,  dont 
59-3  pour  cent  datas  les  fermes  et  40-7  pour  cent  ailleurs;  en  1910,  la  production  avait  kt&  de 
62,067  livres.    Le  miel  et  la  cire  de  1920  valait  $37,271,  contre  $8,958  en  1910. 

Animaux  domestiques,  le  ler  juin,  1921. — En  1921,  il  a  6t6  denombre'  366,262  chevaux 
et  1,523  mules,  formant  un  total  de  367,785  chevaux  et  mules,  comparativement  a  280,374  en 
1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  87,411  t§tes  ou  31-2  pour  cent.  Leur  valeur  en  1921  6tait  de 
$49,480,734,  comparativement  a  $47,189,063  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  4-9  pour  cent 
seulement;  le  nombre  des  chevaux  est  plus  grand*  mais  leur  valeur  moyenne  est  sensible- 
ment  moindre.  II  est  impossible  de  dire  dans  quelle  mesure  cette  diminution  de  la  valeur 
moyenne  est  causae  par  l'age  des  animaux. 

En  1921,  on  comptait  681,411  bStes  a  comes,  au  lieu  de  435,568  en  1911,  soit  une  augmen- 
tation de  56-4  pour  cent;  quant  a  leur  valeur,  elle  6tait  de  $23,380,589  en  1921,  au  lieu  de 
$12,558,221  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  86-2  pour  cent.  II  y  avait  234,373  vaches 
laitieres  en  1921,  contre  155,328  en  1911.  Sur  le  nombre  total  des  vaches  denombr^es  en  1921, 
il  s'en  trouvait  225,699  dans  les  fermes  et  8,674  ailleurs. 

Le  troupeau  ovin  6tait  constitue'  en  1921  par  112,885  te"tes,  au  lieu  de  37,322  en  1911  et  sa 
valeur  atteignit  $798,437  en  1921,  contre  $224,214  en  1911,  l'accroissement  du  nombre  6tant 
de  202-5  pour  cent  et  de  la  valeur  de  256-1  pour  cent. 

Les  pores  6taient  au  nombre  de  204,408  en  1921,  contre  188,416  en  1911,  en  augmentation 
de  8-5  pour  cent,  mais  leur  valeur  de  1921  6tait  representee  par  $2,403,922,  au  lieu  de  $1,604,277 
en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  49-8  pour  cent. 

On  a  denombre'  3,622,580  poules  et  poulets  en  1921,  tandis  que  le  recensement  de  1911 
ne  constatait  l'existence  que  de  2,442,381  de  ces  volatiles,  l'augmentation  est  done  de  48-3 
pour  cent.  Les  dindons  sont  passes  de  79,639  en  1911  a  154,751  en  1921;  les  canards,  de  28,472 
en  1911,  a  51,296  en  1921  et  les  oies,  de  35,411  en  1911  a  42,423  en  1921.  La  valeur  de  l'ensemble 
des  volailles  en  1921  6tait  plus  du  double  de  celle  de  1911,  puisqu'elle  atteignait  $2,269,870, 
contre  $1,121,772. 

Enfin,  on  a  denombre^  5,275  ruches  en  1921,  au  lieu  de  2,844  en  1911;  leur  valeur  en  1921 
ttait  de  $59,064,  contre  $22,643  en  1911. 
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DIVISIO  N  OF  MANITOBA  FOR  CENSUS  PURPOSES 

There  being  no  fixed  administrative  divisions  in  Manitoba  corresponding  to  counties  in  Eastern  Canada,  it  has  been 
found  impracticable  to  compare  the  data  collected  for  rural  parts  at  any  Census  with  that  of  a  previous  one,  for  smaller 
areas  than  the  province  as  a  whole.  Therefore  to  overcome  this  difficulty  the  Bureau  has  divided  the  province  for  statis- 
tical purposes  into  Census  divisions  each  containing  a  certain  number  of  rural  municipalities,  cities,  towns  and  incorporated 
villages.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  sixth  of  the  series,  gives  for  Quebec  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture, 
taken  as  of  June  1,  1921.  In  Tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are  compared  with 
those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The  returns  of  fruit,  live  stock  and 
animal  products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown  in  these  tables. 
They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in  which  they  were 
included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm  statistics  by  counties. 
The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  and  over  in  1921 
(Table  I)  was  137,619,  as  compared  with  149,701  in  1911  and  140,110  in  1901.  Farm  acreage 
in  1921  was  17,257,012,  as  against  15,613,267  in  1911  and  14,444,175  in  1901,  which  represents 
a  gain  of  1,169,092  acres  or  8-1  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of  1,643,745  acres  or  10-5  per 
cent  from  1911  to  1921.  The  average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was  125-4  acres,  as  compared  with 
104-3  acres  in  1911  and  103-1  acres  in  1901.  The  following  statement  shows  the  per  cent 
distribution  of  farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921: —

Tenure  of  Farms. — The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was 
4,537  or  3  •  3  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  8,695,  or  5  -8  per  cent  in  1911.  The  decrease 
in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  during  the  decade  was  47-8  per  cent.  The  decrease 
in  the  total  number  of  farms  during  the  same  period  was  8  •  1  per  cent.  The  number  of  farms 
occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  2,416,  as  compared  with  3,034  in  1911, 
showin  g  a  decrease  of  20  ■  4  per  cent.  To  obtain  acreage  rented,  the  total  acreage  of  farms  occupied 
by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part,  owners  part  tenants. 
This  gives  a  total  of  605,752  acres  in  1921,  forming  3  •  5  per  cent  of  total  farm  acreage  in  that  year, 
as  compared  with  776,942  acres  in  1911,  or  5-0  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage.  The  number  of 
farms  occupied  by  managers  in  1921  was  630  with  an  acreage  of  151,884. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  all  form  property  in  1921  was  $1,096,786,970,  as 
against  $787,754,494  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  39-2  per  cent,  but  in 
considering  this  increase,  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept 
in  mind.  The  largest  increase  (115-5  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery, 
the  smallest  (26  ■  3  per  cent)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  35  ■  9  per  cent 
and  buildings  by  33-3  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $576,044,506  or  52-5  per  cent 
of  all  farm  property;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $285,530,488  or  26-1  per  cent;  implements  and 
machinery  $111,949,036  or  10-2  per  cent;  and  live  stock,  $123,262,940  or  11-2  per  cent.  In 
1911  the  value  of  land  was  $423,964,516  or  53-8  per  cent  of  all  farm  property;  buildings  were 
valued  at  $214,245,173  or  27-2  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at  $51,954,520 
or  6-6  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $97,590,285  or  12-4  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1021  was  9,064,650  acres,  as 
compared  with  8,162,087  acres  in  1911  and  7,439,941  acres  in  1901.  The  area  of  field  crops  in  1921 
was  5,964,164  acres,  as  against  5,480,673  acres  in  1911  and  4,704,396  acres  in  1901.  The  area  in 
orchard  was  28,216  acres  in  1921  as  compared  with  34,077  acres  in  1911  and  34,289  acres  in  1901. 

Areas  of  Field  Crops. — In  1911  and  1921,  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown  to 
the  various  crops  for  the  Census  year  together  with  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the 
crops  for  the  year  preceding  the  Census.  The  Census  of  1901,  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1, 
information  as  to  the  areas  sown  related  only  to  the  previous  season. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1j21 
(Table  VI)  shows  hay  as  the  chief  crop  at  each  Census,  with  oats  next.  Potatoes  were  third  in 
acreage  in  1920  and  1921(  showing  a  substantial  increase  over  the  preceding  Census.  Barley, 
wheat,  buckwheat  and  mixed  grains  were  the  other  crops  of  largest  acreage.  The  respective 
acreages  of  the  above  mentioned  crops  in  1920  and  1921,  and  the  proportion  which  they  formed 
of  the  total  area  under  field  crops  were  as  follows : —

Yield  of  Field  Crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  variousjfield 
crops  in  1910  and  1920,  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in 
each  of  these  years.  In  spite  of  a  larger  acreage,  the  production  of  hay  in  1920  was  less  than  in 
1910,  being  3,252,428  tons,  as  compared  with  3,830,628  tons  in  the  earlier  year.  The  average 
yield  per  acre  was  -89  tons,  as  compared  with  1-19  tons  in  1910.  Oats  yielded  36,775,789 
bushels  in  1920,  as  againt  33,804,291  bushels  in  1910.  The  increase  in  production  was  due  to 
larger  acreage,  the  average  yield  per  acre  being  23-8  bushels,  as  compared  with  24-3  bushels 
in  1910.  The  yield  of  potatoes  was  17,751,820  bushels,  or  an  average  of  120-9  bushels  per  acre. 
The  corresponding  figure  for  1910  was  15,451,539  bushels,  averaging  125-6  bushels  per  acre. 
Here  again  the  larger  yield  of  1920  was  due  to  the  advance  in  acreage  already  noted.  The 
production  of  clover  seed  in  1920  showed  a  striking  increase  over  the  preceding  census,  being 
3,356,460  pounds,  as  compared  with  127,420  pounds  in  1910.  Grass  seed  yielded  2,925,648 
pounds  in  1920,  as  against  1,977,802  pounds  in  1910.  The  acreage  sown  to  grass  and  clover 
seed  was  not  tabulated  for  either  year. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $132,662,548, 
as  compared  with  $65,353,528  in  1910,  an  increase  of  slightly  over  100  per  cent.  This  increase 
appears  to  be  due  on  the  whole  to  the  difference  in  price  level.  Hay  was  the  mostjyaluable 
crop  in  each  year,  with  oats  second  and  potatoes  third.  The  vahies  of  these  crops^in  1920„ 
and  the  percentages  which  they  formed  of  the  value  of  all  field  crops,  were  as  follows: —

Fruit  and  Maple  Syrup. — The  fruit  reported  in  the  Census  of  1921  was  the  production 
of  1920;  the  maple  syrup  and  sugar,  for  the  spring  of  1921,  and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing 
at  the  time  the  census  was  taken,  in  June,  1921.  The  figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected 
on  a  similar  basis. 

The  value  of  orchard  fruits  in  1920  was  $1,397,588,  as  compared  with  $1,186,479  in  1910, 
a  slight  increase  in  view  of  the  higher  prices  in  the  later  year.  Of  the  1920  value,  apples  contri- 
buted $1,200,126,  or  85-9  per  cent.  The  production  of  this  fruit  in  1920  was  973,524  bushels, 
as  against  1,482,095  bushels  in  1910. 

The  value  of  small  fruits  and  maple  syrup  in  the  year  1920-21  was  $3,430,467,  as  against 
$1  982  912  for  1910-11.  Of  the  1920-21  value,  maple  syrup  and  sugar  contributed  $3,108,882, 
or'90-6  per  cent.  In  1921  there  were  992,503  gallons  of  maple  syrup  and  9,382,145  pounds 
of  maple  sugar  produced,  as  compared  with  1,007,770  gallons  of  syrup  and  9,993,117  pounds  of 
sugar  in  1911.     The  production  of  strawberries  in  1920  was  972,510  quarts,  valued  at  $211,983. 

Stock  Sold  Alive  and  Slaughtered. — The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  on  the  farm  in  1920 
was  given  as  $19,553,798,  as  compared  with  $8,609,944  in  1910,  showing  a  gain  of  127-1  per  cent. 
The  number  of  each  kind  was  not  given  for  1910.  The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  m  1920  was 
$17  697  093  The  figure  for  1910  was  $20,129,977,  but  a  comparison  for  the  two  years  cannot 
properly  be  made,  as  the  returns  for  1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited  to  animate 
raised  on  the  farm  from  which  sold. 
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Animal  Products. — These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool,  honey  and  wax.  The 
quantity  of  milk  produced  was  given  as  3,073,773,011  pounds  in  1920,  as  compared  with 
2,701,971,618  pounds  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  13-8  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms 
in  1920  was  2,964,765,591  pounds,  constituting  96-5  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  number  of  cows 
milked  on  farms  was  reported  as  769,097,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  3,855 
pounds.  The  value  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $67,991,317,  or  an  average  of  2-2  cents  per 
pound.  This  value  was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an  increase 
of  164  per  cent  over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $25,778,109,  averaging  -95  cents  per  pound. 
There  were  15,515,651  pounds  of  home-made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with 
19,585,981  pounds  in  1910. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  24,157,840  dozen,  as  compared  with 
20,104,834  dozen  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  20-2  per  cent.  Of  the  total  quantity  in  1920, 
there  were  19,106,989  dozen,  or  79-1  per  cent,  produced  on  farms,  and  5,050,851  dozen,  or 
20-9  per  cent,  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  total  egg  production  of  1920  was  valued  at 
$12,052,156,  or  49-9  cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $3,812,838  for  1910,  averaging  19  cents 
per  dozen.     The  increase  in  the  total  value  was  216-1  per  cent. 

There  were  473,151  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  2,614,609  pounds  of  wool  obtained.  This 
quantity  showed  an  increase  of  38-8  per  cent  over  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  1,883,491 
pounds.  The  value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $1,166,229,  or  44-6  cents  per  pound,  as  compared 
with  $508,911  for  1910,  averaging  27  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  in  total  value  of  129-2  per 
cent. 

The  quantity  of  honey  produced  on  farms  in  1920  was  1,559,885  pounds,  while  the  production 
of  wax  totalled  25,741  pounds.  Elsewhere  than  on  farms,  there  were  364,203  pounds  of  honey 
and  wax  produced,  making  the  total  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  1,949,829 
pounds,  of  which  81  •  3  per  cent  was  on  farms  and  18  •  7  per  cent  elsewhere.  The  production  in  1910 
was  1,393,460  pounds.  The  value  of  honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $473,077,  as  compared  with 
$169,507  in  1910.  The  increase  in  quantity  from  1910  to  1920  was,  therefore,  39-9  per  cent, 
and  in  value,  179-1  per  cent. 

Live  Stock,  June  1,  1921. — The  number  of  horses  and  mules  in  the  province  on  June  1, 
1921,  was  380,159,  of  which  332,716,  or  87-5  per  cent,  were  on  farms,  and  47,443,  or  12-5  per 
cent,  not  on  farms.  The  total  number  for  1911  was  371,571,  so  that  the  1921  figure  shows 
an  increase  of  8,588  head,  or  2  •  3  per  cent.  The  number  of  mules  is  negligible.  The  value  in 
1921  was  $54,981,716,  as  compared  with  $48,713,535  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  12-9  per 
cent. 

Cattle  numbered  1,628,972  in  1921,  as  against  1,453,269  in  1911,  an  increase  of  12-1  per 
cent.  The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  60-7  per  cent,  from  $38,102,841  in  1911  to  $61,236,383 
in  1921.  Milch  cows  numbered  82,',175  in  1921,  as  against  754,220  in  1911.  Of  the  total 
number  of  milch  cows  in  1921  there  were  800,702  on  farms  and  26,473  elsewhere  than  on  farms. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1921  was  856,598,  as  compared  with  637,088  in  1911. 
The  value  was  $5,233,629  in  1921,  as  against  $2,710,285  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number 
reported  was  thus  34-5  per  cent,  and  in  the  value  93-1  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  715,876  in  1921,  as  against  794,351  in  1911,  a  decrease  of  9-9  per  cent. 
The  value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $7,287,074,  which  as  compared  with  the  1911  value,  $5,399,533, 
showed  an  increase  of  35  per  cent. 

There  were  6,533,525  hens  and  chickens  reported  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  35-2 
per  cent  over  the  1911  Census,  which  showed  4,833,013  hens  and  chickens.  Turkeys  decreased 
from  166,173  in  1911  to  112,231  in  1921;  ducks,  from  60,146  in  1911  to  45,922  in  1921;  geese, 
from  102,462  in  1911  to  77,584  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was  more  than  double 
that  in  1911,  being  $5,023,090,  as  compared  with  $2,422,568. 

There  were  59,040  hives  of  bees  in  1921,  as  against  44,904  in  1911.  Their  value  in  1921 
was  $725,161,  as  compared  with  $241,523  in  1911.  The'increase  in  number  was  thus  31-5  per 
cent,  and  in  value,  200-2  per  cent.

Les  rapports 
des  fruits,  du  betail  et  des  produits  animaux,  non  dans  les  exploitations  agricoles,  ont  6t6  recueillis 
separement  en  1921,  comme  l'indiquent  ces  tableaux.  lis  sont  compris  dans  les  totaux  pour 
fins  de  comparaison  avec  le  recensement  de  1911,  lequel  englobait  le  tout  sans  distinction. 
Les  tableaux  XII  a  XVII  donnent  les  statistiques  des  fermes  par  comtes.  Les  chiffres  du 
pr&ent  bulletin  sont  sujets  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricoles 
d'une  acre  et  plus,  en  1921  (Tableau  I)  etait  de  137,619,  comparativement  a  149,701  en  1911  et  . 
140,110  en  1901.  La  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles  etait  de  17,257,012  acres  en  1921, 
contre  15,613,267  en  1911  et  14,444,175  en  1901,  representant  un  gain  de  1,169,092  acres  ou 
8-1  pour  cent  de  1901  a  1911,  et  de  1,643,745  acres  ou  10-5  pour  cent  de  1911  a  1921.  La 
superficie  moyenne  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921  6tait  de  125-4  acres,  comparativement 
a  104-3  acres  en  1911  et  103-1  en  1901.

Tenure  des  fermes. — Le  nombre  des  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  en  1921  (Tableau 
III)  6tait  de  4,537  ou  3-3  pour  cent  de  la  totality,  comparativement  a  8,695  ou  5-8  pour  cent 
en  1911.

Le  bl6,  l'orge,  le  sarrasin  et  les 
grains  melanges  venaient  ensuite.  Les  superficies  respectives  des  cultures  ci-haut  mentionnees, 
pour  1920  et  1921,  ainsi  que  la  proportion  qu'elles  forment  par  rapport  au  total  de  la  superficie 
sous  cultures,  sont  donnees  dans  l'ordre  suivant:

La  production  de  l'avoine  6tait  de  36,775,789 
boisseaux  en  1920,  contre  33,804,291  boisseaux  en  1910;  l'augmentation  6tait  due  a  une  plus 
grande  superficie,  la  moyenne  de  rendement  par  acre  6tant  de  23-8  boisseaux,  comparativement 
k  24-3  boisseaux  en  1910.  La  production  des  pommes  de  terre  en  1910  6tait  de  17,751,820 
boisseaux,  ou  une  moyenne  de  120-9  boisseaux  par  acre.  Les  chiffres  correspondants  pour  1910 
6taient  de  15,451,539  boisseaux  avec  une  moyenne  de  125-6  boisseaux  par  acre.  Ici  encore 
l'augmentation  de  production  est  due  a  l'augmentation  dans  la  superficie.  La  production  de  la 
graine  de  trefle  en  1920  indiquait  une  tres  forte  augmentation  sur  celle  du  recensement  precedent, 
soit  3,356,460  livres,  contre  127,420  livres  en  1910.

Valeur  des  re'coltes. — La  valeur  de  toutes  les  recoltes  en  1920  (Tableau  VIII)  6ta"t  de 
$132,662,548,  comparativement  a  $65,353,528  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  d'un  peu  plus 
de  100  pour  cent.  Cette  augmentation  est  due  en  majeure  partie  a  la  hausse  des  prix.  La  rlcolte 
du  foin  est  la  permi&re  en  valeur,  avec  l'avoine  seconde  et  les  pommes  de  terre  ensuite.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  seventh  of  the  series,  gives  for  Ontario  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Agri- 
culture, taken  as  of  June  1, 1921 .  In  tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are  compared 
with  those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The  returns  of  fruit,  live  stock 
and  animal  products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown  in  these 
tables.  They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in  which 
they  are  included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm  statistics 
by  counties.     The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  and  over  in 
1921  (Table  I)  was  198,053,  as  compared  with  212,108  in  1911  and  204,054  in  1901.  Farm 
acreage  in  1921  was  22,628,901,  as  against  22,171,785  in  1911  and  21,349,524  in  1901,  which 
represents  a  gain  of  822,261  acres  or  3-9  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of  457,116  acres  or  2-1 
per  cent  from  1911  to  1921.  The  average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was  114-3  acres,  as  compared 
with  104-5  acres  in  1911  and  104-6  acres  in  1901.  The  following  statement  shows  the  per  cent 
distribution  of  farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921.

Tenure  of  Farms.— The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was 
20,199  or  10-2  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  29,102,  or  13-7  per  cent  in  1911.  The 
decrease  in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  during  the  decade  was  30-6  per  cent.  The 
decrease  in  the  total  number  of  farms  in  the  same  period  was  6-6  per  cent.  The  number  of 
farms  occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  9,128,  as  compared  with  8,904  in 
1911,  showing  an  increase  of  2-5  per  cent.  To  obtain  acreage  rented,  the  total  acreage  of  farms 
occupied  by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners,  part 
tenants.  This  gives  a  total  of  2,566,582  acres  in  1921,  forming  11-3  per  cent  of  total  farm  acre- 
age in  that  year,  as  compared  with  2,979,078  acres  in  1911,  or  13-4  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage. 
The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  managers  in  1921  was  1,538  with  an  acreage  of  235,665. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  all  farm  property  in  1921  was  $1,691,529,868,  as 
against  $1,223,701,549  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  38-2  per  cent,  but  in 
considering  this  increase,  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept 
in  mind.  The  largest  increase  (118-6  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery 
the  smallest  (6-8  per  cent)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  30-0  per  cent 
and  buildings  by  56-3  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $795,397,607  or  47-0  per  cent 
of  all  farm  property;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $491,329,609  or  29-0  per  cent;  implements 
and  machinery  $169,953,547  or  10-0  per  cent;  and  live  stock,  $234,849,105  or  14-0  per  cent. 
In  1911  the  value  of  land  was  $611,756,794  or  50  0  per  cent  of  all  farm  property;  buildings  were 
valued  at  $314,377,168  or  25-6  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at  §77,734,449 
or  6-4  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $219,833,138  or  18-0  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921  was  13,169,359  acres,  as 
compared  with  13,653,216  acres  in  1911  and  13,266,335  acres  in  1901.  The  area  of  field  crops  in 
1921  was  9,165,203  acres,  as  against  9,683,307  acres  in  1911  and  9,212,478  acres  in  1901.  The 
area  in  orchard  was  180,617  acres  in  1921,  as  compared  with  279,011  acres  in  1911  and  267,112 
acres  in  1901.  There  were  9,033  acres  in  small  fruits  in  1921.  The  corresponding  figure  for 
1911  was  12,973  acres. 

Area  of  Field  Crops. — In  1911  and  1921  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown  to  the 
various  crops  for  the  census  year,  together  with  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops 
for  the  preceding  year.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1,  information  as  to 
the  areas  sown  for  the  census  year  was  not  available. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921 
(Table  VI)  shows  hay  and  oats  as  the  crops  chiefly  sown  in  each  of  these  years.  In  1900  the 
acreage  of  oats  was  greater  than  that  of  hay,  being  2,707,357,  as  against  2,606,316,  but  the  latter 
crop  led  in  each  of  the  other  years.  Wheat  was  third  in  acreage  in  each  year,  but  showed  a 
considerable  decline  from  1,487,633  acres  in  1900  to  870,354  acres  in  1910  and  850,525  acres  in 
1920.  Corn  was  fourth  in  every  year  listed  except  1900,  when  peas  occupied  that  position.  The 
latter  crop  showed  a  marked  decline  in  area  from  1900  to  1920,  being  only  79,773  acres  in  the 
latter  year,  as  compared  with  321,996  acres  in  1910  and  586,857  acres  in  1900.     There  was, 


however,  a  corresponding  though  slighter  increase  in  the  area  under  mixed  grain,  which  advanced 
from  117,020  acres  in  1900  to  323,409  acres  in  1910  and  494,754  acres  in  1920.  The  acreages  of 
the  leading  crops  in  1920  and  1921,  and  the  proportions  which  they  formed  of  the  total  area  under 
field  crops  were  as  follows: —

Yield  of  Field  Crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various  field 
crops  in  1910  and  1920,  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in 
each  of  these  years.  In  spite  of  a  slightly  larger  acreage,  the  production  of  hay  in  1920,  amounting 
to  3,567,771  tons,  was  less  than  in  1910,  when  it  totalled  4,522,574  tons.  The  decrease  was  due 
to  a  lower  average  yield  per  acre,  the  figure  for  1920  being  1  •  07  tons,  as  against  1  ■  39  tons  in 

1910.  Oats,  on  the  other  hand,  with  an  acreage  slightly  less  in  1920  than  in  1910,  showed  a  larger 
yield,  97,484,542  bushels  as  compared  with  89,936,041  bushels.  The  average  per  acre  was  35-3 
bushels  in  1920  and  31-3  bushels  in  1910.  The  yield  of  wheat  in  1920  was  16,440,213  bushels 
as  against  19,842,626  bushels  in  1910.  The  decreased  yield  in  1920  was  due  to  a  somewhat  smaller 
acreage  and  a  lower  average  production.  There  were  10,481,835  bushels  of  corn  and  2,964,712 
tons  of  fodder  corn  (green  weight)  produced  in  1920,  as  against  13,830,703  bushels  and  2,296,841 
tons  in  1910. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $235,553,330, 
as  compared  with  $140,786,055  in  1910,  an  increase  of  67-3  per  cent,  for  which  the  difference  in 
price  level  is,  on  the  whole,  accountable.  Hay  was  the  most  valuable  crop  in  each  year,  with 
oats,  wheat  and  corn  following  in  the  order  named.  The  values  of  these  crops  in  1920,  and  the 
percentage  which  they  formed  of  the  value  of  all  field  crops,  was  as  follows: —

Fruit  and  Maple  Syrup. — The  fruit  reported  in  the  Census  of  1921*  was  the  production 
of  1920;  the  maple  syrup  and  sugar  for  the  spring  of  1921,  and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing 
at  the  time  thefefensus  was  taken  in  June,  1921.  The  figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected 
on  a  similar  basis. 

The  apple  is  the  most  important  fruit  in  Ontario.  In  1920  the  value  of  apples  amounted  to 
68-0  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  orchard  fruits  and  to  39-2  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  fruits  and 
maple  syrup.    The  number  of  apple  trees  in  1921  was  5,724,620  as  compared  with  8,783,609  in 

1911.  Non-bearing  trees,  however,  formed  a  much  smaller  proportion  of  the  total  in  1921  than 
in  1911.  This  change  in  proportion  between  bearing  and  non-bearing  pes  may  be  partly  ac- 
counted for  by  a  difference  in  the  schedules,  that  of  the  Census  of  1921  making  it  clearer  that 
the  distinction  was  one  of  age.  The  production  of  apples  in  1920  was  9,662,425  bushels,  as 
compared  with  6,459,151  bushels  in  1910.  There  were  983,194  bushels  of  peaches  produced  in 
1920,  as  against  600,187  bushels  in  1910;  538,261  bushels  of  plums  and  prunes,  as  compared  with 
346,944  bushels  in  1910;  377,775  bushels  of  pears,  as  compared  with  423,568  bushels;  and  345,526 
bushels  of  cherries,  as  against  146,440  bushels. 

Grapes  yielded  33,114,454  pounds  in  1920.  This  was  a  very  slight  advance  on  the  1910 
figure,  which  stood  at  32,594,451  pounds.  The  strawberry  is  the  most  important  of  the  small 
fruits.  The  yield  of  this  fruit  amounted  to  11,362,041  quarts  in  1920,  as  against  13,094,462 
quarts  in  1910.  The  production  of  raspberries  in  1920  was  6,212,242  quarts,  the  figure  for 
1910  not  being  separately  given.  Currants  and  gooseberries  totalled  1,082,623  quarts  in  1920, 
as  compared  with  2,420,811  quarts  in  1910.  There  were  501,299  gallons  of  maple  syrup  and 
63,919  pounds  of  maple  sugar  produced  in  1921,  as  against  766,337  gallons  of  syrup  and  251,088 
pounds  of  sugar  in  1911. 
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The  value  of  all  orchard  fruits  in  1920  was  $9,574,066.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1910 
was  $5,564,133.  Small  fruits  and  maple  syrup  totalled  $7,055,952  in  1920,  as  against  $3,086,391 
in  1910.  The  value  of  all  fruits  and  maple  syrup  was  $16,630,018  for  the  year  1920-21,  as  com- 
pared with  $8,650,524  in  1910-11,  showing  an  increase  of  92-2  per  cent. 

Stock  sold  alive  and  slaughtered. — The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  on  the  farm  in  1920 
was  given  as  $19,768,561,  as  compared  with  $9,474,294  in  1910,  showing  a  gain  of  108-7  per  cent. 
The  number  of  each  kind  was  not  given  for  1910.  The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  in  1920  was 
$79,074,656;  the  figure  for  1910  was  $76,490,854,  but  a  comparison  for  the  two  years  cannot 
properly  be  made  as  the  returns  for  1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited  to  animals 
raised  on  the  farm  from  which  sold. 

Animal  Products. — These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool,  honey  and  wax.  The  quan- 
tity of  milk  produced  was  given  as  4,334,833,782  pounds  in  1920,  as  compared  with  4,295,977,547 
pounds  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  less  than  one  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms  in  1920 
was  4,230,424,122  pounds,  constituting  97-6  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  number  of  cows  milked 
on  farms  was  reported  as  957,491,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  4418-2  pounds. 
The  value  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $96;952,181,  or  an  average  of  2-2  cents  per  pound. 
This  value  was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an  increase  of  123-4 
per  cent  over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $43,301,044,  averaging  1-0  cents  per  pound.  There 
were  33,512,073  pounds  of  home-made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with  63,253,444 
pounds  in  1910. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  56,280,464  dozen,  as  compared  with  58,- 
888,614  dozen  in  1910,  showing  a  decrease  of  4-4  per  cent.  Of  the  total  quantity  in  1920,  there 
were  45,959,808  dozenfc,  or  81-7  per  cent  produced  on  farms  and  10,320,656  dozen  or  18-3  per 
cent,  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  total  egg  production  of  1920  was  valued  at  $26,498,249,  or 
47-1  cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $10,725,733,  for  1910,  averaging  18-2  cents  per  dozen. 
The  increase  in  the  total  value  was  147-1  per  cent. 

There  were  528,287  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  3,864,606  pounds  of  wool  obtained.  This  quan- 
tity showed  an  increase  of  40-0  per  cent  over  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  2,760,110  pounds. 
The  value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $1,014,646,  or  26-3  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  $607,014 
for  1910,  averaging  22-0  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  in  the  total  value  of  67 -2  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  honey  produced  on  farms  in  1920  was  3,146,198  pounds,  while  the  pro- 
duction of  wax  totalled  42,060  pounds.  Elsewhere  than  on  farms,  there  were  977,291  pounds 
'  of  honey  and  wax  produced,  making  the  total  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  4,165,- 
549  pounds,  of  which  76  •  5  per  cent  was  on  farms  and  23  ■  5  per  cent  elsewhere.  The  production 
in  1910  was  4,521,740  pounds.  The  value  of  honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $1,035,789,  as  compared 
with  $516,658  in  1910.  The  decrease  in  quantity  from  1910  to  1920  was,  therefore,  7-9  per  cent, 
and  the  increase  in  value,  100  •  5  per  cent. 

Live  Stock,  June  1,  1921. — The  number  of  horses  and  mules  in  the  province  on  June  1, 
1921,  was  720,869,  of  which  669,247,  or  92-8  per  cent,  were  on  farms,  and  51,622,  or  7-2  per 
cent,  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  total  number  for  1911  was  812,214,  so  that  the  1921  figure 
shows  a  decrease  of  91,345  head,  or  11-2  per  cent.  The  number  of  mules  is  negligible.  The 
value  of  horses  and  mules  in  1921  was  $90,176,970,  as  compared  with  $113,540,859  in  1911, 
showing  a  decrease  of  20-6  per  cent.  This  gives  a  slightly  lower  average  value  for  horses  in 
1921  than  in  1911.  The  classifications  by  age,  etc.,  in  the  two  years  are  not  similar,  hence  it  is 
impossible  to  make  a  comparison  in  average  value  by  classes. 

Cattle  numbered  2,674,875  in  1921,  as  against  2,501,536  in  1911  an  increase  of  6-9  per  cent. 
The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  49-8  per  cent,  from  $81,484,809  in  1911  to  $122,030,212  in  1921. 
Milch  cows  numbered  1,090,866  in  1921,  as  against  1,032,996  in  1911.  Of  the  total  number  of 
milch  cows  in  1921  there  were  1,065,049  on  farms  and  25,817  elsewhere  than  on  farms. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1921  was  979,422,  as  compared  with  742,188  in  1911. 
The  value  was  $6,901,043  in  1921,  as  against  $4,427,565  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number 
reported  was  thus  32-0  per  cent,  and  in  the  value,  55-9  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  1,417,705  in  1921,  as  against  1,887,451  in  1911,  a  decrease  of  24-9  per  cent. 
The  value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $14,923,304,  which,  as  compared  with  the  1911  value,  $13,577,817, 
showed  an  increase  of  9-9  per  cent. 

There  were  18,623,777  hens  and  chickens  reported  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  38-8 
per  cent  over  the  1911  Census,  which  showed,  13,414,318  hens  and  chickens.  Turkeys  decreased 
from  416,705  in  1911  to  373,437  in  1921;  ducks  increased  from  293,662  in  1911  to  327,206  in  1921; 
geese  decreased  from  364,295  in  1911  to  3Y5,200  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was 
almost  double  that  in  1911,  being  $12,1341564,  as  compared  with  $6,128,401. 

There  were  107,553  hives  of  bees  in  HJ21,  as  against  124,082  in  1911.  Their  value  in  1921 
was  $1,169,754,  as  compared  with  $673,637  in  1911.  The  decrease  in  number  was  thus  13-3 
per  cent,  and  the  increase  in  value,  73-6  percent. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Ce  bulletin,  le  septieme  de  la  serie,  donne  le  r6sultat  du  recensement  agrioole  d'Ontario, 
effectue'  a  la  date  du  ler  juin  1S21.  Une  eomparaison  est  6tablie  dans  les  tableaux  I-XI,  entre 
les  chiffres  du  dernier  recensement  et  ceux  de  1911,  et  aussi  parfois  ceux  de  1901.  Les  rapports 
des  fruits,  du  b6tail  et  des  produits  animaux,  non  dans  les  exploitations  agricoles,  ont  eti  re- 
cueillis  separement  en  1921,  comme  l'indiquent  ces  tableaux.  lis  sont  compris  dans  les  totaux 
pour  fins  de  eomparaison  avec  le  recensement  de  1911,  mais  non  separement  presentes.  Les 
tableaux  XII-XVII  donnent  les  statistiques  des  fermes  par  comtes.  Les  chiffres  du  present 
bulletin  sont  sujets  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superflcie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agri- 
cole  d'une  acre  et  plus  en  1921  (tableau  I)  6tait  de  198,053,  comparativement  a  212,108  en  1911 
et  a  204,054  en  1901.  La  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921,  6tait  de  22,628,901  acres, 
contre  22,171,785  acres  en  1911  et  21,349,524  acres  en  1901,  representant  un  gain  de  822,261 
acres  ou  3-9  pour  cent  de  1901  a  1911  et  de  457,116  acres  ou  2-1  pour  cent  de  1911  a  1921.  La 
superficie  moyenne  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921,  <5tait  de  114-3  acres,  comparativement  a 
104-5  acres  en  1911  et  a  104-6  acres  en  1901.  Les  chiffres  suivants  indiquent  la  repartition 
proportionnelle  des  exploitations  agricoles  selon  leur  6tendue,  en  1911  et  1921: —

Tenure  des  fermes. — Le  nombre  de  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  en  1921  (Tableau 
III)  <5tait  de  20,199,  ou  10-2  pour  cent  de  la  totality,  comparativement  a  29,102  ou  13-7  pour 
cent  en  1911.  La  diminution  dans  le  nombre  de  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  durant 
cette  decade  <itait  de  30-6  pour  cent.  La  diminution  dans  le  nombre  total  des  fermes  durant 
cette  meme  periode  etait  de  6  -6  pour  cent.  Le  nombre  d'exploitations  agricoles  dont  l'exploitant 
possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  proprifitaire,  et  1' autre  partie  a  titre  de  locataire,  etait  de  9,128 
en  1921,  contre  8,904  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  2-5  pour  cent.  Pour  connaitre  l'6ten- 
due  des  fermes  louees,  on  a  du  ajouter  a  leur  superficie  l'6tendue  des  parties  louees  des  fermes 
dont  l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  propri6taire  et  1' autre  partie  a  titre  de  locataire; 
ce  qui  donne  un  total  de  2,566,582  acres  en  1921,  soit  11-3  pour  cent  de  l'etendue  totale  des 
exploitations  agricoles  durant  cette  annee,  comparativement  a  2,979,078  acres,  ou  13-4  pour 
cent  en  1911.  Le  nombre  de  fermes  dirigees  par  des  regisseurs  en  1921  etait  de  1,538  avec 
une  superficie  de  235,665  acres. 

Valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles. — La  valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921  s'ele- 
vait  a  81,691,529,868,  contre  $1,223,701,549  en  1911  (Tableau  IV).  Ceci  indique  une  augmen- 
tation de  38-2  pour  cent,  attribuable  en  grande  partie  a  la  difference  des  prix  courants  de  1911  a 
1921.  La  plus  forte  augmentation  proportionnelle  se  trouve  dans  la  valeur  de  la  machinerie 
et  de  l'outillage  (118-6  pour  cent)  et  la  plus  faible  dans  la  valeur  du  be'tail  (6-8  pour  cent).  La 
valeur  de  la  terre  a  augmente  de  30-0  pour  cent  et  celle  des  batiments  de  56-3  pour  cent.  En 
1921  la  valeur  de  la  terre  etait  de  $795,397,607,  ou  47-0  pour  cent  de  toutes  les  exploitations 
agricoles;  la  valeur  des  batiments  etait  de  $491,329,609,  ou  29-0  pour  cent;  la  valeur  de  la 
machinerie  et  de  l'outillage,  de  $169,953,547  ou  10-0  pour  cent,  et  la  valeur  du  b6ta.il,  de  $234,- 
849,105,  ou  14  •  0  pour  cent.  En  1911  la  valeur  de  la  terre  etait  de  $611,756,794  ou  50  •  0  pour  cent 
de  toutes  les  exploitations  agricoles;  la  valeur  des  batiments,  de  $314,377,168  ou  25  -6  pour  cent; 
la  valeur  de  la  machinerie  et  de  l'outillage,  de  $77,734,449  ou  6  ■  4  pour  cent,  et  la  valeur  du  bewail, 
de  $219,833,138  ou  18-0  pour  cent. 

Composition  des  fermes. — La  superficie  en  terres  am^liorees  en  1921  6tait  de  13,169,359 
acres,  comparativement  a  13,653,216  acres  en  1911  et  a  13,266,335  acres  en  1901.  La  superficie 
en  recolte  des  champs  etait  de  9,165,203  acres  en  1921,  contre  9,683,307  acres  en  1911  et  9,212,478 
en  1901.  L'etendue  en  vergers  e'tait  de  180,617  acres  en  1921,  comparativement  a  279,011  acres 
en  1911  et  a  267,112  acres  en  1901.  Le  nombre  d'acres  en  petits  fruits  6tait  de  9,033  en  1921, 
contre  12,973  acres  en  1911. 

Superficie  des  cultures. — Aux  recensements  de  1911  et  1921,  les  enumerateurs  ont  releve' 
les  Vendues  des  differentes  cultures  de  ces  deux  annees,  ainsi  que  les  emblavures,  la  production  et 
la  valeur  des  recoltes  pour  l'annee  precedente;  mais,  le  recensement  de  1901  ayant  e'te'  fait  au 
premier  avril,  il  6tait  impossible  de  connaitre  a  cette  date  les  emblavures  de  l'annee  en  cours. 

Une  eomparaison  des  superficies  des  differentes  recoltes  en  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  et  1921 
(Tableau  VI)  montre  que  le  foin  et  l'avoine  couvraient  une  plus  grande  e'tendue  dans  chacune  de 
ces  annees.  En  1900  l'etendue  en  avoine  6tait  plus  grande  que  celle  du  foin,  soit  2,707,357  contre 
2,606,316  acres,  mais  l'etendue  en  foin  6tait  plus  grande  dans  chacune  des  autres  annees.  Le  b\6 
occupait  la  troisieme  place  pour  chaque  annee,  mais  indiquait  un  de'elin  considerable  de  1,487,633 
acres  en  1900  a  870,354  acres  en  1910  et  850,525  acres  en  1920.  Le  bl6  d'inde  figurait  le  quatrieme 
sur  la  liste  pour  chaque  annee,  excepts  1900,  alors  que  les  pois  tenaient  ce  rang.  Cette  derniere 
recolte  indiquait  un  declin  assez  considerable  en  6tendue  de  1900  a  1920,  soit  raoins  de  79  773 


acres  en  cette  derniere  annde,  comparativement  a  321,996  acres  en  1910  et  586,857  acres  en  1900. 
II  y  a  eu  cependant  une  augmentation  correspondante,  quoique  plus  faible,  dans  l'6tendue  en 
grains  melanges,  qui  s'est  accrue  de  117,020  acres  en  1900  a  323,409  acres  en  1910  et  a  494,754 
acres  en  1920.  Les  superficies  des  cultures  principales  en  1920  et  1921,  ainsi  que  la  proportion  par 
rapport  au  total  de  la  superficie  sous  culture,  sont  donnees  dans  l'ordre  suivant: —

Production  des  recoltes. — Le  Tableau  VII  presente  une  comparaison  de  la  production 
des  difKrentes  cultures  en  1910  et  1920,  et  indique  aussi  l'augmentation  pour  cent  et  la  moyenne 
de  rendement  par  acre  pour  chacune  de  ces  annfes.  Malgr£  une  superficie  un  peu  plus  grande, 
la  production  du  foin  en  1920,  qui  <§tait  de  3,567,771  tonnes,  a  6U  moindre  qu'en  1910,  alors 
qu'elle  s'elevait  a  4,522,574  tonnes;  la  diminution  etant  due  a  un  rendement  plus  faible  par  acre. 
Les  chiffres  pour  1920  Staient  de  1-07  tonnes  contre  1-39  tonne3  en  1910.  D'un  autre  c6t6, 
l'avoine,  avec  une  superficie  un  peu  plus  faible  en  1920  qu'en  1910,  indiquait  une  plus  forte  pro- 
duction, soit  97,484,542  boisseaux  dans  la  premiere  contre  89,936,041  dans  la  derniere  annee.

La  diminution  dans 
la  production  de  1920  £tait  due  a  une  superficie  quelque  peu  plus  faible,  de  meme  qu'a  une  plus 
petite  moyenne  de  rendement.  La  production  du  bl6  d'Inde  en  1920,  dtait  de  10,481,835  bois- 
seaux, et  de  2,964,712  tonnes  de  bl<§  d'Inde  pour  fourrage  (poids  en  vert)  contre  13,830,703 
boisseaux  et  2,296,841  tonnes  en  1910. 

Valeur  des  recoltes. — La  valeur  de  toutes  les  recoltes  en  1920  (Tableau  VIII)  6tait  de 
$235,553,330,  comparativement  a  $140,786,055  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  67.3  pour 
cent,  attribuable  en  grande  partie  a  la  hausse  des  prix.  La  r^coltedu  foin  6t  ait  la  premiere  en 
valeur  dans  chaque  ann6e,  avec  l'avoine,  le  ble  et  le  ble'  d'Inde  dans  l'ordre  nomme\  Les  valeurs 
de  ces  recoltes  en  1920,  ainsi  que  la  proportion  pour  cent  par  rapport  a  la  valeur  de  toutes  recoltes 
6taient  ainsi  representees: —

Fruits,  sucre  et  sirop  durable. — Les  fruits  dont  il  est  fait  rapport  au  recensement  de  1921, 
sont  ceux  qui  ont  et£  r6eolt6s  en  1920,  tandis  que  pour  le  sucre  et  le  sirop  d'erable,  il  s'agit  de  la 
quantity  f  abriqu^e  au  printemps  de  1921 .  Quant  aux  arbres  f  ruitiers,  leur  denombrement  se  place 
a  la  date  du  recensement,  en  juin  1921 ;  et  on  a  proc<§d6  de  la  m£me  maniere  au  recensement  de  1911. 

Le  fruit  le  plus  important  dans  Ontario  est  la  pomme.  En  1920  la  valeur  des  pommes  s'ele- 
vait a  68  •  0  pour  cent  de  la  valeur  de  tous  les  fruits  de  verger,  et  a  39 •  2  pour  cent  de  la  valeur  de 
tous  les  fruits  et  du  sirop  durable.  Le  nombre  de  pommiers  en  1921  etait  de  5,724,620,  compa- 
rativement a  8,783,609  en  1911.  Les  arbres  non  en  rapport,  cependant,  formaient  une  plus 
petite  proportion  du  total  en  1921  qu'en  1911.  Cette  difference  dans  la  porportion  entre  le 
nombre  d'arbres  "en  rapport"  et  le  nombre  "non  en  rapport"  est  du  en  partie  aux  changements 
qui  ont  6t6  apportfo  dans  la  composition  des  tableaux  du  dernier  recensement,  qui  distinguent 
plus  clairement  les  arbres  fruitiers  d'apres  leur  age.

La  production  des  p6ches 
en  1920  etait  de  983,194  boisseaux,  contre  600,187  boisseaux  en  1910;  il  a  6t<§  produit  538,261 
boisseaux  de  prunes  en  1920,  contre  346,944  en  1910;  377,775  boisseaux  de  poires,  contre  423,568 
boisseaux  en  1910;  et  345,526  boisseaux  de  cerises,  contre  146,140  boisseaux  en  1910. 

II  a  6te  produit  33,114,454  livres  de  raisins  en  1920.  Ceci  est  un  leger  gain  sur  les  chiffres  de 
1910,  qui  s'61evaient  &  32,594,451  livres.  Les  fraises,  le  plus  important  de  tous  les  petits  fruits, 
ont  produit  11,362,041  pintes  en  1920,  contre  13,094,462  pintes  en  1910;  les  framboises  ont  pro- 
duit 6,212,242  pintes  en  1920  les  chiffres  pour  1910  n'ont  pas  6U  donnes  separement.     Les  cassis 
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et  les  groseilles  ont  donn6  un  total  de  1,082,623  pintes  en  1920,  contre  2,420,811  pintes  en  1910. 
II  a  et6  produit  501,299  gallons  de  sirop  d'erable  et  63,919  livres  de  suore  durable  en  1921,  contre 
766,337  gallons  de  sirop  et  251,088  livres  de  Sucre  en  1911. 

La  valeur  des  fruits  de  verger  en  1920  etait  de  $9,574,066,  contre  $5,564,133  en  1910.  Les 
petits  fruits  et  le  sirop  d'erable  ont  donne  une  production  totale  de  $7,055,952  en  1920,  contre 
$3,086,391  en  1910.  La  valeur  de  tous  les  fruits  et  du  sirop  d'erable  etait  de  $16,630,018  pour 
l'annee  1920-21  comparativement  a  $8,650,524,  en  1910-11,  soit  une  augmentation  de  92  •  2  pourcent. 

Betail  vendu  sur  pied  et  abattu. — Le  bewail  tue  dans  les  fermes  en  1920  avaint  une  valeur 
de  $19,768,561,  comparativement  a  $9,474,294  en  1910,  soit  un  gain  de  108-7  pour  cent.  Le 
nombre  de  chaque  espece  n'a  pas  et<§  donn6  en  1910.  Le  bewail  vendu  vivant  en  1920  avait  une 
valeur  de  $79,074,656;  les  chiffres  pour  1910  etaient  de  $76,490,854,  mais  il  est  impossible  d'eta- 
blir  une  comparaison  judicieuse  entre  les  deux  annees,  vu  que,  dans  le  but  d'eviter  toute  dupli- 
cation, le  denombrement  de  1920  a  et6  limits  aux  animaux  nes  et  eleves  sur  la  ferme  d'ou  ils  ont 
6te  vendus.

Le  nombre 
de  vaches  laitieres  sur  les  fermes  etait  de  957,491  de  sorte  que  la  production  moyenne  par  vache 
etait  de  4,418-2  livres.  La  valeur  du  lait  produit  en  1920  e'tait  de  $96,952,181  ou  une  moyenne 
de  2-2  sous  par  livre;  cette  valeur  a  et6  calculee  d'apres  celle  des  produits  laitiers  vendus,  laquelle 
indiquait  une  augmentation  de  123-4  pour  cent  sur  la  valeur  de  1910,  portee  a  $43,301,044  et 
representant  une  moyenne  de  1  0  sous  par  livre.  II  a  et6  produit  33,512,073  livres  de  beurre  de 
menage  en  1920,  comparativement  a  63,253,444  livres  en  1910. 

La  quantity  d'ceufs  produits  en  1920  etait  de  56,280,464  douzaines,  contre  58,888,614  dou- 
zaines en  1910,  soit  une  diminution  de  4-4  pour  cent.  De  la  quantity  donnee  pour  1920  on 
comptait  45,959,808  douzaines,  ou  81  -7  pour  cent  produits  sur  les  fermes  et  10,320,656  douzaines 
ou  18-3  pour  cent  ailleurs  que  sur  les  fermes.  La  production  totale  des  ceufs  en  1920  avait  une 
valeur  de  $26,498,249  ou  47-1  sous  par  douzaine,  comparativement  a  $10,725,733  en  1910,  repre- 
sentant une  moyenne  de  18-2  sous  par  douzaine.  L'augmentation  dans  la  valeur  totale  etait  de 
147-1  pour  cent. 

Le  nombre  de  moutons  tondus  en  1920  etait  de  528,287  et  la  production  de  la  laine  de  3,864,- 
606  livres.  Cette  quantity  indiquait  une  augmentation  de  40  •  0  pour  cent  sur  les  chiffres  de  1910, 
qui  etaient  de  2,760,110  livres.  La  valeur  de  la  laine  en  1920  Itait  de  $1,014,646,  ou  26-3  sous 
par  livre,  comparativement  a  $607,014  pour  1910,  representant  une  moyenne  de  22-0  sous  par 
livre,  soit  une  augmentation  de  67-2  pour  cent  dans  la  valeur  totale. 

La  quantity  de  miel  produit  sur  les  fermes  en  1920  etait  de  3,146,198  livres,  tandis  que  la 
production  de  la  cire  etait  de  42,060  livres.  Ailleurs  que  sur  les  fermes  il  a  et6  produit  977,291 
livres  de  miel  et  de  cire,  formant  une  quantity  totale  de  4,165,549  livres  de  miel  et  de  cire  pour  la 
province,  dont  76-5  pour  cent  sur  les  fermes  et  23-5  pour  cent  ailleurs.  La  production  en  1910 
etait  de  4,521,740  livres.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  eighth  of  the  series,  gives  for  British  Columbia  the  results  of  the  Census 
of  Agriculture,  taken  as  of  June  1, 1921.  In  Tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are 
compared  with  those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The  returns  of  fruit, 
live  stock  and  animal  products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown 
in  these  tables.  They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in 
which  they  were  included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm 
statistics  by  counties.     The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  or  over  in  1921 
(Table  I)  was  21,973,  as  compared  with  16,958  in  1911  and  6;501  in  1901.  Farm  acreage  in  1921 
was  2,860,593,  as  against  2,540,011  in  1911  and  1,497,419  m  1901,  which  represents  a  gain  of 
1,042,592  acres  or  69-6  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of  320,582  acres  or  12-6  per  cent  from 
1911  to  1921.  The  average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was  130-2  acres,  as  compared  with  149-8  acres 
in  1911  and  230-3  acres  in  1901.  The  following  statement  shows  the  per  cent  distribution  of 
farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921.

Tenure  of  Farms. — The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was 
2,049  or  9  -3  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  2,252,  or  13  -3  per  cent  in  1911.  This  shows 
a  decrease  of  9  •  0  per  cent  during  the  decade  in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants,  while 
the  total  number  of  farms  increased  by  29-6  per  cent  in  the  same  period.  The  number  of  farms 
occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  966,  as  compared  with  544  in  1911,  a  gain 
of  77-6  per  cent.  To  obtain  acreage  rented,  the  total  acreage  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants 
has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners  part  tenants.  This  gives 
a  total  of  427,296  acres  in  1921,  forming  14-9  per  cent  of  total  farm  acreage  in  that  year,  as  com- 
pared with  468,484  acres  in  1911,  or  18-4  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage.  The  number  of  farms 
occupied  by  managers  in  1921  was  364  with  an  acreage  of  360,945. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  all  farm  property  in  1921  was  $201,379,643,  as 
against  $188,635,724  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  6-8  per  cent,  but  in  con- 
sidering this  increase,  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept  in 
mind.  The  largest  increase  (164-3  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  land  showed  a  decrease  of  7-7  per  cent  in  value.  Buildings  increased 
in  value  by  39'- 2  per  cent  and  live  stock  by  44-2  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $130,- 
511,617  or  64  •  8  per  cent  of  all  farm  property ;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $41,036,002  or  20  •  4  per 
cent;  implements  and  machinery  $9,379,096  or  4-7  per  cent;  and  live  stock,  $20,452,92S  or 
10-1  per  cent.  In  1911  the  value  of  land  was  $141,421,477  or  75-0  per  cent  of  all  farm  property; 
buildings  were  valued  at  $29,479,522  or  15-6  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery 
at  $3,548,656  or  1-9  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $14,186,069  or  7-5  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921  was  544,464  acres,  as 
compared  with  477,590  acres  in  1911  and  473,683  acres  in  1901.  The  area  under  field  crops  in 
1921  was  345",201  acres,  as  against  239,649  acres  in  1911  and  171,447  acres  in  1901.  The  area 
in  orchard  was  37,233  acres  in  1921  as  compared  with  33,618  acres  in  1911  and  7,502  acres  in  1901. 
There  were  6,319  acres  reported  in  small  fruits  in  1921.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1911  was 
1,336  acres. 

Areas  of  Field  Crops. — In  1911  and  1921  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown  to  the 
various  crops  for  the  Census  year  together  with  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops 
for  the  preceding  year.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1st  information  as  to 
the  areas  sown  for  the  Census  year  was  not  available. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921 
(Table  VI)  shows  hay  as  the  crop  chiefly  sown,  with  oats  second  and  wheat  third,  although 
the  acreage  of  various  crops  classed  as  "other  forage"  surpassed  that  of  wheat  in  1910  and  1920. 
The  acreages  of  the  leading  crops  in  1920  and  1921  and  the  percentages  which  they  formed  of  the 
total  area  under  field  crops  were  as  follows: —

It  will  be  noted  that  the  acreage  under  oats  in  1921  shows  an  increase  of  about  18,000  over 
the  preceding  year,  corresponding  to  a  decrease  of  about  10,000  in  the  acreage  of  forage  crops 
other  than  hay  and  corn.  This  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  latter  term  includes  grains  cut 
for  hay,  the  quantity  of  which  is  largely  determined  by  the  seasonal  conditions  which  obtained 
at  a  period  later  than  that  at  which  the  Census  is  taken. 

Yield  of  Field  Crops.— Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various  field 
crops  in  1910  and  1920  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in  each 
of  these  years.  The  production  of  cultivated  hay  in  1920  was  238,454  tons.  This  was  an  in- 
crease of  19,992  tons  or  9-2  per  cent  over  1910,  when  the  yield  was  218,462  tons.  The  increase 
is  due  to  a  larger  acreage,  as  the  average  yield  per  acre  was  1-60  tons  in  1910  and  1-52  tons  in 
1920.  Although  the  acreage  under  oats  in  1920  exceeded  that  of  1910  by  over  58  per  cent,  the 
yield  was  but  slightly  larger,  being  1,863,122  bushels,  as  against  1,764,533  bushels.  The  average 
production  per  acre  was  only  35-4  bushels  as  compared  with  53-1  bushels  in  1910.  With  art 
acreage  over  three  times  as  large  as  that  of  1910,  wheat  showed  a  production  of  528,998  bushels 
in  1920  as  compared  with  206,570  bushels,  the  figure  for  the  preceding  Census,  the  increase  in 
yield  being  thus  about  156  •  1  per  cent. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $12,424,554, 
as  compared  with  $7,246,018  in  1910,  the  increase  being  due  to  the  difference  in  price  levels  and 
a  larger  production  of  nearly  all  crops.  The  most  valuable  crops  were  hay,  potatoes  and  oats  in 
the  order  named.  Forage  crops  other  than  hay  and  corn,  if  considered  together,  came  next  in 
order,  followed  closely  by  wheat.  The  values  of  these  crops  in  1920  and  the  percentages  which 
they  formed  of  the  value  of  all  field  crops  were  as  follows:

Fruit. — The  fruit  reported  in  the  Census  of  1921  was  the  production  of  1920;  the  maple 
syrup  and  sugar  for  the  spring  of  1921;  and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing  at  the  time  the 
Census  was  taken  in  June  1921.  The  figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected  on  a  similar 
basis. 

The  apple  is  the  most  important  fruit  in  British  Columbia.  The  number  of  apple  trees  in 
1921  was  2,244,591,  as  compared  with  1,976,425  in  1911.  Non-bearing  trees  comprised  about 
three-fourths  of  the  total  number  in  1911,  while  their  proportion  was  reduced  to  about  one-fourth 
in  1921.  Some  part  of  this  change  in  proportion  may  be  accounted  for  by  a  difference  in  the 
schedules,  that  of  the  Census  of  1921  making  it  clearer  that  the  distinction  was  one  of  age.  The 
production  of  apples  in  1920  totalled  1,704,303  bushels.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1910  was 
575,377  bushels. 

The  production  of  plums,  apricots  and  prunes  for  1920  was  195,574  bushels,  as  compared 
with  80,444  bushels  in  1910;  pears  amounted  to  129,290  bushels  in  1920;  as  against  51,000  bushels 
in  1910;  cherries  to  114,541  bushels,  as  against  27,417  bushels;  and  peaches  to  92,024  bushels  as 
compared  with  44,032  bushels. 

There  were  1,738,515  quarts  of  strawberries,  1,863,842  quarts  of  raspberries,  573,817  quarts 
of  currants  and  gooseberries  and  418,984  quarts  of  other  small  fruits  produced  in  1920.  The  cor- 
responding production  for  1910  totalled  1,662,789  quarts  of  strawberries,  353,633  quarts  of  cur- 
rants and  gooseberries,  and  1,013,910  quarts  of  other  small  fruits  in  which  raspberries  we're 
included.    There  was  practically  no  maple  syrup  produced  in  British  Columbia. 

The  value  of  orchard  fruits  in  1920  amounted  to  $3,602,995,  as  compared  with  $1,022,576 
in  1910.  Grapes,  small  fruits  and  maple  syrup  amounted  to  $1,249,177,  as  against  $312,528. 
The  value  of  all  fruits  and  maple  syrup  in  1920  totalled  $4,852,172.  This  was  an  increase  of 
263-4  per  cent  over  the  1910  figures  of  $1,335,104.  In  1920  apples  contributed  50-6  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  all  fruits. 

Stock  Sold  Alive  and  Slaughtered. — The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  on  the  farm  in  1920 
was  given  as  $1,738,496,  as  compared  with  $409,374  in  1910,  showing  a  gain  of  324-7  per  cent. 
The  number  of  each  kind  was  not  given  for  1910.  The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  in  1920  was 
$2,991,472.  The  figure  for  1910  was  $3,290,001,  but  a  comparison  for  the  two  years  cannot 
properly  be  made  as  the  returns  for  1920,  in  order  to  avoid  duplication,  were  limited  to  animals 
raised  on  farms  from  which  sold. 
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Animal  Products. — These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool,  honey  and  wax.  The 
quantity  of  milk  produced  was  given  as  229,410,804  lbs.  in  1920,  as  compared  with  148,467,451 
lbs.  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  54-5  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms  in  1920  was  208,- 
340,024  lbs.,  constituting  90-8  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  number  of  cows  milked  on  farms  was 
reported  as  40,309,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  5,169  lbs.  The  value  of  milk 
produced  in  1920  was $6,163,699,  or  an  average  of  2-7  cents  per  lb.  This  value  was  calculated 
from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold,  which  showed  an  increase  of  135-2  per  cent  over  the  value 
for  1910,  which  was  $2,620,959,  averaging  1-8  cents  per  pound.  There  were  1,863,034  pounds 
of  home  made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with  1,248,282  pounds  in  1910.  The  total 
number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  8,504,575  dozen,  as  compared  with  3,359,797  dozen  in  1910, 
showing  an  increase  of  153  •  1  per  cent.  Of  the  total  quantity  in  1920  there  were  5,262,279  dozen, 
or  61  •  9  per  cent  produced  on  farms,  and  3,242,296  dozen  or  38-1  per  cent  elsewhere  than  on 
farms.  The  total  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  valued  at  $4,145,919,  or  48-7  cents  per  dozen,  as 
compared  with  $1,032,263  for  1910,  averaging  30-7  cents  per  dozen.  The  increase  in  the  total 
value  was  301-6  per  cent. 

There  were  35,315  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  226,961  pounds  of  wool  obtained.  This  quantity 
showed  an  increase  of  104-4  per  cent  over  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  111,058  pounds.  The 
value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $40,025  or  17-6  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  $18,751  for  1910, 
averaging  16  •  9  cents  per  pound,  or  an  increase  in  the  total  value  of  113  •  5  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  honey  produced  on  farms  in  1920  was  105,100  pounds,  while  the  production 
of  wax  totalled  1,235  pounds.  Elsewhere  than  on  farms  there  were  30,963  pounds  of  honey  and 
wax  produced,  making  the.  total  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  137,298  pounds,  of 
which  77-4  per  cent  was  on  farms  and  22-6  per  cent  elsewhere.  The  production  in  1910  was 
31,876  pounds.  The  value  of  honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $42,384,  as  compared  with  $6,460  in 
1910.  The  increase  in  quantity  from  1910  was,  therefore,  330-7  per  cent  and  in  value,  556-1 
per  cent. 

Live  Stock,  June  1,  1921. — The  number  of  horses  and  mules  in  the  province  on  June  1, 
1921  was  69,020  of  which  61,450  or  89-0  per  cent  were  on  farms,  and  7,570,  or  11-0  per  cent,  not 
on  farms.  The  total  number  for  1911  was  57,414  so  that  the  1921  figure  was  an  increase  of 
11,606  head  or  20-2  per  cent.  The  number  of  mules  is  negligible.  The  value  of  horses  and 
mules  in  1921  was  $6,834,433,  as  compared  with  $7,833,769  in  1911,  showing  a  decrease  of  12-8 
per  cent. 

Cattle  numbered  219,058  in  1921,  as  against  139,184  in  1911,  an  increase  of  57-4percent 
The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  147-9  per  cent,  from  $5,012,385  in  1911  to  $12,424,624  in  1921. 
Milch  cows  numbered  72,258  in  1921,  as  against  33,954  in  1911.  Of  the  total  number  of  milch 
cows  in  1921  there  were  67,322  on  farms  and  4,936  elsewhere  than  on  farms. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1921  was  61,344,  as  compared  with  39,272  in  1911.  The 
value  was  $519,320  in  1921,  against  $263,097  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number  reported  was 
thus  56  •  2  per  cent  and  in  the  value  97  •  4  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  46,413  in  1921,  as  against  33,604  in  1911,  an  increase  of  38  •  1  per  cent.  The 
value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $758,603,  which,  compared  with  the  1911  figure,  $361,985  showed  an 
increase  of  109-6  per  cent. 

There  were  2,862,713  hens  and  chickens  reported  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  195-6 
per  cent  over  the  1911  Census,  which  showed  968,588  hens  and  chickens.  Turkeys  increased 
from  8,926  in  1911  to  13,886  in  1921;  ducks  from  27,898  in  1911  to  35,910  in  1921;  geese,  from 
6,808  in  1911  to  13,644  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was  $2,302,072,  as  compared 
with  $685,613  in  1911,  an  increase  of  235-8  per  cent. 

There  were  8,486  hives  of  bees  in  1921,  as  against  3,796  in  1911.  Their  value  in  1921  was 
$137;841,  as  compared  with  $29,220  in  1911.  The  increase  in  number  was  thus  123-6  per  cent 
and  in  value,  371-7  per  cent. 


INTRODUCTION 

Ce  bulletin,  le  huitieme  de  la  serie,  donne  le  resultat  du  recensement  agricole  de  la  Colombie- 
Britannique,  effectue  a  la  date  du  ler  juin  1921.  Les  tableaux  I-XI  6tablissent  une  comparaison 
entre  les  resultats  du  dernier  recensement  et  celui  de  1911,  et  mime  parfois  celui  de  1901.  On 
y  fait  figurer  les  fruits  et  le  bewail,  ainsi  que  les  produits  animaux  non  dans  les  exploitations 
agricoles,  lesquels  ont  6t6  denombres  separement  en  1921.  Ces  chiffres  ont  6te  ajoutes  a  ceux 
des  exploitations  agricoles  de  maniere  a  former  un  total  qui  se  puisse  comparer  au  recensement 
de  1911,  lequel  englobait  le  tout  sans  distinction.  Les  tableaux  XII-XVII  presentent  les  statis- 
tiques  des  fermes  par  comtes.     Les  chiffres  donnes  dans  le  present  bulletin  sont  sujets  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agri- 
coles d'une  acre  ou  plus,  en  1921  (Tableau  I)  6tait  de  21,973  comparativement  k  16,958  en  1911  et 
6,501  en  1901.  La  superficie  des  exploitations  6tait  en  1921,  de  2,860,593  acres,  comparativement 
a  2,540,011  en  1911  et  1,497,419  en  1901,  ce  qui  represente  une  augmentation  de  1,042,592  acres, 
ou  de  69-6  pour  cent  de  1901  a  1911  et  de  320,582  acres  ou  de  12  -6  pour  cent  de  1911  a  1921.  La 
superficie  moyenne  des  exploitations  en  1921  6tait  de  130  •  2  acres,  comparativement  a  149  •  8  acres 
en  1911  et  230-3  acres  en  1901.  Le  sommaire  suivant  montre  la  repartition  proportionnelle  des 
exploitations  selon  leur  superficie  en  1911  et  1921:

Tenure  des  fermes. — Le  nombre  de  fermes  exploitees  par  des  locataires  en  1921  (Tableau 
III)  6tait  de  2,049,  ou  9-3  pour  cent  de  toutes  les  fermes,  comparativement  a  2,252  ou  13-3 
pour  cent  en  1911,  soit  pour  la  decade  une  diminution  de  9  ■  0  pour  cent  dans  le  nombre  de  fermes 
occupees  par  des  locataires  et  une  augmentation  de  29-6  pour  cent  dans  le  nombre  total  des 
exploitations  agricoles.  Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricoles  occupees  en  partie  par  le  pro- 
pri6taire  et  en  partie  par  le  locataire,  en  1921,  <5tait  de  966,  comparativement  a  544  en  1911,  soit 
une  augmentation  de  77-6  pour  cent.  Pour  obtenir  la  superficie  des  exploitations  louees,  on  a 
ajoutes  a  la  superficie  des  fermes  occupees  par  des  locataires  la  partie  louee  des  fermes  occupees  en 
partie  par  le  proprietaire  et  en  partie  par  le  locataire.  Ceci  donne  un  total  de  427,296  acres  en 
1921,  formant  14-9  pour  cent  de  la  superficie  totale  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921,  compa- 
rativement a  468,484  acres  en  1911  ou  de  18-4  pour  cent  du  total.  Le  nombre  de  fermes  occu- 
pees par  des  gerants  en  1921  6tait  de  364  et  leur  superficie  de  360,945  acres. 

Valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles. — La  valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles  en  1921  6tait 
de  $201,379,643,  comparativement  a  $188,635,724  en  1911  (Tableau  IV).  Cela  montre  une 
augmentation  de  6  •  8  pour  cent,  mais  en  considerant  cette  augmentation  il  faut  tenir  compte  de 
la  difference  des  prix  entre  1911  et  1921.  La  plus  forte  augmentation  (164-3  pour  cent)  se 
constate  dans  la  valeur  des  instruments  aratoires,  alors  que  la  terre  accuse  une  diminution  de 
7-7  pour  cent  en  valeur.  Les  batiments  ont  augmented  de  39-2  pour  cent  en  valeur  et  les  bes- 
tiaux,  de  44-2  pour  cent.  En  1921,  la  valeur  de  la  terre  etait  de  $130,511,617,  ou  64-8  pour  cent 
de  toute  la  valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles;  la  valeur  des  batiments,  de  $41,036,002,  ou  20-4 
pour  cent;  les  instruments  aratoires  $9,379,096,  ou  4-7  pour  cent;  le  betail,  $20,452,928  ou  10-1 
pour  cent.  En  1911,  la  valeur  du  terrain  etait  de  $141,421,477  ou  75.0  pour  cent  du  total; 
la  valeur  des  batiments,  de  $29,479,522,  ou  15-6  pour  cent;  des  machines,  $3,548,656  ou  1-9 
pour  cent  et  des  animaux  $14,186,069  ou  7  •  5  pour  cent.  , 

Condition  des  fermes. — La  superficie  en  terres  ameliorees  en  1921  etait  de  544,464  acres, 
comparativement  a  477,590  en  1911,  et  473,683  en  1901.  La  superficie  labouree  en  1921  etait 
de  345,201  acres,  comparativement  a  239,649  acres  en  1911  et  171,447  en  1901.  La  superficie  en 
vergers  etait  de  37,233  acres  en  1921,  de  33,618  en  1911  et  de  7,502  en  1901.  En  1921,  il  y  avait 
6,319  acres  en  petits  fruits,  comparativement  a  1,336  acres  en  1911. 

Superficie  des  cultures. — En  1911  et  en  1921,  les  enumerateurs  ont  releve  les  Vendues  des 
differentes  cultures  de  ces  deux  annees,  ainsi  que  les  emblavures,  la  production  et  la  valeur  des 
recoltes  de  1910  et  1920.  Le  recensement  de  1901  ayant  ete  fait  a  date  du  ler  avril,  on  n'a 
pu  tenir  compte  des  ensemencements. 

Une  comparaison  des  superficies  consacrees  aux  principales  cultures  en  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920 
et  1921  (Tableau  VI)  montre  que  le  foin  tient  la  premiere  place,  Favoine  venant  en  second  lieu 
et  le  bl6  en  trosieme,  bien  que  la  superficie  consacree  a  "autres  fourragers"  depasre  celle 
du  ble  pour  les  annees  1910  et  1920.  Le  sommaire  suivant  donne  la  superficie  de  chacune  des 
principales  cultures  en  1920  et  1921,  et  sa  proportion  de  la  superficie  totale  en  culture:

II  est  a  remarquer  que  la  superfieie  en  avoine  en  1921  montre  une  augmentation  de  18,000 
acres  sur  1920,  alors  qu'il  y  a  une  diminution  de  10,000  acres  dans  les  cultures  fourrageres  autres 
que  le  foin  et  le  mais.

— Le  tableau  VII  donne  une  comparaison  entre  les  rendements 
des  differentes  cultures  en  1910  et  en  1920,  et  montre  l'augmentation  pour  cent  et  la  production 
moyenne  par  acre  pour  chacune  de  ces  ann6es.  La  production  de  foin  cultiv6  en  1920  a  6t6  de 
238,454  tonnes.  C'est  une  augmentation  de  19,992  tonnes,  ou  9-2  pour  cent,  sur  1910,  alors  que 
la  production  a  e'te'  de  218,462  tonnes.  L'augmentation  est  due  a  une  culture  plus  Stendue,  parce 
que  le  rendement  par  acre  a  6t6  de  1  -60  tonne  en  1910  et  de  1-52  tonne  en  1920.  Bien  que  la 
superfieie  en  avoine  de  1920  ait  6t&  plus  considerable  que  celle  de  1910,  par  plus  que  58  pour  cent, 
la  pro-duction  n'a  6t&  que  faiblement  plus  forte,  soit  1,863,122  boisseaux  comparativement  a 
1,764,533  boisseaux  en  1910.  Le  rendement  par  acre  a  6t6  de  35-4  boisseaux  en  1920  et  de  53-1 
en  1910.  Avec  une  superfieie  trois  fois  aussi  grande  qu'en  1910,  le  ble'  de  1920  a  donne'  528,998 
boisseaux  comparativement  a  206,570,  l'augmentation  6tant  d'environ  156-1  pour  cent. 

Valeur  des  recoltes. — La  valeur  de  toutes  les  r6coltes  de  1920  a  6te  (Tableau  VIII)  de 
$12,424,554,  comparativement  a  $7,246,018  en  1910,  l'augmentation  6tant  largement  due  a  la 
difference  des  prix  et  a  une  plus  forte  production  dans  presque  toutes  les  cultures.  Les  rticoltes 
les  plus  importantes  ont  et6,  par  ordre  de  valeur,  le  foin,  les  pommes  de  terre  et  l'avoine.  Les 
fourrages  autres  que  le  foin  et  le  mais,  pris  ensemble,  venaient  imm^diatement  ensuite,  avant  le 
ble\  On  lira  ci-dessous  la  valeur  de  chaque  r6colte  de  1920  et  sa  proportion  de  la  valeur  totale  de 
toutes  les  recoltes:

La  production  des  prunes,  apricots  et  prunes  de  s6chage  en  1920  a  6t6  de  195,574  boisseaux 
comparativement  a  80,444  en  1910;  les  poires  ont  donn6  129,290  boisseaux  en  1920  comparative- 
ment a  51,000  boisseaux  en  1910  ;  les  cerises,  114,541  boisseaux  comparativement  a  27,417  etles 
pdches,  92,024  boisseaux  comparativement  a  44,032  boisseaux. 

II  y  a  eu  1,738,515  pintes  de  fraises,  1,863,842  pintes  de  framboises,  573,S17  pintes  de 
gadelles  et  groseilles  et  418,984  pintes  de  differents  autres  petits  fruits,  en  1920.  La  production 
correspondante  de  1910  a  et<5  de  1,662,789  pintes  de  fraises,  353,633  pintes  de  gadelles  et  gro- 
seilles, et  1,013,910  pintes  d'autres  petits  fruits,  incluant  les  framboises.  II  ne  se  produit  prati- 
quement  pas  de  sirop  d'erable  dans  la  Colombie-Britannique.

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INTRODUCTION 


This  bulletin,  the  ninth  of  the  series,  gives  for  Saskatchewan  the  results  of  the  Census  of 
Agriculture,  taken  as  of  June  1,  1921.  In  Tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are 
compared  with  those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The  returns  of  fruit, 
live  stock  and  animal  products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown 
in  these  tables.  They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in 
which  they  were  included  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm 
statistics  by  counties.     The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  and  over  in  1921, 
exclusive  of  Indian  Reserves,  was  119,451,  as  compared  with  95,013  in  1911  and  13,445  in  1901 
(Table  I).  Farm  acreage  in  1921  was  44,022,907  as  against  28,099,207  in  1911  and  3,833,434 
in  1901,  which  represents  a  gain  of  24,265,773  acres  or  633-0  percent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of 
15,923,700  acres  or  56-7  per  cent  from  1911  to  1921.  The  average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was 
368-1  acres,  as  compared  with  295-2  acres  in  1911  and  285-1  acres  in  1901.  The  following 
statement  shows  the  per  cent  distribution  of  farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921:

Tenure  of  Farms. — The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  3)  was 
12,942,  or  10-8  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  3,497,  or  3-7  per  cent  in  1911.  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  during  the  decade  was  270-1  per  cent. 
The  increase  in  the  total  number  of  farms  during  the  same  period  was  25  •  7  per  cent.  The  number 
of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  13,841,  as  compared  with  5,407 
in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  156-0  per  cent.  To  obtain  acreage  rented,  the  total  acreage  of 
farms  occupied  by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part 
owners,  part  tenants.  This  gives  a  total  of  8,599,322  acres  in  1921,  forming  19-6  per  cent  of 
total  farm  acreage  in  that  year  (excluding  Indian  Reserves),  as  compared  with  2,541,931  acres 
in  1911,  or  9-1  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage.  The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  managers  in 
1921  was  1,081,  with  an  acreage  of  1,010,056. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  all  farm  property  in  1921  was  $1,650,069,412,  as 
against  $832,812,560  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  98-1  per  cent,  but  in  con- 
sidering this  increase,  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept  in 
mind.  The  largest  increase  (207-1  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery; 
the  smallest  (69-8  per  cent)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  81-8  par 
cent  and  buildings  by  184-2  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $1,060,510,192,  or  64-3 
per  cent  of  all  farm  property;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $216,398,082,  or  13-1  per  cent;  imple- 
ments and  machinery,  $176,675,721,  or  10-7  per  cent;  and  bve  stock,  $196,485,417,  or  11-9 
per  cent.  In  1911  the  value  of  land  was  $583,401,337  or  70  1  per  cent  of  all  farm  property; 
buildings  were  valued  at  $76,156,050,  or  9- 1  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at 
$57,538,712,  or  6-9  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $115,716,461,  or  13-9  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921,  including  that  on  Indian 
Reserves,  was  25,037,401  acres,  as  compared  with  11,871,907  acres  in  1911  and  1,122,602  acres 
in  1901.  The  area  of  field  crops  in  1921  was  17,822,208  acres,  as  against  9,136,868  acres  in  1911 
and  655,537  acres  in  1901. 

Areas  of  Field  Crops. — In  1911  and  1921  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown  to  the 
various  crops  for  the  Census  year,  together  with  the  areass  own,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops 
for  the  year  preceding  the  Census.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1,  information 
as  to  the  areas  sown  related  only  to  the  previous  season. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921 
(Table  VI)  shows  wheat  as  the  crop  chiefly  sown  in  each  of  these  years,  with  oats  occupying 
second  place.  Barley  was  third  in  acreage  in  1900  and  in  1921;  flax  in  1910, 1911  and  1920.  The 
area  of  the  latter  crop  showed  violent  fluctuations  between  successive  years,  being  506,425 
acres  in  1910  and  1,153,861  in  1911,  while  it  fell  from  915,561  acres  in  1920  to  368,365  acres  in 
1921.  In  all  of  the  years  listed,  the  area  sown  to  hay  was  small,  but  the  acreage  of  grains  cut 
for  hay  in  1920  was  considerable,  ranking  "other  forage  crops",  in  which  it  is  included  in  Table  VI, 
fourth  in  acreage  for  the  year  in  question.  The  decrease  in  area  of  ''other  forage  crops"  from 
1920  to  1921  is  due  mainly  to  grains  for  hay,  the  quantity  of  which  is  largely  determined  by 


the  seasonal  conditions  which  obtain  at  a  period  later  than  that  at  which  the  Census  is  taken. 
The  increase  in  the  acreage  of  rye  from  the  Census  of  1911  to  that  of  1921  is  noteworthy.  The 
area  under  this  crop  was  only  754  acres  in  1910  and  2,271  acres  in  1911.  In  1920  it  was  117,849 
acres,  and  in  1921,  272,773  acres. 

The  respective  areas  of  the  principal  crops  in  1920  and  1921,  and  the  percentages  which 
they  formed /of  the  total  area  under  field  crops,  were  as  follows:

Yield  of  Field  Crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various 
field  crops  in  1910  and  1920,  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre 
in  each  of  these  years.  All  the  principal  crops,  with  the  exception  of  flax,  show  larger  production 
in  1920  than  in  1910,  but  the  increase  was  due  wholly  to  extension  of  acreage,  as  the  average 
yields  were  smaller  in  the  later  than  in  the  earlier  year.  There  were  115,507,342  bushels  of  wheat 
produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with  66,978,996  bushels  in  1910,  but  the  average  yield  per  acre 
was  only  11-4  bushels  in  1920,  as  compared  with  15-8  bushels  at  the  preceding  Census.  The 
total  quantity  of  oats  produced  in  1920  was  93,543,543  bushels,  an  average  of  20-0  bushels  per 
acre.  In  1910  this  crop  amounted  to  58,922,791  bushels,  averaging  31  -2  bushels  to  the  acre. 
With  an  acreage  substantially  larger  in  1920  than  in  1910,  flax  showed  a  smaller  yield  in  the  later 
year,  producing  only  3,537,863  bushels  as  compared  with  3,893,160  bushels.  The  average  per 
acre  was  3-9  bushels  in  1920  as  against  7-7  bushels  in  1910.  There  were  6,603,711  bushels  of 
barley  in  1920,  averaging  16-6  bushels,  as  compared  with  3,061,007  bushels  in  1910,  an  average 
of  23-6  per  acre.  The  small  acreage  sown  to  cultivated  hay  has  already  been  noted.  In  con- 
sequence, the  production  is  unimportant,  amounting  to  only  16,632  tons  in  1920.  In  the  same 
year  there  were  799,475  tons  of  prairie  hay  cut,  while  "other  forage  crops",  chiefly  made  up  of 
grains  cut  for  hay,  totalled  407,976  tons. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $246,814,000, 
as  compared  with  $79,954,903  for  1910,  an  increase  of  over  200  per  cent,  attributable  to  the  change 
in  price  level  and  the  greater  production  of  most  crops,  due  to  larger  acreage.  Wheat  is  the  most 
valuable  crop,  with  oats  second.  These  two  crops  in  1920  accounted  for  89-2  per  cent  of  the 
value  of  all  field  crops.  In  the  same  year,  prairie  hay,  flax  and  "other  forage  crops"  came  next 
in  the  order  named.  The  value  of  the  principal  field  crops  in  1920,  and  the  percentages  which 
they  formed  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:

Fruit. — The  Census  of  1921,  like  the  preceding  one,  showed  very  small  returns  of  fruit 
and  none  of  maple  syrup  or  sugar.  The  fruit  reported  in  the  Census  was  the  production  of  1920, 
and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing  at  the  time  the  Census  was  taken,  in  June,  1921.  The 
figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected  on  a  similar  basis. 

The  number  of  apple  trees  enumerated  (including  crab  apples)  decreased  from  6,883  in  1911 
to  904  in  1921.  The  production  was  only  90  bushels  in  1910  and  145  bushels  in  1920.  There  were 
1,240  plum  and  prune  trees  in  1921,  as  against  2,925  in  1911.  The  yield  was  17  bushels  in  1910 
and  297  bushels  in  1920. 

Amongst  small  fruits,  currants  and  gooseberries  yielded  14,966  quarts  in  1920,  as  against 
18,545  quarts  in  1910.     Other  small  fruits  were  of  less  importance. 

The  value  of  all  fruits  was  $7,293  in  1920,  as  compared  with  $4,155  in  1910.  Currants  nd 
gooseberries  contributed  44-0  per  cent  of  the  total  value  in  1920. 
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Animal  Products. — These  include  dairy  products,  ^gs,  wool  and  honey  and  wax.  The 
quantity  of  milk  produced  was  given  as  962,231,714  pounds  in  1920,  as  compared  with  662,092,621 
pounds  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  45-3  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms  in  1920  was 
929,102,984  pounds,  constituting  96-6  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  number  of  cows  milked  on 
farms  was  reported  as  258,246,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  3,598  pounds. 
The  value  of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $17,061,122,  or  an  average  of  1-8  cents  per  pound. 
This  value  was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an  increase  of  135-5 
per  cent  over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $7,245,950,  averaging  1  •  1  cents  per  pound.  There 
were  15,832,658  pounds  of  home-made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with  12,053,201 
pounds  in  1910. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  was  19,564,870  dozen,  as  compared  with 
11,437,440  dozen  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  71  -1  per  cent.  Of  the  total  quantity  in  1920, 
there  were  18,328,201  dozen,  or  93-7  per  cent,  produced  on  farms,  and  1,236,669  dozen,  or  6-3 
per  cent,  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  total  egg  production  of  1920  was  valued  at  $7,477,121, 
or  38-2  cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $2,248,998  for  1910,  averaging  19-7  cents  per  dozen. 
The  increase  in  the  total  value  was  232-5  per  cent. 

There  were  107,122  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  743,837  pounds  of  wool  obtained.  This  quantity 
showed  an  increase  of  126-5  per  cent  over  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  328,397  pounds.  The 
value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $154,331,  or  20-7  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  $59,628  for  1910, 
averaging  18-2  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  in  total  value  of  158-8  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  honey  produced  on  farms  in  1920  was  4,688  pounds,  while  the  production 
of  wax  totalled  148  pounds.  Elsewhere  than  on  farms  there  were  only  179  pounds  of  honey 
and  wax  produced,  making  the  total  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  5,015  pounds, 
of  which  almost  all  was  on  farms.  The  production  in  1910  was  4,428  pounds.  The  value  of 
honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $1,718,  as  compared  with  $520  in  1910. 

Live  Stock,  June  1,  1921. — The  number  of  horses  and  mules  in  the  province  on  June  1, 
1921,  was  1,098,188,  of  which  1,084,250,  or  98-7  per  cent,  were  on  farms,  and  only  13,938,  or 
1-3  per  cent,  not  on  farms.  The  total  number  for  1911  was  507,468,  so  that  the  1921  figure 
shows  an  increase  of  590,720  head,  or  116-4  per  cent.  The  number  of  mules  included  in  1921 
was  6,681.  The  value  of  horses  and  mules  in  1921  was  $139,045,871,  as  compared  with  $88,- 
759,211,  in  1911,  showing  an  increase  of  56-7  per  cent.  This  gives  a  lower  average  value  for 
horses  in  1921  than  in  1911.  The  classifications  by  age,  etc.,  in  the  two  years  are  not  similar, 
hence  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  comparison  in  average  value  by  classes. 

Cattle  numbered  1,312,906  in  1921,  as  against  633,638  in  1911,  an  increase  of  107-2  per 
cent.  The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  128-2  per  cent,  from  $21,833,295  in  1911  to  $49,832,100 
in  1921.  Cows  in  milk  or  in  calf  on  June  1,  1921,  numbered  423,821.  No  proper  comparison 
can  be  made  in  this  respect  with  1911,  as  the  schedule  in  that  year  called  for  "Milch  cows",  which 
would  exclude  a  considerable  number  of  cows  amongst  the  beef  cattle.  The  number  of  milch 
cows  enumerated  in  1911  was  181,168,  and  this  may  be  compared  with  the  number  of  cows 
milked  in  1920,  which  was  reported  as  258,246. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1921  was  195,538,  as  compared  with  114,216  in  1911. 
The  value  was  $1,445,635  in  1921,  as  against  $621,409  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number 
reported  was  thus  71  -2  per  cent,  and  in  the  value,  132-6  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  424,298  in  1921,  as  against  286,295  in  1911,  an  increase  of  48-2  per  cent. 
The  value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $4,955,814,  which,  as  compared  with  the  1911  value,  $2,512,540, 
showed  an  increase  of  97-2  per  cent. 

There  were  7,838,664  hens  and  chickens  reported  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  141-7 
per  cent  over  the  1911  Census,  which  showed  3,242,820  hens  and  chickens.  Turkeys  increased 
from  72,616  in  1911  to  237,341  in  1921;  ducks,  from  54,968  in  1911  to  86,317  in  1921;  geese, 
from  22,999  in  1911  to  65,083  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was  $4,446,234,  as 
compared  with  $1,988,081  in  1911,  an  increase  of  123-6  per  cent. 

There  were  1,705  hives  of  bees  in  1921,  with  a  value  of  $15,386,  as  compared  with  253  hives 
in  1911,  with  a  value  of  $1,925. 
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Ce  bulletin,  le  neuvieme  de  la  s6rie,  donne  le  rdsultat  du  recensement  agricole  de  la  Saskat- 
chewan, effectue'  a  la  date  du  ler  juin,  1921.  Une  comparaison  est  etablie  dans  les  tableaux 
I-XI,  entre  les  chiffres  du  dernier  recensement  et  ceux  de  1911,  et  aussi  parfois  ceux  de  1901. 
Les  rapports  des  fruits,  du  betail  et  des  produits  animaux,  non  dans  les  exploitations  agrieoles, 
ont  6t6  recueillis  s^par^ment  en  1921,  comme  l'indiquent  ces  tableaux.  Us  sont  aussi  compris 
dans  les  totaux  pour  permettre  la  comparaison  avec  le  recensement  de  .911,  lequel  engloba 
le  tout  sans  distinction.  L  s  tableaux  XII  a  XVII  donnent  les  statistiques  des  fermes  par  comtes. 
Les  chiffres  du  present  bulletin  sont  sujets  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superflcie  des  exploitations  agrieoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agrieoles 
d'une  acre  et  plus  en  1921,  les  Reserves  Indiennes  non  comprises,  etait  de  119,451,  comparative- 
ment  a  95,013  en  1911  et  a  13,445  en  1901  (Tableau  I).  La  superflcie  des  exploitations  agrieoles 
en  1921  etait  de  44,022,907,  contre  28,099,207  en  1911  et  3,833,434  en  1901,  representant  un 
gain  de  24,265,773  acres  ou  633-0  pour  cent  de  1901  a  1911,  et  de  15,923,700  acres  ou  56-7  pour 
cent  de  1911  a  1921.  La  superflcie  moyenne  des  exploitations  agrieoles,  en  1921,  <5tait  de  368-1 
acres,  comparativement  a  295  •  2  acres  en  1911  eta  285-1  en  1901.  Les  chiffres  suivants  indiquent 
la  repartition  proportionnelle  des  exploitations  agrieoles  selon  leur  etendue,  en  1911  et  1921:

Tenure  des  fermes. — Le  nombre  de  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires  en  1921  (Tableau 
III)  etait  de  12,942,  ou  10-8  pour  cent  de  la  totalite  des  fermes,  comparativement  a  3,497,  ou 
3-7  pour  cent  en  1911.  L'augmentatipn  dans  le  nombre  de  fermes  exploiters  par  des  locataires 
durant  cette  decade  etait  de  270  ■  1  pout  cent.  L'augmentation  dans  le  nombre  total  des  fermes 
durant  cette  m£me  p£riode  etait  de  25-7  pour  cent.  Le  nombre  d'exploitations  agrieoles  dont 
l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  Droprietaire  et  1' autre  partie  a  titre  de  locataire  etait 
de  13,841  en  1921,  contre  5,407  en  1911,  loit  une  augmentation  de  156-0  pour  cent.  Pour  con- 
naltre  1'etendue  des  fermes  louees,  on  a  du  ajouter  a  leur  superflcie  1'etendue  des  parties  louees 
des  fermes  dont  l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  proprietaire  et  l'autre  partie  a  titre  de 
locataire;  ce  qui  donne  un  total  de  8,599,322  acres  en  1921,  soit  19-6  pour  cent  de  1'etendue 
totale  des  exploitations  agrieoles  durant  cette  annee,  (les  Reserves  Indiennes  non  comprises), 
comparativement  a  2,541,931  acres,  ou  91  pour  cent  en  1911.  Le  nombre  de  fermes  dirigees 
par  des  r^gisseurs  en  1921  etait  de  1,081,  avec  une  superflcie  de  1,010,056  acres. 

Valeur  des  exploitations  agrieoles. — La  valeur  de  toutes  exploitations  agrieoles  en  1921 
s'elevait  a  $1,650,069,412,  comparativement  a  $832,812,560  en  1911  (Tableau  IV).  Ceci  indique 
une  augmentation  de  98  ■  1  pour  cent,  attribuable  en  grande  partie  a  la  difference  des  prix  courants 
de  1911  a  1921.  La  plus  forte  augmentation  proportionnelle  se  trouve  dans  la  valeur  de  la 
machinerie  et  de  l'outillage  (207-1  pour  cent)  et  la  plus  faible  dans  la  valeur  du  bewail  (69-8 
pour  cent.)  La  valeur  de  la  terre  a  augments  de  81  -8  pour  cent  et  celle  des  batiments  de  184-2 
pour  cent.  En  1921  la  valeur  de  la  terre  etait  de  $1,060,510,192,  ou  64-3  pour  cent  de  toutes 
les  exploitations  agrieoles;  la  valeur  des  batiments  etait  de  $216,398,082  ou  13-1  pour  cent;  la 
valeur  de  la  machinerie  et  de  l'outillage,  de  $176,675,721  ou  10-7  pour  cent,  et  la  valeur  du  betail 
de  $196,485,417  ou  11-9  pour  cent.  En  1911  la  valeur  de  la  terre  etait  de  $583,401,337  ou  70-1 
pour  cent  de  toutes  les  exploitations  agrieoles;  la  valeur  des  batiments,  de  $76,156,050  ou  9-1 
pour  cent;  la  valeur  de  la  machinerie  et  de  l'outillage,  de  $57,538,712  ou  6-9  pour  cent  et  la 
valeur  du  betail,  de  $115,716,461  ou  13-9  pour  cent. 

Composition  des  fermes. — La  superflcie  en  terres  ameliorees  en  1921,  y  compris  les 
Reserves  Indiennes,  etait  de  25,037,401  acres,  comparativement  a  11,871,907  acres  en  1911  et 
a  1,122,602  acres  en  1901.  La  superflcie  en  recoltes  des  champs  etait  de  17,822,208  acres  en 
1921,  contre  9,136,868  acres  en  1911  et  655,537  en  1901. 

Superflcie  en  cultures. — En  1911  et  1921  les  errumerateurs  ont  releye'  les  Vendues  des 
differentes  cultures  de  ces  deux  annees,  ainsi  que  les  emblavures,  la  production  et  la  valeur  des 
recoltes  pour -I'annee  pnSceclente  dans  chaque  recensement;  mais  le  recensement  de  1901  ayant 
6t6  fait  au  premier  avril,  les  renseignements  quant  aux  emblavures  ne  se  rapportaient  qu'a  la 
saison  prScddente.  Une  comparaison  des  superficies  des  differentes  recoltes  en  1900,  1910,  1911, 
1920  et  1921  (Tableau  VI)  montre  le  bie  comme  etant  la  culture  principale  dans  chacune  de 
ces  annees,  avec  l'avoine  en  second  lieu.  L'orge  etait  troisieme  en  superflcie  en  1900  et  en  1921; 
le  Un  en  1910,  1911  et  1920.  La  superflcie  de  cette  derniere  culture  a  subi  de  fortes  fluctuations 
entre  les  annees  successives,  soit  de  506,425  acres  en  1910  $,  1,153,861  en  1911,  tandis  qu'elle  est 
tombee  de  915,561  acres  en  1920  a  368,365  acres  en  1921.  Dans  chacune  des  annees  mention- 
neas  la  superflcie  en  foin  etait  faible,  mais  la  superflcie  en  grains  coupes  verts  pour  fourrage  en 
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1920  etait  considerable,  mettant  ainsi  les  "autres  recoltes  fourrageres",  dont  elle  faisait  partie, 
au  quatrieme  rang  pour  l'ann6e  en  question.  La  diminution  en  superfieie  des  "autres  recoltes 
fourrageres",  de  1920  a  1921,  est  due  en  grande  partie  aux  grains  coupes  verts  pour 
fourrage  fortement  d6termin6e  par  les  conditions  atmospheriques  survenues  posteneurement 
a  la  date  du  recensement.  L'augmentation  dans  la  superfieie  en  seigle,  de  1911  a  1921,  est 
remarquable;  l'etendue  sous  cette  culture  n'etait  que  de  754  acres  en  1910  et  2,271  acres  en  1911, 
tandis  qu'en  1920  elle  etait  de  117,849  acres  et  en  1921  de  272,773  acres.

Production  des  rficoltes. — Le  tableau  VII  etablit  une  comparaison  entre  la  production 
des  differentes  cultures  en  1910  et  1920,  et  indique  aussi  l'augmentation  pour  cent  et  la  moyenne 
de  rendement  par  acre  pour  chacune  de  ces  annees.  Toutes  les  principales  cultures,  k  l'excep- 
tion  du  lin,  indiquent  une  plus  grande  production  en  1920  qu'en  1910,  mais  cette  augmentation 
est  due  enti&rement  a  l'extension  de  superfieie,  vu  que  la  moyenne  du  rendement  etait  moindre 
dans  la  derniere  que  dans  la  premiere  annee.  II  y  a  eu  une  production  de  115,507,342  boisseaux' 
de  ble'  en  1920,  comparativement  a  66,978,996  boisseaux  en  1910,  mais  la  moyenne  de  rendement 
par  acre  n'etait  seulement  que  de  11-4  boisseaux  en  1920,  contre  15-8  boisseaux  au  recensement 
precedent.

$246,814,000,  comparativement  a  $79,954,903  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  plus  de  200 
pour  cent,  attribuable  aux  prix  en  cours,  ainsi  qu'&  une  plus  grande  production  dans  la  plupart 
des  cultures  due  k  une  plus  grande  superfieie.  Le  ble  est  au  premier  rang  en  valeur,  suivi  de 
1' avoine.  Ces  deux  recoltes  en  1920  representaient  89-2  pour  cent  de  la  valeur  totale  des  recoltes 
des  champs.  Dans  cette  m&me  annee,  le  foin  de  prairie,  le  lin  et  les  "autres  recoltes  fourrageres", 
venaient  ensuite  dans  l'ordre  nomme\  La  valeur  des  principales  recoltes  des  champs  en  1920,

Produits  animaux. — lis  comprennent  les  produits  laitiers,  les  ceufs,  la  laine,  le  miel  et  la 
cire.  La  quantite  de  lait  produit  en  1920  etait  de  962,231,714  livres,  comparativement  a  662,- 
092,621  livres  en  1910,  soit  un  gain  de  45-3  pour  cent.  La  production  sur  les  fermes  en  1920 
etait  de  929,102,984  livres,  repr&entant  96-6  pour  cent  du  total.  Le  nombre  de  vaches  traites 
sur  les  fermes  etait  de  258,246,  de  sorte  que  la  production  moyenne  par  vache  etait  de  3,598 
livres.  La  valeur  du  lait  produit  en  1920  etait  de  $17,061,122,  ou  une  moyenne  de  1-8  sou  par 
livre.  Cette  valeur  a  et6  ealeulee  d'apres  celle  des  produits  laitiers  vendus,  laquelle  indiquait 
une  augmentation  de  135-5  pour  cent  sur  la  valeur  de  1910,  portee  a  $7,245,950  et  representant 
une  moyenne  de  1  ■  1  sou  par  livre.  II  a  et6  produit  15,832,658  livres  de  beurre  de  menage  en  1920, 
comparativement  a  12,053,201  livres  en  1910. 

La  quantity  d'oeufs  produits  en  1920  e'tait  de  19,564,870  douzaines,  contre  11,437,440  dou- 
zaines en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  71-1  pour  cent.  De  la  quantity  donnee  pour  1920, 
on  comptait  18,328,201  douzaines,  ou  93-7  pour  cent  produits  sur  les  fermes  et  1,236,669  dou- 
zaines, ou  6-3  pour  cent  ailleurs  que  sur  les  fermes.  La  production  totale  des  ceufs  en  1920 
representait  une  valeur  de  $7,477,121,  ou  38-2  sous  par  douzaine,  comparativement  a  $2,248,998 
en  1910,  representant  une  moyenne  de  19-7  sous  par  douzaine.  L'augmentation  dans  la  valeur 
totale  etait  de  232-5  pour  cent. 

Le  nombre  de  moutons  tondus  en  1920  etait  de  107,122,  et  la  production  de  la  laine  de 
743,837  livres.  Cette  quantity  indiquait  une  augmentation  de  126-5  pour  cent  sur  les  chiffres 
de  1910,  qui  etaient  de  328,397  livres.  La  valeur  de  la  laine  en  1920  etait  de  $154,331  ou  20-7 
sous  par  livre,  comparativement  a  $59,628  pour  1910,  representant  une  moyenne  de  18-2  sous 
par  livre,  soit  une  augmentation  de  158-8  pour  cent  dans  la  valeur  totale.

DIVISION  OF  SASKATCHEWAN  FOE  CENSUS  PURPOSES 

There  being  no  fixed  administrative  divisions  in  Saskatchewan  corresponding  to  counties  in  Eastern 
Canada,  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  compare  the  data  collected  for  rural  parts  at  any  census  with 
that  of  a  previous  one,  for  smaller  areas  than  the  province  as  a  whole.  Therefore  to  overcome  this  diffi- 
culty the  Bureau  has  divided  the  province  for  statistical  purposes  into  census  divisions,  each  containing 
a  certain  number  of  rural  municipalities,  cities,  towns  and  incorporated  villages.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  tenth  of  the  series,  gives  for  Alberta  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture, 
taken  as  of  June  1, 1921.  In  Tables  I  to  XI  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  are  compared  with 
those  of  1911  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The  returns  of  fruit,  live  stock  and  animal 
products  not  on  farms  were  collected  separately  in  1921  and  are  so  shown  in  these  tables.  They 
are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with  the  1911  Census,  in  which  they  were  included 
but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  XII  to  XVII  present  farm  statistics  by  Census  divisions. 
The  figures  in  this  bulletin  are  subject  to  revision. 

Number  and  Size  of  Farms. — The  number  of  occupied  farms  of  one  acre  and  over  in  1921, 
exclusive  of  Indian  Reserves,  was  82,954,  as  compared  with  60,559  in  1911  and  9,479  in  1901 
(Table  I.)  Farm  acreage  in  1921  was  29,293,053,  as  against  17,359,333  in  1911  and  2,735,630 
in  1901,  which  represents  a  gain  of  14,623,703  acres  or  534-6  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911,  and  of 
11,933,720  acres  or  68-7  per  cent  from  1911  to  1921.  The  average  size  of  farms  in  1921  was 
352-5  acres,  as  compared  with  286-5  acres  in  1911  and  288-6  acres  in  1901.  The  following 
statement  shows  the  per  cent  distribution  of  farms  by  size  in  1911  and  1921: —

Tenure  of  Farms. — The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  in  1921  (Table  III)  was 
8,072  or  9  •  7  per  cent  of  all  farms,  as  compared  with  2,321  or  3  •  8  per  cent  in  1911.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  farms  occupied  by  tenants  during  the  decade  was  247  •  8  per  cent.  The  increase 
in  the  total  number  of  farms  during  the  same  period  was  37-0  per  cent.  The  number  of  farms 
occupied  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  in  1921  was  8,253,  as  compared  with  2,550  in  1911, 
showing  an  increase  of  223-6  per  cent.  To  obtain  acreage  rented,  the  total  acreage  of  farms 
occupied  by  tenants  has  been  added  to  the  rented  portions  of  farms  occupied  by  part  owners 
part  tenants.  This  gives  a  total  of  5,554,759  acres  in  1921,  forming  19-0  per  cent  of  total  farm 
acreage  in  that  year,  (excluding  Indian  Reserves),  as  compared  with  2,044,550  acres  in  1911,  or 
11 -8  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage.  The  number  of  farms  occupied  by  managers  in  1921  was 
729  with  an  acreage  of  986,836. 

Value  of  Farm  Property. — The  value  of  all  farm  property  in  1921  was  8968,437,348,  as 
against  $492,636,008  in  1911  (Table  IV).  This  shows  an  increase  of  96-6  per  cent,  but  in  con- 
sidering this  increase,  the  difference  between  the  price  levels  of  1911  and  1921  must  be  kept  in 
mind.  The  largest  increase  (311-6  per  cent)  was  in  the  value  of  implements  and  machinery; 
the  smallest  (65-0)  in  the  value  of  live  stock.  Land  increased  in  value  by  77-1  per  cent  and 
buildings  by  199-6  per  cent.  In  1921  the  value  of  land  was  $610,526,401,  or  63  0  per  cent  of 
all  farm  property;  the  value  of  buildings  was  $121,765,499  or  12-6  per  cent;  implements  and 
machinery,  $98,814,513  or  10-2  per  cent;  and  live  stock,  $137,330,935  or  14-2  per  cent.  In 
1911  the  value  of  land  was  $344,759,704  or  70-0  per  cent  of  all  farm  property.  Buildings  were 
valued  at  $40,642,348  or  8-2  per  cent  of  the  total;  implements  and  machinery  at  $24,009,659 
or  4-9  per  cent;  and  live  stock  at  $83,224,297  or  16-9  per  cent. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — The  area  of  improved  land  in  1921,  including  that  on  Indian 
Reserves,  was  11,768,042  acres,  as  compared  with  4,351,698  acres  in  1911  and  474,694  acres  in 
1901.  The  area  of  field  crops  in  1921  was  8,507,750  acres,  as  against  3,378,365  acres  in  1911 
and  188,476  acres  in  1901. 

Areas  of  Field  Crops. — In  1911  and  1921  the  enumerators  obtained  the  areas  sown  to  the 
various  crops  for  the  census  year,  together  with  the  areas  sown,  the  yield  and  value  of  the  crops 
for  the  year  preceding  the  census.  The  Census  of  1901  being  taken  as  of  date  April  1,  information 
as  to  the  areas  sown  related  only  to  the  previous  season. 

A  comparison  of  the  acreages  of  the  various  field  crops  in  1900,  1910,  1911,  1920  and  1921 
(Table  VI)  shows  oats  as  the  crop  chiefly  sown  in  1900,  and  wheat  in  each  of  the  other  years. 
The  area  under  wheat  increased  from  43,062  acres  in  1900  to  879,756  acres  in  1910,  and  to 
4,083,105  acres  in  1920.  The  acreage  in  1921  was  4,880,457,  showing  an  advance  of  19-5  per 
cent  on  the  preceding  year.  Barley  was  third  in  acreage  in  1900  and  again  in  1921,  while  this 
position  was  held  by  cultivated  hay  in  1910  and  1911,  and  in  1920  by  "other  forage  crops",  in 
which  grains  cut  for  hay  are  included.    The  decrease  in  the  area  of  "other  forage  crops"  from

1920  to  1921  is  due  mainly  to  grains  for  hay,  the  quantity  of  which  is  largely  determined  by 
the  seasonal  conditions  which  obtain  at  a  period  later  than  that  at  which  the  census  is  taken. 
The  area  of  flax  showed  violent  fluctuations,  being  30,885  acres  in  1910  and  107,273  acres  in 
1911,  while  it  fell  from  108,574  acres  in  1920  to  33,351  acres  in  1921.  The  acreage  of  rye  showed 
a  considerable  increase  fi*om  the  Census  of  1911  to  that  of  1921.  The  area  under  this  crop  was 
only  6,672  acres  in  1910  and  14,443  acres  in  1911.  In  1920  it  was  114,689  acres  and  in  1921, 
187,225  acres. 

The  respective  areas  of  the  principal  crops  in  1920  and  1921,  and  the  percentages  which 
they  formed  of  the  total  area  under  field  crops  were  as  follows:

Yield  of  Field  Crops. — Table  VII  furnishes  a  comparison  of  the  yields  of  the  various  field 
crops  in  1910  and  1920,  and  shows  also  the  increase  per  cent  and  the  average  yield  per  acre  in 
each  of  these  years.  The  production  of  all  the  principal  crops  was  larger  in  1920  than  in  1910, 
unless  fall  wheat,  which  showed  a  decline,  is  considered  separately.  The  yield  of  spring  wheat 
in  1920  was  57,601,364  bushels,  as  compared  with  6,736,680  bushels  in  1910,  the  huge  increase 
in  acreage  already  noted  mainly  accounting  for  this  advance,  while  the  average  yield  per  acre 
in  1920  was  also  greater  than  in  1910,  the  respective  figures  being  14-2  bushels  and  10-0  bushels. 
Oats  showed  82,966,489  bushels  in  1920,  as  against  16,893,840  bushels  in  1910,  and  in  this  case 
also  the  increase  was  mainly  due  to  extension  of  acreage,  augmented  by  an  average  yield 
of  30-7  bushels  per  acre,  as  compared  with  21-6  bushels  in  1910.  There  were  206,071  tons  of 
cultivated  hay  produced  in  1920,  including  clover  and  alfalfa.  This  compared  with  130,012 
tons  in  1910.  Meanwhile  the  quantity  of  prairie  hay  harvested  in  1920  was  709,529  tons,  while 
388,457  tons  of  grains  were  cut  green  for  hay  (Table  XIII). 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  1920  (Table  VIII)  was  $141,611,605, 
as  compared  with  $17,015,329  in  1910,  an  increase  of  over  700  per  cent,  due  mainly  to  the  exten- 
sion of  acreage  under  cultivation,  assisted  by  the  change  in  the  price  level.  Wheat  was  the 
most  valuable  crop,  with  oats  second  and  prairie  hay  third  in  1920,  though  only  a  narrow 
margin  separated  the  last  named  crop  from  barley  and  "other  forage  crops"  (i.e.  other  than 
hay  or  corn).  The  value  of  the  principal  field  crops  in  1920,  and  the  percentages  which  they 
formed  of  the  total,  were  as  follows: —

Fruit. — The  Census  of  1921,  like  the  preceding  one,  showed  very  small  returns  of  fruit,  and 
none  of  maple  syrup  or  sugar.  The  fruit  reported  in  the  census  was  the  production  of  1920, 
and  the  fruit  trees  were  those  standing  at  the  time  the  census  was  taken  in  June,  1921.  The 
figures  for  the  Census  of  1911  were  collected  on  a  similar  basis. 

The  number  of  apple  trees  enumerated  (including  crab-apple)  decreased  from  4,781  m  1911 
to  4,673  in  1921.  The  production  in  both  1910  and  1920  was  very  small,  being  189  bushels  and 
84  bushels,  respectively.  There  were  541  plum  and  prune  trees  in  1921,  as  against  668  in  1911. 
The  yield  was  4  bushels  in  1910  and  27  bushels  in  1920.  .  , 

Strawberries  produced  9,790  bushels  and  currants  and  gooseberries,  8,165  bushels  m  1920. 
These  were  the  most  important  of  the  small  fruits.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1910  were 
11,028  bushels  of  strawberries  and  21,303  bushels  of  currants  and  gooseberries. 

Animal  Products.— These  include  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool  and  honey  and  wax.  The 
quantity  of  milk  produced  was  given  as  784,407,143  pounds  in  1920,  as  compared  with  526,472,140 
pounds  in  1910,  showing  an  advance  of  49-0  per  cent.  The  production  on  farms  in  1920  was 
752,712,153  pounds,  constituting  96  •  0  per  cent  of  the  total.    The  number  of  cows  milked  on  farms 
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was  reported  as  208,997,  so  that  the  average  production  per  cow  was  3,602  pounds.  The  value 
of  milk  produced  in  1920  was  $14,364,962,  or  an  average  of  1-8  cents  per  pound.  This  value 
was  calculated  from  that  of  the  dairy  products  sold.  It  showed  an  increase  of  80-6  per  cent 
over  the  value  for  1910,  which  was  $7,953,847,  averaging  1-5  cents  per  pound.  There  were 
9,172,071  pounds  of  home-made  butter  produced  in  1920,  as  compared  with  7,689,432  pounds  in 
1910. 

The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  in  1920  wasl2,613,404dozen,ascomparedwith7,013,717 
dozen  in  1910,  showing  an  increase  of  79' 8  per  cent.  Of  the  total  quantity  in  1920,  there  were 
11,032,417  dozen,  or  87-5  per  cent,  produced  on  farms,  and  1,580,987  dozen,  or  12-5  per  cent, 
elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  total  egg  production  of  1920  was  valued  at  $4,986,386,  or  39-5 
cents  per  dozen,  as  compared  with  $1,515,866  for  1910,  averaging  21-6  cents  per  dozen.  The 
increase  in  the  total  value  was  228-9  per  cent. 

There  were  240,165  sheep  shorn  in  1920  and  1,756,341  pounds  of  wool  obtained.  This 
quantity  showed  an  increase  of  490-1  per  cent  over  the  figure  for  1910,  which  was  297,623  pounds. 
The  value  of  wool  in  1920  was  $416,900,  or  23-7  cents  per  pound,  as  compared  with  $42,130  for 

1910,  averaging  14-2  cents  per  pound,  an  increase  in  total  value  of  889-6  per  cent. 

The  quantity  of  honey  produced  on  farms  in  1920  was  7,574  pounds,  while  the  production 
of  wax  totalled  52  pounds.  Elsewhere  than  on  farms  there  were  6,095  pounds  of  honey  and 
wax  produced,  making  the  total  quantity  of  honey  and  wax  for  the  province  13,721  pounds. 
The  production  in  1910  was  5,108  pounds.  The  value  of  honey  and  wax  in  1920  was  $4,898, 
as  compared  with  $931  in  1910. 

Live  Stock,  June  1,  1921. — Thenumber  of  horses  andmules  in  the  province  on  June  1, 1921 
was  828,520,  of  which  810,016,  or  97-8  per  cent,  were  on  farms,  and  only  18,504,  or  2-2  per  cent, 
not  on  farms.  The  total  number  for  1911  was  407,153,  so  that  the  1921  figure  shows  an  increase 
of  421,367  head,  or  103-5  per  cent.  The  number  of  mules  included  in  1921  was  4,101.  The 
value  of  horses  and  mules  in  1921  was  $78,190,356,  as  compared  with  $56,439,741  in  1911,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  38-5  per  cent.     This  gives  a  lower  average  value  for  horses  in  1921  than  in 

1911.  The  classifications  by  age,  etc.,  in  the  two  years  are  not  similar,  hence  it  is  impossible 
to  make  a  comparison  in  average  value  by  classes. 

Cattle  numbered  1,400,855  in  1921,  as  against  739,725  in  1911,  an  increase  of  89-4  per  cent. 
The  value  of  cattle  increased  by  131-2  per  cent,  from  $22,670,886 in  1911  to  $52,420,853 in  1921. 
Cows  in  milk  or  in  calf  on  June  1,  1921,,  numbered  391,190.  No  proper  comparison  can  be  made 
in  this  respect  with  1911,  as  the  schedule  in  that  year  called  for  "milch  cows",  which  would 
exclude  a  considerable  number  of  cows  amongst  the  beef  cattle.  The  number  of  milch  cows 
enumerated  in  1911  was  147,649  and  this  may  more  properly  be  compared  with  the  number  of 
cows  milked  in  1920,  which  was  reported  as  208,997. 

The  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  in  1921  was  431,479,  as  compared  with  133,592  in  1911. 
The  value  was  $2,673,771  in  1921,  as  against  $758,154  in  1911.  The  increase  in  the  number 
reported  was  thus  223-0  per  cent,  and  in  the  value,  252-7  per  cent. 

Swine  numbered  426,539  in  1921,  as  against  237,511  in  1911,  an  increase  of  79-6  per  cent. 
The  value  of  swine  in  1921  was  $4,319,205  which,  as  compared  with  the  1911  value,  $1,995,421, 
showed  an  increase  of  116-5  per  cent. 

There  were  5,402,585  hens  and  chickens  reported  in  1921.  This  was  an  increase  of  130-1 
per  cent  over  the  1911  Census,  which  showed  2,347,433  hens  and  chickens.  Turkeys  increased 
from  67,151  in  1911  to  180,023  in  1921;  ducks,  from  18,880  in  1911  to  37,986  in  1921;  geese,  from 
19,653  in  1911  to  42,570  in  1921.  The  value  of  all  poultry  in  1921  was  $2,976,605,  as  compared 
with  $1,357,183  in  1911,  an  increase. of  119-3  per  cent. 

There  were  613  hives  of  bees  in  1921,  with  a  value  of  $10,561,  as  compared  with  416  hives 
in  1911,  with  a  value  of  $2,912. 


INTRODUCTION 

Le  present  bulletin,  consacre  a  1' Alberta,  est  le  dixieme  d'une  aerie  contenant  le8  resultats 
du  recensement  de  1'agriculture  effectue  au  ler  juin  1921.  Les  tableaux  I  a  XI  <5tablissent  une 
comparaison  entre  les  r&ultats  du  dernier  recensement  et  celui  de  1911  et  meme  parfois  celui 
de  1901.  On  y  fait  figurer  les  fruits  et  le  betail  se  trouvant  ailleurs  que  dans  les  exploitations 
agricoles  ainsi  que  les  produits  animaux  entrant  dans  le  meme  nomenclature  et  qui  ont  6te 
denombrfs  separement  en  1921.  Tout  naturellement  ces  chiffres  ont  ete  ajoutes  a  ceux  dea 
exploitations  agricoles  de  maniere  a  former  un  total,  qui  se  puisse  comparer  au  recensement  de 
1911,  lequel  englobait  le  tout  sans  distinction.  Les  tableaux  XII  a  XVII  sont  consacres  aux 
produits  agricoles  par  comtes.    Toutes  les  donnees  de  ce  bulletin  sont  sujettes  a  revision. 

Nombre  et  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles. — Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agri- 
coles d'une  acre  et  plus  en  1921,  a  l'exclusion  des  Reserves  Indiennes,  etait  de  82,954,  compara- 
tivement  a  60,559  en  1911  et  9,479  en  1901  (tableau  I).  Leur  superficie  totale  en  1921  atteignait 
29,293,053  acres  au  lieu  de  17,359,333  acres  en  1911  et  2,735,630  acres  en  1901,  ce  qui  represente 
un  gain  de  14,623,703  acres  ou  534-6  pour  cent  entre  1901  et  1911  etde  11,933,720 acres ou 68 -7 
pour  cent  de  1911  a  1921.  La  moyenne  de  superficie  des  exploitations  agricoles  6tait  en  1921  de 
352-5  acres,  comparativement  a  286-5  acres  en  1911  et  288-6  acres  en  1901.  Les  chiffres  qui 
suivent  indiquent  la  repartition  proportionnelle  de  ces  fermes  selon  leur  Vendue  tant  en  1911 
qu'enl921:—

Tenure  des  fermes. — II  resulte  du  tableau  III  qu'en  1921,  les  fermes  exploiters  par  des  loca- 
taires  6taient  au  nombre  de  8,072  soit  9  •  7  pour  cent  de  la  totalite,  comparativement  a  2,321  ou  3  •  8 
pour  cent  de  la  totalite  en  1911.  Au  cours  de  cette  decade,  le  nombre  des  fermes  exploitees  par 
des  locataires  s'est  accru  de  247-8  pour  cent,  tandis  que  la  totalite1  des  exploitations  agricoles 
durant  la  meme  periode  a  progresse  de  37-0  pour  cent.  Le  nombre  des  exploitations  agricolea 
dont  l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  proprietaire  et  l'autre  partie  a  titre  de  locataire 
etait  en  1921  de  8,253,  comparativement  a  2,550  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  223-6  pour 
cent.  Pour  eonnaitre  l'importance  des  fermes  louees,  on  a  du  ajouter  a  leur  superficie,  l'6tendue 
des  portions  louees  des  fermes  dont  l'exploitant  possede  une  partie  a  titre  de  proprietaire  et  l'autre 
partie  a  titre  de  locataire,  ce  qui  donne  un  total  de  5,554,759  acres  en  1921,  representant  19-0 
pour  cent  de  la  totality  des  exploitations  agricoles  denornbrfes  cette  annee-la,  (£  l'exclusion  des 
Reserves  Indiennes),  comparativement  a  2,044,550  acres  en  1911  ou  11  -8  pour  cent  de  la  totality. 
En  1911  on  comptait  egalement  729  fermes,  d'une  6tendue  totale  de  986,836  acres,  exploitees 
par  dea  r^gisseurs. 

Valeur  des  exploitations  agricoles. — La  valeur  de  l'ensemble  des  exploitations  agricoles 
en  1921  atteignait  $968,437,348  contre  $492,636,008  en  1911  (tableau  IV),  ce  qui  constituait 
une  augmentation  de  96-6  pour  cent,  largement  attribuable  d'ailleurs  a  la  difference  entre  les 
prix  de  1911  et  ceux  de  1921.  L'augmentation  la  plus  considerable  (311-6  pour  cent)  se  trouve 
dans  la  valeur  de  la  machinerie  et  de  routillage  agricole  et  la  plus  minime  (65  ■  0  pour  cent)  dans 
la  valeur  du  bewail.  La  valeur  de  la  terre  s'est  accrue  de  77  ■  1  pour  cent  et  celle  des  batiments 
de  199-6  pour  cent.  En  1921  la  valeur  de  la  terre  representait  $610,526,401,  soit  63-0  pour 
cent.de  l'ensemble;  les  batiments  y  contribuaient  pour  $121,765,499  ou  12-6  pour  cent;  les  instru- 
ments aratoires  et  la  machinerie  pour  $98,814,513  ou  10-2  pour  cent  et  les  animaux  pour  $137,- 
330,935  ou  14-2  pour  cent.  En  1911  la  valeur  du  sol  etait  de  $344,759,704  ou  70-0  pour  cent  de 
l'ensemble,  les  batiments  6taient  lvalues  a  $40,642,348  ou  8-2  pour  cent  de  l'ensemble,  lea  ins- 
truments aratoires  et  la  machinerie  a  $24,009,659  ou  4-9  pour  cent  et  le  cheptel  a  $83,224,297  ou 
16-9  pour  cent. 


Composition  des  fermes. — En  y  comprenant  les  Reserves  Indiennes  la  superficie  des 
terres  deirichees,  en  1921,  representait  11,768,042  acres,  comparativement  a  4,351,698  acres  en 
1911  et  474,694  acres  en  1901.  En  1921  les  terres  sous  culture  couvraient  8,507,750  acres  contre 
3,378,365  acres  en  1911  et  188,476  acres  en  1901. 

Superficie  des  cultures. — Enproceclantauxrecensementsdel911  et  de  1921,  les  enumera- 
teura  ont  releve1  les  Vendues  des  differentes  cultures  de  l'annee,  ainsi  que  les  emblavures,  la  produc- 
tion et  la  valeur  des  recoltes  de  l'annee  pr^dente.  Le  recensement  de  1901  ayant  etd  fait  au  ler 
avril,  les  informations  relatives  aux  terres  sous  culture  6taient  cellea  de  la  saison  prec^dente. 
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II  requite  du  tableau  VI,  qui  presente  une  comparaison  des  emblavurea  de  1900,  1910,  1911, 
1920  et  1921  que  l'avoine  dtait  la  culture  principale  en  1900,  mais  qu'en  chacune  des  autres  annees 
le  bl6  constituait  la  principale  culture.  Les  emblavures  de  bl6  sont  pass6es  de  43,062  acres  en 
1900  a  879,756  en  1910  et  a  4,083,105  acres  en  1920,  atteignant  enfin  4,880,457  acres  en  1921, 
soit  une  avance  de  19-5  pour  cent  sur  l'annee  pr<§c6dente.  La  troisieme  place  6tait  occupee  par 
l'orge  en  1900  et  en  1921,  par  les  prairies  artificielles  en  1910  et  1911  et  par  "autres  fourrages" 
en  1920,  cette  rubrique  embrassant  les  ce>6ales  coupees  vertes.  La  d6croissanee  de  la  superficie 
des  "autres  fourrages"  de  1920  k  1921  resulte  de  ce  que  le  volume  des  cereales  coupees  vertes  est 
surtout  determine'  par  les  conditions  atmosph&iques  qui  regnent  a  une  p6riode  ultfirieure  a  la 
date  du  recensement.  La  culture  du  lin  pr^sente  de  grandes  fluctuations;  ll  couvrait  30,885  acres 
en  1910;  107,273  acres  en  1911;  108,574  acres  en  1920  et  33,351  acres  en  1921.  Quant  au  seigle, 
il  a  realise1  des  progres  considerables  de  1911  a  1921,  cette  culture  n'accusait  que  6,672  acres  en 

1910  et  14,443  acres  en  1911,  mais  elle  absorbait  114,689  acres  en  1920  et  187,225  acres  en  1921. 
Nous  donnons  ci-dessous  les  superficies  respectives  des  principales  r^coltes  tant  en  1920 

qu'en  1921,  ainsi  que  le  pourcentage  de  la  totality  des  cultures  represente'  par  chacune  d'elle.

Production  des  rdcoltes. — Le  tableau  VII  pr^sente  une  comparaison  entre  1910  et  1920 
de  la  production  des  difKrentes  r^coltes  et  indique  aussi  le  pourcentage  d'augmentation  et  la 
moyenne  du  rendement  a  l'acre  pour  chacune  de  ces  annees.  La  production  de  toutes  les  rScoltes 
principales  depassa  en  1920  celle  de  1910,  si  l'on  en  excepte  le  ble'  d'automne.  En  1920  on 
a  reroltfi  57,601,364  boisseaux  de  b\6  de  printemps  au  lieu  de  6,736,680  boisseaux  en  1910,  cette 
enorme  augmentation  6tant  attribuable  principalement  a  l'accroissement  des  emblavures  et 
accessoirement  a  un  meilleur  rendement,  la  moyenne  de  ce  rendement  qui  6tait  de  10-0  bois- 
seaux par  acre  en  1910  6tant  mont6e  a  14-2  boisseaux  en  1920.  L'avoine  a  produit  82,966,489 
boisseaux  en  1920  au  lieu  de  16,893,840  boisseaux  en  1910;  dans  ce  cas  egalement  cette  augmen- 
tation est  due  principalement  a  l'accroissement  des  emblavures  et  ensuite  a  l'elevation  de  la 
moyenne  du  rendement  a  l'acre  qui  &tait  de  30-7  boisseaux  en  1920  contre  21-6  boisseaux  en 
1910.  En  1920  on  a  coup!  206,071  tonnes  de  foin  cultiv6,  y  compris  le  trefle  et  la  luzerne,  au 
lieu  de  130,012  tonnes  en  1910;  d'autre  part  le  foin  des  prairies  naturelles  representait  709,529 
tonnes,  a  quoi  s'ajoutent  388,457  tonnes  de  c£reales  diverses  couples  vertes  pour  en  faire  du 
fourrage  (tableau  XIII). 

Valeur  des  recoltes. — La  valeur  de  la  totality  des  r6coltes  de  1920  (tableau  VIII)  s'est 
elevee  a  $141,611,605,  au  lieu  de  $17,015,329  en  1910,  soit  une  augmentation  de  plus  de  700  pour 
cent,  attribuable  surtout  a  l'accroissement  des  cultures  et  accessoirement  a  la  hausse  des  prix. 
A  cet  6gard  en  1920,  le  bl6  tenait  la  tSte,  l'avoine  venant  ensuite  et  le  foin  des  prairies  naturelles 
occupant  la  troisieme  place,  suivi  de  tres  pres  par  l'orge  et  par  "autres  fourrages"  (c'est-a-dire 
autres  que  le  foin  et  le  mai's).  Nous  donnons  ci-dessous  la  valeur  des  principales  recoltes  de 
1920  ainsi  que  leurs  pourcentages  respectifs:

Fruits. — On  ne  trouve  dans  le  recensement  de  1921,  non  plus  que  dans  celui  de  1911,  nulle 
trace  de  sucre  ou  de  sirop  durable  et  les  fruits  n'y  tiennent  qu'une  place  trfes  minime;  ces  fruits 
appartenaient  a  la  r6colte  de  1920,  mais  les  arbres  fruitiers  ont  6t6  d<5nombres  a  la  date  de  juin 
1921.     La  meme  modality  avait  6t6  observee  en  1911.

On  estime  a  784,407,143  livres,  la  production  du  lait  en  1920,  comparativement  a 
526,472,140  livres  en  1910,  soit  une  progression  de  49-0  pour  cent;  la  plus  grande  partie  de  cette 
production  soit  752,712,153  livres,  constituant  96-0  pour  cent  de  la  totality,  a  6t6  produite  dans 
les  fermes,  ou  se  trouvaient  208,997  vaches  laitieres,  de  telle  sorte  que  la  production  moyenne 
d'une  vache  s'6tablit  a  3,602  livres.

La  valeur 
de  la  laine  en  1920  atteignait  $416,900  ou  23 -7  centins  par  livre,  au  lieu  de  $42,130  en  1910  soit 
une  moyenne  de  14-2  centins  par  livre,  l'augmentation  de  la  valeur  totale  representant  889-6' 
pour  cent. 

Les  ruchers  des  fermes  en  1920  ont  produit  7,574  livres  de  miel  et  52  livres  de  cire;  ailleurs 
ue  dans  les  fermes,  les  ruches  ont  donne  6,095  livres  de  miel  et  de  cire,  soit  au  total  13,721  livres 
e  miel  et  de  cire  dans  la  province.  La  production  de  1910  s'etait  limitee  a  5,108  livres.  Le 
miel  et  la  cire  de  1920  valaient  $4,898  au  lieu  de  $931  en  1910. 

Cheptel  au  ler  juin  1921. — Au  ler  juin  1921  il  existait  dans  la  province  828,520  chevaux 
ou  mulets,  dont  810,016  ou  97-8  pour  cent  dans  les  exploitations  agricoles,  et  18,504  ou  2-2  pour 
cent  dans  les  villes  et  les  villages.  En  1911  on  n'en  avait  denombre  que  407,153,  de  telle  sorte 
que  les  chiffres  de  1921  indiquent  une  augmentation  de  421,367  tStes  ou  103-5  pcrtir  cent.  Le 
nombre  des  mulets  figurant  dans  les  chiffres  de  1921  est  de  4,101.  Les  chevaux  et  mulets  denom- 
bres  en  1921  valaient  $78,190,356,  comparativement  a  $56,439,741  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation 
de  38-5  pour  cent,  ce  qui  signifie  que  la  valeur  moyenne  d'un  cheval  6tait  plus  basse  en  1921 
qu'en  1911.  La  classification  par  age,  etc.,  n'etant  pas  la  mime  en  ces  deux  annees,  il  est 
impossible  d'itablir  une  comparaison  entre  les  differentes  classes  d'animaux.

A  la  date  du  ler  juin  1921  il 
existait  391,190  vaches  en  gestation  ou  en  lactation,  toute  possibility  de  comparaison  avec  1911 
6tant  exclue  car  cette  annie-li  on  ne  s'etait  occupy  que  des  "vaches  laitieres",  laissant  de  c6t6 
un  nombre  considerable  de  vaches  elevees  pour  la  boucherie.  Le  nombre  des  vaches  laitieres 
deriombrees  en  1911  etait  de  147,649,  tandis  que  le  nombre  des  vaches  ayant  donne  du  lait  en 
1920  etait  de  208,997. 

Les  moutons  et  les  agneaux  formaient  en  1921  un  troupeau  de  431,479  tetes  au  lieu  de  133,592 
en  1911;  leur  valeur  en  1921  atteignait  $2,673,771  contre  $758,154  en  1911.  On  constate  done 
une  augmentation  en  nombre  de  223-0  pour  cent  et  en  valeur  de  252-7  pour  cent. 

Quant  aux  pores,  le  recensement  de  1921  en  enumere  426,539  au  lieu  de  237,511  en  1911, 
soit  une  augmentation  de  79-6  pour  cent.  Leur  valeur  en  1921  etant  estimee  a  $4,319,205  au 
lieu  de  $1,995,421  en  1911,  soit  une  augmentation  de  116-5  pour  cent. 

Les  poules  et  poulets  etaient  au  nombre  de  5,402,585  en  1921  au  lieu  de  2,347,433  en  1911, 
soit  une  augmentation  de  130-1  pour  cent;  les  dindons  sont  passes  de  67,151  en  1911  a  180,023 
en  '1921;  les  canards  de  18,880  en  1911  a  37,986  en  1921  et  les  oies  de  19,653  en  1911  a  42,570  en 
1921.  Toutes  les  volailles  reunies  valaient  $2,976,605  en  1921  au  lieu  de  $1,357,183  en  1911, 
soit  une  augmentation  de  119-3  pour  cent. 

Enfin  il  a  ete  denombre  en  1921,  613  ruches  d'abeilles  valant  $10,561,  tandis  qu'en  1911  il 
n'y  avait  que  416  ruches  valant  $2,912. 
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DIVISION  OF  ALBERTA  FOB,  CENSUS  PURPOSES 

There  being  no  fixed  administrative  divisions  in  Alberta  corresponding  to  counties  in  Eastern  Canada, 
it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  compare  the  data  collected  for  rural  parts  at  any  census  with  that  of 
a  previous  one,  for  smaller  areas  than  the  province  as  a  whole.  Therefore  to  overcome  this  difficulty 
the  Bureau  has  divided  the  province  for  statistical  purposes  into  census  divisions  each  containing  a  certain 
number  of  rural  municipalities,  cities,  towns,  and  incorporated  villages.

INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin,  the  eleventh  of  the  series  relating  to  agriculture,  gives  for  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  a  revised  general  summary  of  the  results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture  taken  as  of  June  1, 
1921.  Previous  bulletins  of  this  series  were  as  follows:  No.  1,  Field  Crops  of  Prairie  Provinces; 
No.  2,  Prince  Edward  Island;  No.  3,  New  Brunswick;  No.  4,  Nova  Scotia;  No.  5,  Manitoba; 
No.  6,  Quebec;  No..  7,  Ontario;  No.  8,  British  Columbia;  No.  9,  Saskatchewan;  No.  10, 
Alberta;  No.  12,  Pure-Bred  Animals. 

Definition  of  Farm. — For  the  Census  of  1921  a  farm  was  defined  as  a  tract  of  land  of  one 
acre  or  over  which  produced  in  the  year  1920  crops  of  any  kind  to  the  value  of  $50  or  more. 
In  previous  censuses  the  minimum  area  was  not  clearly  defined,  with  the  consequence  that  some 
plots  of  less  than  one  acre  were  included.  For  the  whole  of  Canada  these  numbered  33,615  in 
1901  and  30,141  in  1911.  They  have  been  deducted  from  the  total  numbers  of  farms  in  their 
respective  years  wherever  the  latter  are  given  in  the  comparative  tables  of  this  bulletin,  but  as 
total  acreage  and  production  are  affected  only  to  very  slight  extent  by  such  farms,  no  deductions 
have  been  made  in  these  respects. 

Scope  of  Census  Figures. — The  figures  relating  to  number  of  farms,  farm  areas,  size  and 
tenure  of  farms,  condition  of  farm  land,  domestic  animals,  farm  values  and  farm  facilities  are  for 
June  1,  1921,  the  date  of  the  Census.  The  production  recorded  is  that  of  1920,  with  the 
exception  of  maple  syrup  and  sugar,  which  are  for  the  spring  of  1921.  The  acreage  of  the  various 
field  crops  was  taken  for  both  years,  for  1920  to  correspond  with  the  production  reported  and  for 
1921  to  represent  the  actual  condition  at  the  date  of  taking  the  Census.  The  area  of  small 
fruits  was  obtained  for  both  years,  but  that  of  orchard  and  vineyard  for  1921  only.  The  fruit 
trees  reported  were  those  standing  in  June,  1921. 

Arrangement  of  Tables. — In  Tables  1  to  12  the  figures  of  the  Census  of  1921  for  the 
whole  Dominion  are  compared  with  those  of  1911,  and  in  some  instances  with  those  of  1901.  The 
returns  of  live  stock,  animal  products  and  fruit  "elsewhere  than  on  farms"  were  collected  separately 
in  1921  and  are  so  shown  in  these  tables.  They  are  also  included  in  the  totals  for  comparison  with 
the  1911  Census,  in  which  they  were  included,  but  not  separately  presented.  Tables  13  and 
14  give  comparisons  by  provinces  with  the  Censuses  of  1911  and  1901  for  some  of  the  most 
important  items.  Tables  15  to  21  present  farm  statistics  for  the  present  Census  by  provinces, 
while  Tables  22  to  24  deal  similarly  with  statistics  of  live  stock,  animal  products  and  fruits 
elsewhere  than  on  farms.  The  remaining  tables  cover  unrelated  topics  comprising  pure- 
bred animals,  farm  facilities  and  the  number  of  farms  reporting  various  crops. 

Values. — The  values  of  farm  property,  farm  animals  and  farm  products  in  general  are  as 
reported  by  the  farmers  to  the  enumerators,  with  such  revisions  as  were  necessary.  The  values 
of  eggs  and  milk  produced  were  not  reported,  but  have  been  computed,  for  the  former  from  the 
value  of  eggs  sold,  and  for  the  latter  from  the  value  of  dairy  products  marketed  by  the  farmer. 
In  the  case  of  live  stock,  animal  products  and  fruit,  reported  elsewhere  than  on  farms, 
number  or  quantity  only  was  required,  and  the  values  under  these  headings  have  been  computed 
from  those  of  the  corresponding  items  reported  on  farms. 

Indian  Reserves.— In  the  Census  of  1921  the  areas  devoted  to  agriculture  on  Indian  Reserves 
in  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta  have  not  been  counted  as  farms,  although  the  improved 
land  on  the  Reserves  has  been  included  in  the  total  of  farm  acreage.  This  improved  land  on 
Reserves  has  not  been  classified  by  tenure  or  by  size  of  farm,  so  that  it  is  necessary  to  subtract 
it  from  the  total  farm  acreage  before  the  calculation  of  percentages  in  which  the  classes  by  size 
or  tenure  are  involved.  This  treatment  of  Indian  Reserves  differs  from  that  of  the  Census  of 
1911,  when  farms  on  Reserves  were  counted  in  the  ordinary  manner.  The  necessary  adjustments 
have'  accordingly  been  made  in  the  1911  figures  for  the  Prairie  Provinces  to  bring  them  into

correspondence  with  those  of  1921.  All  averages,  into  which  the  number  of  farms  enters,  havl 
been  calculated  for  both  years  on  the  basis  of  exclusion  of  Indian  Reserves  in  the  Prairie  Pro- 
vinces. The  figures  for  farm  values,  products,  animals,  etc.,  on  Reserves  in  the  three  provinces, 
have  been  compiled  and  are  included  in  the  totals.  In  the  other  provinces  farms  on  Indian 
Reserves  have  not  required  any  special  treatment . 

Orchard  and  Orchard  Trees. — In  making  comparisons  between  the  results  of  the  Census 
of  1911  and  those  of  the  Census  of  1921,  in  so  far  as  orchards  and  orchard  trees  are  concerned, 
two  differences  between  the  respective  schedules  should  be  noted.  The  schedule  t)f  191 1  included 
"nurseries"  with-  orchard,  whereas  that  of  1921  omitted  nurseries  from  consideration.  The 
exclusion  of  nurseries  in  1921  affects  acreage  of  orchard  only  in  slight  degree,  but  has  a  tendency 
to  lower  the  number  of  non-bearing  trees.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  in  1911  trees  were  des- 
cribed on  the  schedule  under  the  headings  "bearing"  or  "non-bearing",  whereas  in  1921  the 
words  were  "of  bearing  age"  and  "not  of  bearing  age".  This  fact  again  tends  to  decrease  the 
proportion  of  non-bearing  trees  in  1921  as  compared  with  1911 . 

Butter  Fat  Figures. — The  census  schedule  contained  an  inquiry  designed  to  obtain  the 
number  of  pounds  of  "  butter  fat "  sold  by  the  farmers  during  the  year.  Since  the  preliminary 
(provincial)  bulletins  were  issued,  investigation  has  shown  that  in  many  cases  the  enumerators 
reported  pounds  of  cream  instead  of  pounds  of  butter  fat,  with  the  result  that  material  altera- 
tions have  had  to  be  made  in  the  figures  as  first  reported.  It  is  felt  that  the  revision  has  resulted 
in  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy  for  these  figures. 

Cows  in  Milk  or  in  Calf. — On  the  schedule  of  the  Census  of  1921  this  item  replaced  that  of 
"milch  cows"  called  for  in  1911.  The  two  figures  are  compared  in  the  general  tables,  although 
provinces  in  which  beef  cattle  are  largely  raised  contain  a  number  of  cows  in  milk  or  in  calf 
which  are  not  used  for  dairying  purposes  and,  therefore,  not  properly  "milch  cows".  In  so  far 
as  farms  are  concerned,  the  schedule  of  1921  also  called  for  the  number  of  cows  milked  in  1920, 
and  in  the  following  table  this  number  is  presented  together  with  that  of  the  '.'cows  in  milk  or 
in  calf"  in  1921  and  the  "milch  cows"  in  1911.

Agriculture  in  Yukon  Territory. — In  the  Census  of  1921,  schedules  were  filled  in  for  ten 
farms  in  the  Yukon  Territory.  The  records  of  these  farms  have  not  been  included  in  the  totals 
for  Canada,  on  which  their  effect  would  be  negligible.  It  was  thought,  however,  that  the  main 
facts  reported  concerning  the  farms  in  the  Yukon  Territory  would  prove  of  interest  and  they 
are  accordingly  given  in  an  appendix. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Ce  bulletin,  le  onzieme  de  la  serie  sur  l'agriculture,  donne  un  resumfi  general  revise1  des  resultats 
du  recensement  agiicole  de  tout  le  pays  au  ler  juin,  1921 .  Les  bulletins  anterieurs  de  cette  serie 
sont:  N°  1,  les  reroltes  des  provinces  des  prairies;  N°  2,  de  l'lle  du  Piince-Edouard;  N°  3,  du 
Nouveau-Brunswick;  N°  4,  de  la  Nouvelle-Ecosse;  N°  5,  du  Manitoba;  N°  6,  de  Quebec; 
N°  7,  de  l'Ontario;  N°  8,  de  la  Colombie-Biitannique;  N°  9,  de  la  Saskatchewan;  N°  10,  de 
'Alberta;  N°  12,  sur  les  animaux  de  race. 

Definition  de  "  ferme  ". — Pour  les  fins  du  recensement  de  1921,  une  ferme  est  un  terrain 
Id'une  6tendue  de  pas  moiLS  d'un  acre,  ayant  produit  en  1920  une  recolte  quelconque  d'une 
valeur  d'au  moins  $50.  Dans  les  recensements  precedents,  le  minimum  de  superficie  n'6tait  pas 
clairement  deHni,  et  comme  consequence,  des  lopins  de  moins  d'un  acre  ont  6t6  comptes.  Dans 
le  total  du  Canada,  il  y  en  avait  33,615  en  1901  et  30,141  en  1911.  Ces  chiffres  ont  6t6  deduits 
du  total  des  fermes  de  chaeune  de  ces  deux  annees  chaque  fois  qu'il  s'est  agi  de  le  mentionner 
dans  les  tableaux  comparatifs  de  ce  bulletin,  mais  la  superficie  totale  aussi  bien  que  la  produc- 
tion ne  sont  guere  affectees  par  ces  lopins  et  aucune  reduction  n'a  &i6  faite  dans  les  deux 
derniers  cas. 

Cadre  du  recensement. — Les  donn^es  sur  le  nombie  de  fermes,  leur  dtendue,  leur  occu- 
pation, leur  condition,  les  animaux  domestiques,  1' evaluation  des  fermes  et  les  accessoires  agricoles 
sont  a  date  du  ler  juin  1921,  jour  du  denombrement.  Les  donnees  de  la  production  sont  pour 
1920,  al'exception  de  celles  du  sirop  et  du  sucre  d'erable,  qui  sont  du  printemp3  de  1921 .  La  super- 
ficie des  differentes  cultures  est  donnee  pout  les  deux  annfes,  en  1920,  pour  correspondre  avec 
le  rendement  relevd,  et  en  1921,  pour  donner  la  condition  actuelle  le  jour  du  denombrement . 
II  en  est  de  meme  pour  les  terrains  consacres  aux  petits  fruits,  mais  les  vergers  et  les  vignobles 
ne  figurent  que  pour  1921.    Les  arbres  fruitiers  enumeres  sont  ceux  sur  pied  en  juin  1921. 

Disposition  des  tableaux. — Les  tableaux  1  jusqu'a  12,  du  recensement  de  1921,  donnent 
la  comparaison  avec  les  chiffres  correspondants  de  1911,  et  dans  certains  cas,  avec  ceux  de  1901. 
Les  rapports  sur  les  bestiaux,  les  produits  animaux  et  les  fruits,  ailleurs  que  dans  les  fermes,  ont 
ete  colliges  separement  en  1921  et  forment  un  tableau  a  part.  Pour  la  comparaison  avec  les 
chiffres  du  recensement  de  1911,  ils  sont  inclus  dans  les  totaux,  mais  ne  sont  pas  presentes  sepa- 
rement. Les  tableaux  13  et  14  donnent  des  comparaisons  par  provinces  avec  les  chiffres 
de  1911  et  1901  sur  quelques  item  les  plus  importants.  Les  tableaux  15  jusqu'a  21,  donnent 
les  statistiques  agricoles  de  ce  recensement  par  provinces,  et  les  tableaux  22  jusqu'a  24 
donnent  les  renseignements  analogues  sur  les  bestiaux,  les  produits  animaux  et  les  fruits  ailleurs 
que  dans  les  fermes.  Les  autres  tableaux  couvrent  difKrents  autres  aspects  de  l'agriculture, 
tels  que  les  animaux  de  race,  les  accessoires  agricoles  et  les  fermes  suivant  la  nature  de  leurs 
produits. 

Valeurs. — Les  valeurs  de  la  propriety  agricole,  des  animaux  domestiques  et  des  produits 
agricoles  sont  generalement  celles  declarers  par  les  cultivateurs  aux  enum&ateurs,  avec  quelque. 
fois  certaines  corrections.  Les  valeurs  des  oeufs  et  du  lait  produits  n'ont  pas  ete  declarers,  mais 
ont  ete  compilers  en  prenant  pour  base  la  quantite  d'ceufs  vendus  et  de  produits  laitiers  mis  sur 
le  marche  par  le  cultivateur.  Dans  le  cas  des  animaux  vivants,  des  produits  animaux  et  des 
fruits  declares  ailleurs  que  sur  les  fermes,  le  nombre  ou  la  quantite  seulement  ont  ete  declares, 
et  les  valeurs  sous  ces  en-tetes  ont  ete  calculees  sur  une  base  correspondant  aux  valeurs  declarers 
sur  les  fermes. 

Reserves  indiennes.— Le  recensement  de  1921  ne  compte  pas  parmi  les  fermes  celles  des 
reserves  indiennes  du  Manitoba,  de  la  Saskatchewan  et  de  l'Alberta,  bien  que  les  terres  defrichees 
de  ces  r6serves  soient  dans  le  total  de  la  superficie  des  terres  en  culture.     Ces  terres  defrichees 
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des  reserves  ne  sont  pas  classifies  comme  fermes,  ni  quant  a  leur  etendue,  ni  quant  a  l'occupant, 
de  sorte  qu'il  est  n6cessaire  de  les  soustraire  de  la  superficie  totale  des  fermes  avant  de  ealculer 
les  pourcentages  devant  servir  au  classement  par  e'tendue  et  par  occupation.  Ce  traitement 
des  reserves  indiennes  differe  du  mode  adopts  en  1911,  alors  que  les  fermes  des  reserves  ont  H6 
enumerees  de  la  maniere  ordinaire.  En  consequence,  il  a  fallu  se  baser  sur  les  chiffres  de  1911 
dans  les  provinces  des  prairies  pour  les  mettre  en  regard  des  donnees  de  1921.  Toutes  les  moy- 
ennes  dans  lesquelles  le  nombre  de  fermes  est  un  des  facteurs  ont  6t6  calculees  pour  chacune 
des  deux  annees  en  excluant  les  reserves  des  provinces  des  prairies.  Les  chiffres  sur  la  valeur 
des  fermes,  les  produits  agricoles,  les  animaux,  etc.,  sur  les  reserves,  dans  ces  trois  provinces,  ont 
efe  compiles  et  sont  donnes  dans  les  totaux.  Dans  les  autres  provinces,  les  fermes  des  reserves 
indiennes  ne  sont  sujettes  a  aucune  distinction. 

Vergers  et  arbres  fruitiers. — En  compaiant  les  chiffres  de  1911  et  ceux  de  1921  en  ce  qui 
regarde  les  vergers  et  les  arbres  fruitiers,  il  faut  tenir  compte  de  deux  differences  entre  les  deux 
enumerations.  Celle  de  1911  comprend  les  pepinieres  avec  les  vergers,  et  celle  de  1921  ne  men- 
tionne  pas  les  pepinieres.  L'exclusion  des  pepinieres  en  1921  affecte  tres  peu  l'efendue  des 
vergers,  mais  est  de  nature  a  diminuer  le  nombre  d'arbres  qui  ne  sont  pas  en  rapport.  On  remar- 
quera  aussi  qu'en  1911,  les  arbres  fruitiers  efaient  classifies  en  "en  rapport"  et  "non  en  rapport", 
tandis  qu'en  1921,  ils  sont  classifies  suivant  qu'ils  sont  ou  ne  sont  pas  "en  age  de  rapporter". 
Ceci  tend  encore  a  diminuer  la  proportion  des  arbres  non  en  rapport  de  1921  comparativement 
a  1911. 

Les  chiffres  sur  la  butyrine. — La  formule  du  recensement  contenait  une  question  devant 
servir  a  renseigner  sur  le  nombre  de  livres  de  "butyrine"  vendues  par  les  fermiers  au  cours  de 
l'annee.  Depuis  la  publication  des  bulletins  (provinciaux)  preliminaires,  il  a  e'te  constats  qu'en 
plusieurs  cas  les  enumerateurs  avaient  inscrit  le  nombre  de  livres  de  creme,  au  lieu  de  livres  de 
butyrine,  de  sorte  qu'il  a  fallu  modifier  considerablement  les  chiffres  tels  que  rapportes  d'abord. 
Cette  modification  a  6t&  faite  de  maniere  a  se  rapprocher  le  plus  possible  des  chiffres  exacts. 

Vaches  en  lactation  et  en  gestation. — Dans  le  rapport  du  recensement  de  1921,  cet  item 
remplace  celui  qui  6tait  intitule'  "vaches  laitieres"  dans  le  rapport  de  1911.  Les  chiffres  des 
deux  rapports  y  sont  mis  en  comparaison,  dans  les  tableaux  generaux,  bien  que  dans  les  provinces 
oil  1'on  fait  sur  une  grande  echelle  l'elevage  du  boeuf  de  boucherie,  il  y  ait  un  grand  nombre  de 
vaches  en  lactation  ou  en  gestation  dont  on  ne  trait  pas  le  lait  et  qui  ne  peuvent  etre  classifiees 
proprement  comme  "vaches  laitieres".  Les  formules  de  recensement  de  1921  avaient  aussi 
une  entree  speciale  pour  le  nombre  de  vaches  traites  en  1920,  et  dans  le  tableau  suivant  ce  nombre 
est  donne  en  regard  du  nombre  de  "vaches  en  lactation  ou  en  gestation"  en  1921,  et  de  vaches 
laitieres  en  1911.

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AGRICULTURE  IN  YUKON  TERRITORY 

The  population  of  Yukon  Territory  at  the  Census  of  1921  comprised  4,157  persons,  of  whom 
2,851  were  classified  as  rural,  and  1,306  as  urban,  the  latter  being  made  up  of  the  populations 
of  Dawson  and  Whitehorse.  There  were  10  occupied  farms  reported  at  the  census,  with  a  total 
area  of  1,622  acres,  consisting  of  475  acres  of  improved  land  and  1,147  acres  of  unimproved. 
There  were  353  acres  under  field  crop  in  1921.  *

Farm  Property. — The  value  of  farm  property  reported  amounted  to  $19,150  for  land, 
$9,750  for  buildings,  $7,717  for  implements  and  machinery  and  $11,530  for  live  stock,  making 
a  total  of  $48,147  for  all  of  these  items. 

Farm  Expenditures. — Farm  expenditures  in  1920  included  $2,766  for  feed,  $335  for  fertilizer 
and  $602  for  seed.  The  amount  paid  in  cash  for  farm  labour  was  $3,004,  while  the  value  of  the 
board  supplied  for  labour  was  placed  at  $996. 

Value  of  Farm  Products. — The  value  of  field  crops  in  1920  was  given  as  $18,576,  while 
vegetables,  chiefly  grown  for  home  use,  contributed  $796.  No  fruit,  maple  syrup  or  sugar 
was  reported.  Forest-products,  consisting  almost  wholly  of  firewood,  used  on  the  farm  or  sold, 
totalled  $4,329.  Stock  sold  alive,  off  farms,  was  valued  at  $569,  and  stock  slaughtered  on  farms, 
at  $1,811.    Animal  products  amounted  to  $770.

Stock  Sold  Alive  and  Stock  Slaughtered.— The  stock  sold  alive  off  farms  in  1920  com- 
prised 29  swine  and  24  hens  (old  stock),  with  a  total  value  of  $569.  There  were  6  cattle, 
3  swine  and  60  hens  and  chickens  slaughtered  on  farms,  their  value  being  $1,811. 

Animal  Products. — The  number  of  cows  milked  was  given  as  3,  and  the  quantity  of  milk 
produced  as  12,975  pounds,  averaging  4,325  pounds  per  cow.  There  were  230  pounds  of  butter 
made  on  farms,  of  which  100  pounds  were  sold.     The  production  of  eggs  was  reported  at  257  dozen.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  Bulletin  classifies  according  to  breeds  the  pure-bred  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  swine  and  poultry 
reported  in  the  Sixth  Census  of  Canada,  taken  as  of  June  1,  1921. 

HORSES 

Of  the  total  number  of  horses  (3,610,500)  reported  in  the  1921  Census,  47,782  or  better  than  13  -2  in  every 
1,000  were  pure-bred.  In  1911  there  were  2,598,958  horses  returned  in  the  Census,  of  which  33,149  or  12-8 
in  every  1,000  were  pure-bred.  From  1911  to  1921  pure-bred  horses  increased  by  44  per  cent  as  compared 
with  an  increase  of  208  per  cent  from  1901  to  1911.  Three  provinces— Ontario,  Quebec  and  British 
Columbia  show  a  smaller  aggregate  number  of  pure-bred  horses  in  1921  than  in  1911.  In  Ontario,  Coach 
breeds  decreased  by  34,  Hackney  by  146,  Standard-bred  by  582,  Thoroughbreds  by  107  and  Shires  by 
247;  in  Quebec,  during  the  same  period,  Belgian  decreased  by  149,  Coach  by  76,  French  Canadian  by  306, 
and  Standard  Bred  by  83.  Of  the  decrease  reported  in  British  Columbia  Hackney  provided  1 18,  Standard- 
bred  49  and  Thoroughbreds  23.  Of  the  total  number  (47,782)  of  pure  bred  horses  reported  in  the  last 
Census  46,050  were  on  farms  and  1,732  not  on  farms. 

Draft  Breeds— Of  the  47,782  pure-bred  horses  reported  in  the  Census,  42,608  or  89  per  cent  belonged 
to  draft  breeds  and  were  distributed  as  follows:  Clydesdale  30,735,  Percheron  8,711,  Belgian  2,083,  Shire 
741,  Suffolk  punch  190,  and  French  draft  148. 

From  1911  to  1921  Clydesdales  increased  by  10,824  or  54-4  per  cent.  Of  this  increase  Saskatchewan 
contributed  5,584,  Alberta*2,437and  Manitoba,  1,828,  thus  the  Prairie  Provinces  were  responsible  for  more 
than  90  per  cent  of  the  increase  made  in  the  ten  years.  It  may  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  Prairie 
Provinces  provided  27,136  or  nearly  64  per  cent  of  the  total  pure-bred  draft  horses  reported  for  Canada  in 
1921. 

Light  Horses — Among  the  light  breeds  the  most  important  were  Standard-bred  1,480,  French 
Canadian  1,055,  Thoroughbreds  589  and-  English  hunter  105.  In  nearly  every  instance,  according  to 
Table  1,  horses  of  this  class  were  fewer  in' number  in  1921  than  in  T911. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  total  number  of  pure-bred  horses  in  1911  and  1921  and  the  proportion 
which  they  formed  of  all  horses,  by  provinces. 
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CATTLE 

Of  the  296,656  pure-bred  cattle  reported'in  the  1921  Census,  293>943  "were  on  farms"  and  2.713  "Hot  on 
farms."  "The  pure-breds  on  farms  included  209,620  cows  and  84,323  bulls.  Pure-bred  cattle  showed  an 
increase  for  Canada  as  a  whole  from  1911  to  1921  of  139-43  percent,  being  171-18  per  cent  in  Prince  Edward 
Island;  139-01  per  cent  in  Nova  Scotia;  90  -39  per  cent  in  New  Brunswick;  149-36  per  cent  in  Quebec;  107-83 
per  cent  in  Ontario;  85-53  per  cent  in  Manitoba;  438-82  per  cent  in  Saskatchewan;  248  •  67  per  cent  in  Alberta 
and  166-59  per  cent  in  British  Columbia.  Of  the  pure-bred  cows  119,464  were  dairy  breeds  and  90,156  beef 
breeds,  while  of  the  males  32,117  were  classed  as  dairy  breeds  and  52,206  as  beef  breeds.  All  but  2,713 
of  the  pure-bred  cattle  were  on  farms,  and  of  this  number  487  were  beef  breeds  and  2,226  dairy  breeds. 

Beef  Breeds  on  Farms— The  pure-bred  beef  cattle  on  farms  (142,362)  were  distributed  as  follows: 
Aberdeen  Angus,  13,618  (cows  8,554,  bulls  5,064);  Shorthorn  103,311  (cows  65,917,  bulls  37,394);  Herefords 
23,618  (cows,  14,562,  bulls  9,056);  Red  Polled  1,136  (cows  653,  bulls  483) ;  Galloway  679  (cows  470,  bulls 
209). 

The  Shorthorn,  Hereford  and  Aberdeen  Angus  ranked  in  the  order  named.  More  than  one  half  of 
the  pure-bred  Shorthorns  were  in  Ontario,  followed  by  Alberta  with  15,609,  Saskatchewan  with  14,315 
and  Manitoba  with  11,951.  Of  the  23,618  Herefords  reported  8,694  were  in  Alberta,  6,761  in  Saskatchewan, 
4,931  in  Ontario  and  2,266  in  Manitoba.  Of  the  13,618  pure-bred  Aberdeen  Angus,  Ontario  had  3,695,  Man- 
itoba 2,438,  Saskatchewan  3,319  and  Alberta  3,901. 

All  but  432  of  the  total  number  of  pure-bred  beef  cattle  reported  in  the  Census  were  "on  farms". 


Dairy  Cattle  on  Farms— Of  the  151,581  pure-bred  dairy  cattle  on  farms,  Holsteins  totalled  93,704 
(73,585  cows  and  20,119  bulls);  Ayrshire  36,576  (28,440  cows  and  8,136  bulls);  Jersey  13,803  (11,900  cows, 
1,903  bulls);  Guernseys  1,595  (1,175  cows,  420  bulls);  French  Canadian  2,861  (2,219  cows,  642  bulls);  all 
other  breeds  3,042  (2,145  cows,  897  bulls). 

Of  the  93,704  pure-bred  Holsteins  Ontario  and  Quebec  possessed  79,344  or  more  than  85  per  cent  of  the 
total  reported  for  Canada.  Ontario  alone  had  65,973  or  better  than  70  per  cent  of  the  total  number  reported 
in  the  Census.  Of  the  36,576  Ayrshires,  19,591  were  in  Quebec,  10,830  in  Ontario,  1,418  in  New  Brunswick, 
1,275  in  Nova  Scotia  and  623  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  Of  the  13,803  Jersey,  6,050  were  in  Ontario,  2,263 
in  Quebec,  2,250  in  British  Columbia,  2,129  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  1,111  in  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
Of  the  other  pure-bred  dairy  cattle  the  most  important  were  "French  Canadian"  with  2,861  head,  found 
almost  wholly  in  Quebec. 

Dairy  Cattle  not  on  Farms — In  addition  to  the  numbers  of  pure-bred  dairy  cattle  reported  "on 
farms"  there  were  1,030  Jerseys,  726  Holsteins,  327  Ayrshire,  111  French  Canadian,  29  Guernsey  and  58 
"other  breeds"  reported  "not  on  farms"  in  the  Census  of  1921. 

The  total  number  and  proportion  of  pure-bred  cattle  in  every  1,000  reported  in  the  Census  are  shown 
in  the  following  statement. 
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SHEEP 

There  were  3,198,319  sheep  reported  in  Canada  in  the  1921  Census.  Of  this  number  93,643  were  classed 
as  pure-bred.  Every  province  increased  its  number  of  pure-bred  sheep  from  1911  to  1921.  The  greatest 
numerical  increases  were  made  by  Ontario  (11,062);  Alberta  (10,703)  and  Quebec  (6,729). 

The  pure-bred  sheep  reported  in  the  1921  Census  were  distributed  as  follows:  Shropshires  29,254, 
Oxford  Downs  23,394,  Leicester  14,070,  Cotswold  5,423,  Lincoln  4,134,  Merino  3,022,  Southdown  2,823, 
Hampshire  2,357,  Remboullet  2,252,  Suffolk  1,606,  Cheviot  1,091,  Caracul  606,  "all  other"  and  "breed 
not  stated"  1,073. 

Of  the  3,022  Merinos  2,909  were  in  Alberta  and  101  in  Quebec;  and  of  the  2,252  Remboullet  reported 
in  the  Census,  Alberta  claimed  1,913,  Saskatchewan  312,  Prince  Edward  Island  15  and  British  Columbia 
12.    There  were  only  50  of  this  breed  reported  in  1911.

SWINE 
There  were  81,143  pure-bred  swine  reported  in  1921  as  compared  with  56,457  in  1911,  a  gain  of  24,686  or 
43  •  7  per  cent  in  ten  years.  All  the  provinces,  excepting  Ontario  which  records  a  loss  of  nearly  2  •  5  per  cent 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  with  a  loss  of  about  32  per  cent,  showed  a  gain  for  1921  over  1911.  Almost  the 
whole  of  the  increase  shown  in  the  decade  was  made  in  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta;  the  former  showing 
an  increase  of  10,521  and  the  latter  of  11,207.
